been collected, and the book written, under the pressure 
of pxofessioDal kbours, during the progress of a pre- 
cious work of God's Spirit in his own congregation and 
in neighbourng chmches. This is his iqpology far thi 
un^pected delay of the publication, and for inaccura- 
cies which time and leisure might have corrected. The 
book gees forthwith but few of those attractions which 
usually command attention. The style is without oraa* 
ment. The subject of the Memoir was in bumble life, 
with no adventitious circumstances of rank, wealth, or 
family toirecommend him to special notice. There is, 
however, one redeeming circumstance. The acute 
. Jkndrew Fuller remarks, ^ That in attendingio writtoB 
. lives, those narraUves should be selected which repre- 
• sent pessoas who were distinguished by uwning wis- 
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dom — {oT GIFT89 GRACES, and VBEhAnms/* In this im- 

portaat respect^ the following sketch may not be un- 
worthy of attention. At least, it is believed that the 
fitiends and admirers of Mr* Hatnes, who often Ustened 
to the impaiibioncd eloquence of the Uvipg preacher, will 
welcome this attempt to rescue his name from obliYion. 
ThiJi Memou- now goes from the auliiur with a fervent 
prayer that it may exert some influence to counteract 
pleasing and fatal error, to encourage the pioua efforts 
of the young and the fnendless^ and to guide the pil- 
ghm to his rest.

It is due to myaclf to say, lhat» in performing 
Ihia aarvioa» I yield my tcrupleay on die aeove of deUr 
oaoy, to the wi^es oi a veiierated Uiejad. and father^ in 
wfaoae neighbouifaood it has been my privile§e to paaa 
aeyeral doligbtful years of my numatry i and» even if 
the public should not aoquit me of a disposition to be 
obtrusive it will be some satisfaction to me to have 
complied with the wishes of one towards whom I 
entertain so cordial and affectionate a aregaid. 

In ilie few remarks which I purpose to make, it will 
be my objecC to eidiibit an outiine of the pfocesa by 
which the providence of God usually opexates m rais- 
ing individuak from great obaemity to eminent naefid* 
ness in the church; and then to consider somQ of the

which an individual reaches considerable eminence 
from aa unpromising beginning, that he is more or less 
distinguished by hi9 native powers ef mind* There is 
especially a strong thirst for knowledge, in connexion 
with an unyielding spirit of persevmnce* These 
qualities seem necessary, in order to put the indi- 
ridual en the eomse of intellectual effoct Mceesary to 
ensure the contemplated result, as well as to enable 
him to ovmomo tfie obstacles which Ue in his wacy. 
No man ever becomes truly great without a course of 
severe application ; but such a course will never be 
entered upon where there is not a stroQg native desire 
for knowledge ; or, bemg entered upon, it will be 
abandoned, unlees there is much native energy of reso* 
lution to sustain it. And, in addition to these quahties, 
tfieie is eften iound some striking intdlectuel peeuli- 
ari^, which marks the individual among the multi* 
tade ; and, by attraoting public attention towsords him, 
goes far to neutralize the influence of whatever is un- 
propitioas n his existnal cireomstances. • * 

In the subject of this memoir we find a striking 
flhwtratkm of these remarks. That Ms mind was east 
in a superior mould will not probably be questioned 
by any individual who contemplates the history of its 
operatioos. In his eariy chiUbood he evinced th» 
same inquisitiveness of mind — -the same irrepressible 
desire of knowledge^ which cooslitnted ome of the lead* 
ing traits of his character through iile. While other 

a 
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ctukken of bis age wer^ pwing tlieir eveaiug^ in lbs 
usual sports of diikUxiod, hm wm passing hiB in the 
diligiiit culmie of Im imeUoctual facuUm-^ acqn* 
ring knowledge from every source lo which hit 
Mtilmed cacaaMuicm pawnittad him lo bxft to^ 
cesa. Had he possessed only a conunon degree of 
parierenoiBe, lie would iuKf e yMdad lo the obttadei 
wiuch met him at the threshold of his career. iSot 
cnly 6xtMiie poverty^ but the woarat kmd of ^rphanagey 
md cixcumataaceti &tili more trying, were mingled 
togetfier m Mt hmible and pitiafak lot; fanl tha ulivt 
mergy of lua character rose superior to ail th^ae ob» 
stacks, and ontbled him to go fcrward, ao twi t h a U wid* 
ing all the embaizaaaing and zotaiding ioflitoacea 
which he was surrounded. And then again he was 
^atingiiiahad for mabmme ot him fuKj^ and th# 
keenness of his wit, and these qualities served not 
only ,10 make him known, but lo tender Urn a fatoop* 
ite. Had his nand been differently constituted from 
what it waa^had he bean kdking in fnqmsitbwMty 
(NT in enetgy, or in brilliancy, or had these qualiUea 
been combined in difinem proi^rlkiia, it k by no 
means certam that he would have reached the de|^ea 
of useAibiois which ha nhia pwmitted to attam. It ia 
not intended /by these lainarka to coaToy an imprea- 
sion that tti nncoomion origiiml gmitn is essential to

Ocrity have not, 4n many instances, emeiged from m 
obscure coodilioiv end rendered imporlaiit Bervke to 
their generation. What I would imply is, that where 
God designs to reader i|n indindutl eminently useful, 
whose condition in life would seem to oppose ioxmidar 
ble obstacles to it, it will generally be fomid that bil 
has given him some peculiar original qualifications for 
encountering these obstacles successfully. 

'But it is not merely in the native character of the 
mind, but in the arrangements of Divine providence^ 
that we are to look for the cause of emineat usefobiesi 
ill what would seem eminently uiipiopiLious circumt' 
stances. If we examine closely in, such cases, we 
shall generally find that God has set over one Kiing 
agamst another, and that that condition.whose general 
features seem most unmviiing, has jn it, after all, some 
dement of improvement — something which may assist ' 
to the formation of a useful character, and even be a 
passport to future eminence. And a moment's relBee* 
tion may satisfy us, that such an arrangement is admi- 
rsbly adapted to devd(^ and strengthen the intellect- 
nal powers. On the one hand, there are difiScultied 
enough to requure the most vigorous exertions to 
overcome them ; and on the other, there are f acili t ies 
enough to encourage the hope of ultimate success \ so 
that there is a double influoice opetattng to a sustain- 
ed and dihgent course of effort at mental improvement.

exhibited in this vohime, there was a combinatioa oi 
unpropitious eiieiinistaiioee at his entranoe iqpon life, 
which, if the idea of his attaiaiiig to temre m/nmrnifm 

in the Christian ministry had been suggested, would 
donbilcsSf mth almost efeiy oMi have slaBa|ied it as 
a visionary project. Cut there were, after all, some cir- 
cumstances pertainiJig to his eonditieii of a £miiiaHe 
kind, and his mstmctive sagacity led him to discover 
thoflh, while his eager desive of knowledge prompted 
htm to avail hmi^self of them. Though his lot was cast 
in k neighbonilieed wUeh, at that time, was hwmei 
with limited advantages for inteUsctoal inqMcovemeal^ 
yet a few bocks weio actually witton his reach, and 
if his pof ev^ iesbads his xesdi^g thsfen by the hght 
of a candle, he knew how to appreciate and improve

lidplsii upon tiie woikl, wMml a ineiid and without 

a fartliuig, he was thrown into a iamily who evinced 
towards him an uncoaunon degree of kindaew^ aad 
were disposed, according to their ability, to second his 
faimiUe efforts at improfeiBeiit. It deserres especsiaUy 
to be rmnsrked that this iamiiy was distinguished by the 
fear of Ood ; aad it was no doiibl the iniuMice of an 
examplaiy Ciixistian conveisatioa which served chiefly 
to mould the ekments of his mond character, and ulti* 
amiely to imbue him with a deep and pervadii^ pi^< 
Had his lot been cast in a family of a diHercnL descilp- 

lion, where he had been treated with cold neglect in- 
stead of being fostered with parental tenderness, or 
where he had bresthed the atmosphere of infidehty aad 
blasphemy rather than of piety and prayer, is it not rea- 
sonable tosoppose dial he might have pro?ed a scourge 
rather than a blessing to society degraded wander- 
er o?er the world) instead of an miineatly devoted and 
honoured minister of Jesus Ciirist I 

And the providence of God is often not less striking- 
ly or UndlymaniiMted in indicating to the individual an 
appropriate field of labour, than in combining circum- 

•lanoes to lesene Urn from aariy degradation. Had 

Mr. Haynes, even after he became a preacher, attempt- 
ed to plant himself in the bosom of refined and culti- 
vated society, he might liave found lumself engaged in 
lan imfitactkable enterprise ; and not improbably, if' he 
had subsequently found his proper place, would have 
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UfXEOOCCTlOK. U 

gone to it with bis eueigiea depressed, aod his spiht 
bdien by a htA he^xamg. But, in^ead of seeking 
great tluogs ior iiunseli, lie diose a retired and compai^ 
atively uncultiTated field, where the pecaliarity of his 
hittoiy would be least likely to awakea prejudice 
against liis iiiinistrations. And, more than that, the ileld 
of his etrly labocurs w«s orenun to a great extent with 
different forms of mfidehty ; and the upusual fertihty and 
^quickness of his mind, in cooneadon- with his pmicm 
iamiharity with the cavils and objections of unbeiievexSi 
siiq(iilarly quaUfied him for sudi af qdiere* The resoh 
has been, that the trophies which he gained in some o£ 
Ids conflicts with Ihe enemies of tine Christianity, sur- 
vive to his honour on both sides of the Atlantic. Pe^'

haps it huA not been easy to hare selected another field 
in which .both his onginal power, aad eaily Uau>»g 
would have conspired to render hhn so much at home, 
and. in which such a mind as lu& was so pie-eminentlj 

needed. ' 

' It mii8ta|ipear on the slightest ieflectioii» that theie is 

much in the history of such a hfe as that of the subject 
of this memoir, to aid yooi^ men of poramising dispoai* 
tions and talents, but uf an hiimhle,lpt|^ encounter the 
obstacles which Ue in their way to osefiilness and dis- 
tinction« It must be acknowledged, indeed, that Mr* 
Hayneif had the advantage of possessing finer original 
.powers than fall to the lot of the mass of mankind; bm^ 
m the other hand, it is eqnaUy certain that &w have

ever risen under the pressure of such adverse circum- 
stances ; 60 that, if he had mere power than moat otb- 
^s, he had proportionally greater difficuities to sur- 
mount. Is there a child at this moment in smne one 
of the haunts of wretchedness around me, in whose bo- 
som is kindled up the great and noble desire of becom- 
ing an enlightened and useful man ; — of moving in the 
walks of respectability, or becoming a fountain of in- 
telligence and blessing to his neighboarhood^ or dero^ 
ting himself to tlie service of God in the ministry of 
ieconGiliation;*-«liall I bid that child extinguish this 
rismg desire^ and tell him that the degradation into 
which he is cast is too deep t6 Warrtnt the hope that he 
shall ever escape from it>. and exhort him to make the 
•best of his ignoble eotadition, because it admits of no 
remedy 1 No, I will do no such thing; but I Will ap^ 
proach him with looks and words of encouragement, 
and Ivrill tell him that there is no obstacle tfaatwill not 
yield to pcraeverance ; and then I will go over with tlie 

4itory of Lemuel Haynes, to show him dtat I speak 

words of truth and soberness. And it were easy to re- 
fer to many other instances of a similar character, m 
which individuals have triumjphed over the most appal- 
ling obstacles to emmence, and, from the humblest lot, 
have actually risen to the lughest places of influence 
and honour. Tes, there are nien now in our own coun- 
try whose influence is felt at the extremities of the nth 
tion — men in the various departments of literaturCi and 
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■cienoe, tad pditics, and iebgkm>wbO'aie among thow 

thai take the lead ui moulding tlie elements of our pub*^ 
Ik pxoBperitjr— whose piresent elevated standing muat be 
referred to what seemed a most unpropitious beginning; 
and if you go back widi their history but a few years, 
you will ^nd them amid the toils oi some humble to* 
eation, engaged widi the perplexing problem, ^'whether 
the obstacles in the way of their acquiring an education 
were too great to be orercome ?" Happily, they decided 
in favour, of making a Tigorous tSovi to oTercome 
them ; aud m the successful result which has followed 
may be read in golden letters the great tmth, that noth* 
ing is too hard for an unyielding perseverance. 

But while the hiatozy of eminent self-made meft 
holds out the strongest inducements to young men of 

, piQimse, in humble circumstances, to grapple fearlessly 
with the djL&culties which may he in the way of their 
being liberally educated, it suggests to the wise and 
goody and especially to the guardians of our public ia*> 
teiests, the great importance not only of seconding the 
wishes and aiding the efforts of such young men, but of 
keeping an eye out upon liie liumbler classes of society, 

. with a view to cherish, so fur as possible, eveiy open- 
ing bud of piety and genius« It is indeed an office 
that requires mmch judgment atid disoriminatioii, to se* 
lect youth in indigent circumstances to be educated 
solely, or in a great degree, upon the charities of the 
church; but in a jstate of things which calls for so much 
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weU<*dtreoied intellectual mi moral influence ,as that in 
which our lot is cast, it is manifest that every class 
nf society must be tuad for iu tegitmale, share, and 
even the humblest must not escape. There are young 
men of considerable vigour and precocity of mind, whom 
it may not be desirable to educate^ en account of some 
mariLod defects in their anocil eonstitutioD ; and tkeie 
are young men, on the other hand, of promisiiig disposi- 
tions and exemplary piety, who ham too little fctoe of 
intellect to warrant theu: being withdrawn from a voca- 
tion in which the hands rather than the head are pnt in 
leqiiisitiQn; but where talent, piety, and prudence are 
found in combination, and there is a disposition on 
the part of the indiiidnal to consecrate himself to the 
Clmstiau ministry, no doobt it is the duty of the church 
to train him for her own service ; and the indindnal by 
whose benefactions he is sustained in his prepaiaiion for 
the sacmd office, or by whose witdifcd sagacity he has 
been selected for such a destination, may have exerted 
a benign inflnence which will readi to the ends the 
earth« 

There is peiliape no public mstrumentaUty which is 
so important in its bearings upon this subject as the 
Sabbath school. Into the sacred enclosure which this 
institution provides are gatiiered children bom the hum* 

blest walks of society ; and the intercourse which the 
teacber necessarily has with them gives him the best 

opportunity of estimating aright tlieir dispositions and 
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talents. It wm well that erary teacher and enperiiH 

imd&at should consider it a part of his duty to watch 
die characlm of those under hk care with lefimnce to 
this object ; and wheaeTor he huds a ol su&cient 
promise to wammt mcfa a step^ let him report it to the 
officers of the churchy and kt the ixidividual be iecom<« 
mended to her charities. 

If I may pais to a zesnark or two of a mtM general 
kmd, I would say that tlie ioriiiation of such a charac^ 
ter as that of Bfr. Haynee fimiishes a sinking iOnstra- 
tion of the wise and wonderftd workings of Divme 
providence. Who that beheld him in the deep degra* 
datioa of his earliest years,, could have dreamed that he . « 
was destined to occupy an extensive sphm of nseMU 
ness in the church; to staod for more than half a cen- 
tury a fikilfel and vidiant defend of the faith, and to 
leave hehind him a name which multitudes would de* 
li^t to honqurl But God's ways are not as our ways. 
Tlie ehaaients of his character, his Acuities, and dts* 
positions, were given with reference to tlie work lie had 
to accomplish* And so, too, the ordering of his eir* 
cumstances wa^ made to subserve the same end ; and 
e^ren thoee events in Us hiitoiy which seeaied to beto- 
ken nothing but degradation and disaster, were render* 
ed mbservieht to the devdopment of his fccnlties and 
the extension of his usefulness. If there was bitter* 
ness m hie cup, it was qnalified by softeaing ingredi« 
enla* If there was thick darkness iiaugtng over tta 
commencement of his patl^ a faint li|^t soon shone in 
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the dflvkneMy and that light giew blighter and brighter 

imta the perfect day* And this is osoly a specimen of 
GodV dealings widi his people. He leads iSaem by a 
path which they know not ; and m the admiiahie com- 
bination of prosperity and calamity, of hopes fulfilled 
and hopes blasted, whkh compose their lot, he gnres ' 
them buoiier or later to see that his own kiad liaiid has 
been constantly at work for the promotion of their high-* 
est interests. Let the Christian ponder tiiis gracious 
aizang^ment of Pirarideaee^ and xejoice in his darkest 
hours ! Let. the church ponder it, and look fearlessly 
at the boldest abay of opposition ! 

And finaily^ the preceding train of thought naturally 
leads lis to eonsider how superior is the dignity which 
is coniened by ciiaractd to that which is the result of 
mere circumstances. It will not be difficult to find in 
■ome of the highaat places of evthly distinctiaii me» 
of feeble intellects, degraded morals, and perhaps ma- 
lignfoit dispositions : the moral element in which they 
move is a witjiering selfishness or a black misanthropy ; 
and yet they move in splendour, and multitudes render 
them a kind oi homage, and they are well nigh lost in 
the bri^t visioiis of their own glory; But here is an 
mdividual coming up from the humblest walks of life, 
with his heart beating in vigovous and holy pnlaati oi Mi 
to be useful to his fellow-men ; his character is formed 
after a model of superior excellence; he borrows no 
anportance from the pride and cyoimstanre of iit€» but 
moves about continually, as did the Master whom he 
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serves, on errands of benevolence ; and wherever the 
souiid of his footsteps is heaid» it is welcomod as the 
harbinger of heaven-born charity. Here is true dig- 
nity — ^the other deserves not the name, li the man 
who writes your epitaph can only say of you that you 
bore the image of your Master, and served your gener- 
ation well, though your home on earth had been a hovel, 
he confers infinitely hi^er honour npon your memory 
than if he were simply to record that you had worn a 
crown and occupied a thrcme. * * 

I have extended these remarks beyond what I had 
designed , and, la bringing them to a close, I have only 
to .congratulate the reader that he is about entering a 
field in which, I am sure^ he can hardly fad to be at 
once interested and improved. The xQemoir is written 
with the simpUcity and perspicuity which characterize 
all the productions of my respected friend; and, from 
my knowledge of the venerable man who is the subject 
of it, I have reason to believe that the diaracter is pre- 
sented with great truth and fideUty. I ahall feel much 
disappointed if the labours of Doctor Cooley in pre- 
paring this memoir do not secure to him the gratitude 
of every portion of the church in which it circulates, 
and if the character which he has so happily eaJubited 
does not diHuse its savour of wisdom and piety beyond 
the present generation. . .

CHAPTER L, 

£AKLY HISTOEV OF MK. HATNES. 

It often occurs that useful men are found to have 
deriTed their origin ftom parents in an obecnre ceodK 

tion. Manv individuals in whom native talents were 
lodged, whicii by education naight have blessed and 
even Monished die vrorld, have paeeed on nnnotieed 
to the grave, while Others have been the ornaments of 
science, of religion, and of civil liberty. It is delight- 
ial to behold such men oveEicainnig all the ebstaelee 

which encompass their path, and pressing their way 
onward through every form of opposition. The life of 
one who b^m men to distinct bf him own tfSatlBf and 
has thought, and laboured, and suffered for the welfare 
of mankind, is worthy of being delineated fox the enter* 
tainment and instruction of the world. 

In various periods of time there have been Africans 
whose intellectual powers and attainments would be an 
omanent to any age oi eomtty. Among wairiora few 
haire Md a U^er rank tlum Han^o and HannibaL 

» 
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The poetic workH of Teience were admired in the 

Augustan age, and have survived the devastations of ' 
two tiiousaod years. Cyprian, bishop of Carthage, 
whose memoary is dear to all Chnstendoni, and Au- 
gustine, bishop of Hippo, the successful defender of 
the church from Pelagius and his heresies, were sons 
of Africa. 

It is believed that, could a fiiD and faithful biography 
of the worthy subject oi this memoir be furnished, it 
would do much to exemplify what unaided vigoor of 
mind, even in un&vonrable circumstances, can effect. 
It would place before the community an instance of un- ' 
feigned piety and sanctified genius. This is the mani* 
fest tendency of all the records which can now be pro- 
cured respecting him, and of all the recollections of 
Aose who knew him, in the most interesting and try- 
ing situalions in which he was placed. If these shall 
so exhibit the various par is uf his hfe as to give the 
prominent features of his character, they oan hardly 
fril to mitigate the unreasonable prejudices against the 
Africans in our land, to encourage those who, though 
beset by difficulties, are anxious to improve Iheir-minds 
and their hearts, and, finally, to aiemplify the power.of 
divine grace over the aileciioiis and lives of men. 

LiiiiniL Hatk«s was bom July 18th, 1758, ad 

West Hartford, Connecticut. He was a partially 
coloured man, his fatlier bemg of unmingled Aiiu^an 
extraction, and his mother a while woman of lespecta* 
ble ancestry in New-England, "^e bore up liie name 
of neither ^ther nor mother, but probably of the man 
und«r whose roof he receiTed his hiith. TraditioM 
says that his motheri in a fit of displeasure . with her 
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ho&i for some supposed neglect, called her child by his

a mother to her new-born infant is one of ihe most pow- 
ciiul and actire of the natural msliiicts* But molliiit 
'^may forget.^ Tbis unhappy eiiSd waa abandoned hf 
his parents in early infancy, and was never, to the end 
of life, favoured with a single ezpreaaion of a motfaev^ 
kindneat. He was thui an aqdum, not by the bereav- 
ing hand of God, but by the cold neglect of those wiio 
ought to have been his most affeoUcnate guardianiu 
Tbe tmetora of bis skin be knanir to be an obetaele to 
his being identified in interest and in life with those 
among whom he dwelt. His susceptible mind sooa 
bcgrin to ftd its iorlom condition. In tbe hi tte me a aof 

his grief, he must often liavc uttered ins complaint in 
language like the foUowmg het tiie day perish 
wberein Itwaa bom; let darimena and tbe shadow of 

death stain it." His molber rcfu;sed to visit him or lo 
see hiEO. Tradition says, that when a lady he provider* 
tiaUj met bis motber in^an-adjoiniDg toiwn^ al tbe boine 
of a relative ; and then he fondly expected that he should 
at least receive Bcme kind attentions from her. £ut he 
was sadly disappointed. 6be was determined to elude 
the interview. At length he caught a glimpse c( her 
as she was attemptmg to escape from him. Vexed and 
moKliiM at sudi an iiistance of unnatuxal contempt from 
Me mother, he aoooeftad her in the boiguage o€ seveit 
but merited rebuke.* 

Though thus contending with Houbles wbicb wouU 
have AeBttofei die elasticity of common minds, an un-

His wife, my mistress, had peculiar attaclinnent 
to me ; she treated me aa though I waa her own child. 
I remeniber it waa a saying among die neighboorsy thai 
she loved Lemuel more than her own children.** 
• The people of Middle GranyiUe, among whom he 
paaaed the first 4hirQr<4wo years of his life,, were a 

choice company of cnugrants from Durham, Connccli- ' 
cut. They had been brought up under the m^iiatry of 
the Rer. Nathaniel Chauneey, and he had consecrated 
most of them, in their infancy, with the sacramental wa- 
ter. They possessed the bold and intelligent spirit

away from the home of their fiaheia, and encounter the 

perils and privations of a rugged desert. Thai tiiey 
possessed their full share of iateUectnal worth it mani* 
feat from die fiict, that <tf the youthm thia small pariah^ 
with a population of less than seven hundred, oae has 
become a member <rf Coagreaa, one a judge of the supe. 
nor court, and aa many as fourteen have entered the of- 
fice of the Christian niinislrv. Deacon Rose was one 
«£ .the first settlers, and a practkal agr.cultunst. HaT- 
ing-a form to aidxlue diat was covered with thick foieal^ 

Lemuel had the simjjle and hardy cducatu^n common 
to these mountamous regions. The God of the forlorn 
aent him into diia religiona family, wheie the Sabbath 
was sanctified, daily prayer offered, and the evening 
preceding the Sabbath sacredly employed in the reli* 
gioua instruction of the household. In this beloved re- 
treat he found a home, not only till he was "twenty- 
one," but until his ordination as a minister of the gospel. 
Thus removed from the low and iroward aaaociatea to 
which such a child must have been exposed in many 
places, he was here tramed up under tiie influence of 
pions esMttspltf and his mind was, early imbued with 
religious knowledge. A more suitable place could not 
have been found. As a servant-boy, he was strictly and 
firmly faithfiil to his trust ; so that any one acqnatnted 
with him wouM not be inclined to inquire with ScHs>- 
mon, Prov. xx., 6, " A faithful man who can find 1* 
Indeed) but few years had passed oref his head before 
he diseoTcired such prudence in the manag^neht of his 
master's business, that the oversight of it was almost 
wholly committed to him. If a horse was to be pm^ 
chased, Lemuel was the pimhiser. He wemmdndden 
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to his daily toiU cdiX09, soui i^yery tlunK prospexed 
in faicr hsndB* 

When he was a small boy he e:q»e(dieiiced a dreads 

ful alarm in a thunder-storm, winch made an inipression 
that was never efiiM^ed. The Gireumstances of this a£^ 
foding event he used to relate to his family in nearly 

the following words ; " One evening, as I was left at 
home alonej a dark cloud came over, and jlhe air wsu^ 
filled with streams of lightning, and with terrible peala 
of tliunder, and llic house shook. At liist I had fearful 
apprehengk)Q that the last great day was come, and that 
the world would be burnt vsp. My mind was filled with 

soleniii awe of God's great power and majesty. I was 
aiiraid of being struck dead ^nd sent to hell* I had a 
Bolemn conviction that I wa|i unprepared, and that it 
would be a fearful thing to fall into- the hands of the 
living. God;'. 

To .what extent the scenes of this evening affected 

his tender and thoug]|;itful mind is not fully known. It 
is stated, however, that he rejoined the impression 
which the, sditude of his condition^^and especially his 
view of his unfitness to die, were ealcnlated. to make. 
£ver sStGV he was pecuharly afiected durmg thunder- 
8ti»rms» and never failed to allude to them in prayer in 
terms of gratefiil recoUection* Of these the folkniring 
is a specunen: We thank thee tliat thy hghtning]s aw* 
fial bla^ce has not consunoed our dwellinf^ mwb^ com- 
missioned to bum the thread of life as in a moment.* 
If a storm of thunder arose during tlie hour of worship 
in his family, it was their custom to sing Watts's hynu^ 
anlitied^ God the Thundexer; or, the I^ast Jud^peut 
andHeU.'* .

And thou, O earth! tdore; 
Let deatii and hell, and all their comUIi 
Stand Uembliog at lua power.

About the same time he experienced a uondeiful 
deliverance from perishing m the water. He had gone, 
with a munber of his matei^ to baihe m the river. It 
was one of his first attempts in learning to swim. 
While they were amusing themselves near the shore, 
Lemuel ventured beyond hia dqjth, and ■o<m sunk in 
de^ water. Hia youf^^ friends had not the skill, nor 
even the power, to save him. In his allusions to this 
mclttionible erent of hia life^he uaad to aay-^'^ I imme* 
diately sunk to the bottom, and should without doubt 
have been drowned, had not a friend, who was not far 
off| plunged into the water and conveyed me to the 
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drare.*' This iiairow escape from a watery grare he 

often alluded to, even in tlic pulpit, as illustrating the 
^g^cial and merciiui care of Divine providence towards 
himaelf in that danoerous season of life. 

** Those who observe providences shall have provi- 
dences to observe." 8omc linie after this^ tliere was an- 
other event which he could never call to mind bat with 
admiration and gratitude. He went out to drive a 
young ox to the slaughter, and, as he was passing 
through a forest, the ox. determiiied to return. But he 
resolutely urged him forward with considerable violence, 
till at length, irritated to madnetis, the animal turned 
upon his driver, and vrith his sharp horns inflicted seve- 
ral vvounds on his face and head. With much difficulty, 
and pursued by the ox, he escaped to a tree. By pas- 
sing continually and rapidly round it, he was able just 
to elude the strokes of his horns. • At the moment 
when he was nearly exliausted by exertion and terror, 
some person came and diverted the attention of the 
infuriated animal, and saved his life. His wounds, by 
medical aid, were ultimately healed, but his deliverance 
from an imtimely and dreadM death vras neveir forgot- 
ten. Long afterward, even to the close of his life^ it 
'Was remembered and mentioned with much gratitude. 
He was a firm believer in a special {»rovide«ioe» and 
often expressed his belief by quoting a fimnrite paft* 
sage from John Newton : " Did I not believe in the 
particular providence of God, 1 should not dare to step 
my £K»t out of doorsA 

It was a just saying of Juvenal, " Maxima pueris 
debelur reverentia.'^' An mstance strikii^y iUustra«» 

* " The most ( rcumspeci d^portmeiU should be maiuUined m the piet-

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Irre of this principle occctmd to - Lemuel Horjriies, al 

the age of nine or ten. Being very eaqpert as a plough- 
boy, he was frequently employed fay a neighbout of li» 
centibus principles. By this man religion was often 
riidiculed hi his hearing, and the prayers of his godly 
masler were from day to day the subject of^ profme 
jest. The infection, thus infosed, soon prodn^ un- 
iiappy effects in his susceptible mind. He actually, 
began to~ thinki that, peradTenture, religion is but a 
small business. Not many menths passed away/ bow* 
ever, before the family of the scoiTcr was visited w ith 
mortal disease, auid one or more of them were carried 
to the grave. In the time of adversity" he began to 
coiibidei/' His views respecting the important sub- 
ject of religion were changed, and he sent for Deacon 
Rose to pray with him. X«emuel saw the force of trath 
at once. He reasoned thus — " If prayer and icligiuii 
are needful in sickness and in death, they must be im* 
portent in health and in life.'' Nearly seventy yeais 

afterward, in his hist visit to Granville, he referred to 
this remari^able incident witii grateful acknowledgment 
of the hand of the Lord, which had thus eaved him 
from the withering influence of infidelity. 

The extent, particularity, and accuracy of tj;ie^knDWk 
edge which he eventually acquited of various sobjeels, 
and especially of his profession, have led intelligent 
men who ^vere acquainted with him to inquire iiow he 
vmergad from his obscunty, and by what means and 
efforts he arrived at the intellectual rank and influence 
which he held during so great a portion of his hfe* 
From all that can now be learned respeetiiig him, it ap» 
pears that he possessed the facility in the acquisition of 
knowledge which is the birthright of genius," it was 
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one conditini of his miofiimte di«t| ^in commGn wifk 

other'children, he should enjoy the usual advantages of 
a di&trict-achooi education." As^ in the oewly-'aetiied 
iriDiige when he residfl^ schools ime m session but 
lew months hi the year, and the teachers but nnxler- 
ately educated, his early opportunilies for instrucuoa 
most liaTe been very limited. Bustneas often kept him 
.fi^ school, or caused hhn to arrive at a late hour. 
How highly lus scanty privileges were appreciated may 
be learned fixun his owa wosds : — As I had the adU 
▼antage of attending a c^nnnum school equal with the 
other ciuldren, I was early taught to read, to which I 
was grently attached, and could Tie with almosl any of 
nayage.'^ . 

The remark has been a thousand times repeated, tiiat 
^'Xemtidt Hagnes got kU education in the cUnmrnf* 
comerP This is literally true. It may be necessary 
to say here, that ciumiieys among the early settlers on 
the western hills New.£ngland were of a peoiUar 
stmctore. They were built of huge steoes, with a 
broad base, occupying at least one tliird of the ground 
covered by the building. The fireplace seems to have 
received its fonpn ettfier with reference to its consuming 
the greatest quantity of lael, or for tlie purpose of funn- 
ing a kind of .sitting-room lor the younger members of 
the fianQy. Hence the fireplace was nearly eight feet 

between the sides, and a full yard in depth. In one 
extreme was the oven, and in tront of it was the long 
sqnaie block, which wonkl comfortably seat the chU« 

dren, one, two, or three in number, as the case might 
require. Such was the " chimney-corner" where Lem- 
uel Hayiies in his chiUhood laid the foimdatioQ of his 
future usefulness. While his mates were sporting in 
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fhe itrcets and even round t&e door, you might see fain. 

sitting on his block with his book in his hand. Eren- 
jag after evening he plied his studies by firel^^t, hav- 
ing the preceding day laid in a. store of pine knots and 
dthcr coijiliustiblcs for the purpose. The luxury of a 
candle he rarely enjoyed. Here he studied his spd- 
fing-book and psalter till he had literally deroured them. 
He studied the Bible till he could produce by memory 
most of the texts which have a bearing upon tlie essen- 
tial doctrines of grace; and could also refer^ with nearly 
infallible accuracy, to the book, chapter, and verse where 
they might be found. At length he procured Young's 
Night Thoughts, and was soon able to repeat large pioir* 
tions of it, together whh a great part of Wlitts's Psalms 
and Hymns. All this and much more he accomplish- 
ed on his block in the chinmey-comer by £reli^t. At 
the same time no boy in the neighbourfiood performed 
a greater amount of manual labour. Bound by inden- 
tore as a servant, he was obliged to labour hard throagh 
die day, so that the hours of the evening and the twi- 
light of tlie morning were his only time for mental mi- 
provement. 

And yet be had a system. One day, on meeting a 
youth who had been his schoolmate, he said to him, 

Israel, how do you succeed in your studies V* Aflat 
hearmg the reply, he added, hakIb it ur bvub to 

KNOW SOMETHING MORE EVERY NIGHT THAN I KNEW 

' IN THB MORNING." Here is the grand secret of his at- 
tainments. Whatever might be the un;ency of his la* 

hour, iic made every passing day contribute something 
to his improvement. This was undoubtedly the gov- 
etning principle of his life. And as in his inamediate 

D 
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ykinity there were but few books, he converted inani- 
mate tilings into instructersy that he found 

•* Tongues in trees, books m the ruiiiung brooka, 
Sennons in stoQ«i^ and good iu every thing.'* 

Tfaiifl be straggled frarwaid in a cow^e of atudy, and, 
as far as he was taught al all, he was his own teacher. 

Though almost without books, and entirely without 
« tfcacheis except in the rudiments reading and pen- 
manship, and'exposed to numerous hmdetranc^and per- 
plexities, lus mind was subjected to unremitting and 
severe discipline. ' And if be. suffered by the absence 
of the usual advantages of liberally educated men, he 
must have been led at least to try his own powers, and 
to form habits of independence and decision. 

A general scarcity of books was one of the soTorest 
difficulties which he had to encounter. There was no 
public library in the place. The Bible^ psalter, spel- 
ling-book, and perhaps a Yolume or two of sermons, 
coniprised the hbrary of the most respectable families. 
Hence be xemarks — I was constantly inquiring after 
boolks, especially in theology^ I was greatly pleased 
with the writings of Walts and Doddridge, and with 
Young's Night Thoughts. My good master encour- 
aged me i|i the matter.*' 

At the age of about sixteen or seventeen he again 
experienced a narrow escape from the fatal snare of 
the infidel. A professional gentleman had monred into 
the place who owned a small library. The privilege 
of using his books was granted to young Haynes. 
Having borrowed and thoroughly read one book after 
another, he at length received the loan of a Yolume 
which contained the principles of a poisonous infideli- 
ty. He was now at that perilous period of li£e» when 

% 
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diB unfcormed mind is specially exposed to the inflaenee 

of skepticism. As yet lie was a straiiger to the renew- 
ing operations of grace. He soon learned the charac- 
ter of the book, and, recdlecting his former exposme, 
determined nut to read it. Having invented a suitable 
reproof, and wrought it into two or three poetic coup* 
lets, he put it into the book and returned it to the own- 
er. The doctor was exceedingly mortified at having 
subjected himself to so just a reproof from a poor ser- 
Tant>boy, and never egdn attempted to obtrude infidel 
principles upon liim. 

Deacon Rose seceded from the hist church in Gran- 
▼ille, and muted with a small company of Christians 
styled separates. While he attended on the iSahhath a 
meeting of his separate brethren, his wife strenuously 
adhered to the church, and no ordinary obstacle could 
detain her from the house of God on tlie Lord's day. 
It fell to the lot of Lemuel to accompany her, of which 
he has gireii m very amnsing account. I used to 
carry my mistress across the mountain Sabbath days to 
meeting. She was a member of Reverend Mr. &nulh's 
cfanieh. In the winter our carnage was a one-horse 
ded ^ the box wtfi two boards, with feur round sticks 
to couple them together. In tins humble plight I used 
to take a great deal of satisfa c tion in waiting on my 
good old mistress from time to time.'* 

In the intermission, especially in the wann season, 
he irften stole away into the forest, and spent the hour 
in devout meditation and {tfayer. At other tunes, when 
even but a boy, he sometimes collected his youthful ac- 
quaintances around hun, and repeated in their hearing 
die mocmng sesmon with wonderfiil accoracy. At 
night| whenever ret^uesled by Deacon liuse, he gave 
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lum from memory a copious analysis of the seimomi 
and other religious services of the house of God.' 

la 1775 the excellent and pious Mrs. Rose died. In 
her deadi heiost every thing comprehended m the 
dearing name of mother. She had adopted him m hei; 
own son in early infancy, aud iciideily trained him up 
in the nurture and admonition of the I^ord. . This mem- 
orable and grievous affliction he has ipecorded in the fd^ 

lowmg words :—" Soon ullci I came ol age, God was 
pleased to take my mistress away, to my inexpressible 
sonrow. It caused me bitter mourning and lamenta*. 
tioo." •

In the life of every good man, with the exception of 
such as.are sanctified in their injancy^ these is a marked 
pexiod, -wben the greal change is eKpocienoed to whidi 
the Saviour refers when he says, " Ye must be bom 
agam.''

In childhood, nideed» he 
was the subjeG) of leligioas impressions, but it was not 
till his arrival at mature years that he was enabled, after 
a season of great distress, to accept the salvation of the 
gospel. In a letter wzitteki m answer to the particular 
inquiries of a friend, he gate the Mlowing account ci > 
this interesting event.

Mr. Haynes, during his aunority, enjtsycd the laboura 
of a faithAily evangelical mimstery and Im left, in a \^ 
tor to a fiiend, the foDowing tribute to hik uemofy :^ 

You wiah me to give- a biographical aketoh ci the 

Reverend Jedediah Smith. I am not able to say much, 
being youngi and much of the time inattentive and too . 
indifferent to the preaching of the gospel ; but I have, 
the impression that lie was an evangelical preacher, 
lie used to make, at times, considerable inqpression on 
my mind.' He used zealonriy to- call ^opon llie youth 

to remember their Creator. He would preach to us the 
dreadful state of the damned, and the necessity of being 
horn of God. ' I used at timeis, after heating hia solemn 
addresses, in the intermission, to retire by myself up 
north of the old meeting-house for mentation and 
prayer. I remember that Mr. Smith wiu iFery pomted 
against vice and immorality* a • • • <l 
• •• • • 

The aentimenta of Dr. Hopkins wero voty wpopn^ 
lar in that day. Many conafdered them a»imscriptiml. 
Mr. Smith, though a Calvinist, did not approve of them, 
vrhich was Ae caae witb many good ministm; Aa 
doctrines of the gospel, being ilhiatvalad in a wmt penl 
of light, were not so readily embraced. The cause of 
division between Mr« Smith and h^» people was the 
aubject of the qualificatioiia for church ^menrikinldii^ 
When he was called to settle in Granville, he suggest^ 
ed that he was inclined to be a Stoddardian, in senti- 
ment with Mr. Stoddard of Northampton, who did not 
evid^i^ of giaqe to be ^ neces^aiy term of cidoiis- 
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sum mtb the Tiuble dnwch* Manjr of Uie diiirch 

lliuught differently, iind were of Edwards's opinion. 
Mr. ^Qii^ observed that be had ml laTe^tigated tbt 
>xii|tter so ftCGuralely «» he could wiiL Not much 
more was said on the subject, lie was ui darned, 
though aou^Q of tiie members of the church were not 
entirely satisfied. There was good hazinony eiiniiig 
between the minister and people for many vears, and 
several rcvivala of lehgion, particularly among the 
youth' He vrea a man of i!mne.TlMihh.pieiy> pleaaaSprt* 
^e^Sx and affabiUty.** 

To the above account it may be picper to add, that 

in. lTT^, the* Rev. Mr. Smith, after a ministry of twenty 
yeara^ was diismissed from his pastoral charge. Hav^r 
uig preached hia £mwell eennoa to hie flock i& Qtrm* 
ville, he wibarked at Hiddletown, vrith hie family, hi 
Louisiana, winch was tlien nearly an unbroken desert. 
, Previous to rettohing the place of hia deatanattoD, he 
went to the "boimi from vthence no traveller le^ 
turns," In a lingering passage up the Mississippi, be- 
ing exposed to intense hea^ and a noxious atm^o^pliere, 
he was attacked vrith fever, and in a phrensy leaped 
overboard into the river. By the efforts of the marin* 
era he was rescued from ilie water, but soon after 
died, and was buried on the land. The liver gradiiaUy 

encroached on the bank where he lay, till, in a fieud, 
the grave, wUh ils precious depesite, was home awn 
and, a# in Ae case of Moses^ ^*Minto hnoiveth of Ue 

sepulchre unto this day." His Ijcrcaved family pro- 
ceeded with a commendable perseverance, ajid founded 
a setdemenH in that lemot^ country. The deflcendaels 
. of the Rev. Mr. Smith comprise some of the mosj re* 
spectable citizens in the State of Louisiana.

Mr. Hxfim eftrly mamfested a happy faculty m »- 

proving the vices of his companions. Plain, personal 
reproofi though diiiicuit and often odious, is an impeii* 
oaa and salutary doty. In some felicitous cases, like 
that of Natliau the prophet and the royal transgressor, 
tiie result exceeds all rational expectation. In other 
instances, die futfaful leprotrer of sin-, like Jcdm the 
Baptist, who fearlessly rebuked Herod, falls a victim to 
his iideiity. ¥oung Haynes was in the habit of re- 
buking all tmsgressioii whicJh firil undisr his' own no* 
tice ; and this was done with such dhcemmenl of die 
human character, and such chastened shrewdness^ as 
sddom fuled of success., 

The first conTCfsion of which he -seems to' hare been 
the happy instrument, was the result of bold reproof 
^ik open and revolting wickedness. It is painful to re- 
late die deed which aroused his feelings and called 
forth his remonstrances ; but, as it furnishes an nistaiice 
of desperate depravity, and especially as; it exhibits that 
successful boldness in reproof for which Mr. Haynes 
Was distinguished through life, the facts will be given. 

Being requested, in c<»npany with two reckless 
young men, to perform the serrioe of watching through 
the night With a corpse, he little suspected what he was 
compelled to encounter. After the bereaved family had 
retired to rest, t6e two young men, having previously 
procured a quantity of stronrr drink, soon banished from 
their minds that seriousness and solemn sense of death 
and eternity which the occasion might seem to inspire* 
They commenced their intemperate drinking and guilty 
carousal, and the house of mourning became a scene of 
midnigfat revelry. Mr. Haynes ezpostidated vnth tbeiBi» 
but in vain. His wanungs only exasperated them. At 
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kogtii he bebakl an inalaiice of impiety tlie moil ie« 

volting! Taking a cup of strong drink, iliey ]Ji(jcceded 
to pour U into liie mouiii oJ[ the d^ad xxm^ say mg, He 
itfod .to love it when he wm rUv^ and we llbdiik a hliie 
will not hurt him bow he is dead* Appalled at suck 
irreverence oi Uod.ajod regardlessnes« of deatt^ he ad- 
dresMd ihem iu load end eemeat toiiee of wmiag and 
reproof. Thus the night passed away. In the morning 
they separated; and, from all that then appeared^ the 
eTenta of that lughl hadfmdiioed no 
the gtiilty actors for other deeds of revolting impiety. 
One of the young men, however, " was pricked in the 

heait" by the affecting a40ipnitioiis which he then heaidi 
CcmsGiettoe was avoneed, and hia aina were a^ in cid^ 

before iiim. He strove, at the time, to stifle his con- 
TietifOQa, and treated hia lefffover with iDonteinpl., But 
it was in wn to miat the truth of 6od« Li|^t flashed 

across his guilty conscience. It pleased God by his 

q[wal lo gire hhn a«ch a aeoae of danger and of gitilt, 
that he eoiild find no peace till he found it in Jeaoa 

Christ. Some time after tins, m a letter to Mr. Ifayncs, 
he frankly aad penitently acknowledged his gudty con- 
duct, gaire him many thanka for his timely and eamett 

warnings, and ever after " hrouglu. iortl* iiuUi? meet fuj; 
repentanoe." 

Lemooel Hayinea waa a patriot of the Tovohitioii. In 

his youth he imbibed those great principles respecting 
^'the rights of man^" in dfitence of which war was 
waged with the pafeat ceauatry. He lived in timee 

that tried rneirs souls," and never did there exist 
men, m any age or counUyy wh^itse soids were better 
fitted for die trial than tbese among whom hia lot waa 

C|st« In 1774 he ei^Listcd as a ''mii^ute xuan»'' and 
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thus became connected with the American anny. By 
this enlistment he was required to spend one day in 
the week in manual exercises, and to hold himself in 
readiness for actual service. Soon after the battle at 
Lexington (1775), he joined the army at Roxbury. 
The next year he was a volunteer in the expedition to 
Ticonderoga to expel the enemy. These were scenes 
never to be forgotten. After the lapse of more than 
forty years, he very beautifully alludes to these cam- 
paigns in a sermon on the anniversary of Washing- 

• ton's birthday. ' * • . • 

"Perhaps it is not ostentatious in the speaker to ob- 

• serve, that in early life he devoted all for the sake of 
^ freedom and independence, and endured frequent cam- 
paigns in their defence, and has never viewed the 
sacrifice too great. And should an attack be made on 
this sacred ark, the poor remains of life would be devo- 
ted to its defence." 

In a sermon delivered at Bennington, in Vermont, 
i there is also an allusion to these early events. The 
following is an extract from the manuscript : — ' ' 
w './"When Bennington was first settled it was highly 
esteemed for piety. Their first minister was the Rev- 
erend Mr. Dewey. Fifty-four years ago next October, 
I was in this town with troops on their march to 
Ticonderoga. We halted here on the Sabbath for 
the forenoon. I heard him preach from Rom. v., 1 : — 
* Therefore, being justified by faith, we have peace 
with God, through our Lord Jesus Christ,"^ He was 
zealous, and called on his hearers affectionately to flee 
to the Saviour. I think you have settled six ministers 
in this place, with five of whom I had personal ac- 
quaintance ; and, in a judgment of charity, we must 



cell tbnii the fiitlifiil senrants of Christ, who hifei no 

doubt, warned you to flee from ihe wratli to coma. 
When I waft here at ihe time I have just mentiouedt 
I was in some fomiUea where I thought I discovered 
uncommon piety and zeal for the cause of God. I 
heard fervent prayers for the minister, that God would 
he with him dn the mofiow, which I can never forget. 
I lodged one night with him who was afterward chief 
magistrate ia this state — I mean Governor Robiiuson. 
1 was traasfKsted with his Bpgmmi attacfaoaeiit to the 
cause of Grod. When m the army> at the nortfawiidy 
I would go to his camp, and hear him pour out his 
heart in j^rayer to God him comitry and the church 
of God. I have heard him in this house call on aio^ 
uers to repent. Wiiat an cx;iaiple of piety was tlie 
aged motl^t at whope interment I was psesent, aod 
beard a pertinent discourse from Rev. liv., 13 : — ^ And 
I heard a voice from heaven saying unto me, Write, 
blessed are the dead which die in the X«Qrd from 
henceforth < yea, saith the Spirit, that they may rest 
from ihcii hibours ; and their works do follow them.' 
Her i^ety was spoken of through this and adjoining 
states. What prayers, what fS&nrent intflercessioQS, as- 
cended up froiTi that consecrated altar for this people, 
is known only in heaven. X remember, at an anniver* 
sary celebratioa of 'Bennington battk^' being myself 
present, this mother in Israel, fearing that something 
might be done to the dishonour of God, who gave sig- 
nal delireiance and victory over the enemy, said, * that 
she feared and trembled more on that day than on the 
day oi Bennington battle."* 

. After the close of .his northern campaiffi he return- 
ed to his former home, where his time was employed 
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in agricultural pursuits. One year he cultivated 
large field for the raising of wheati and a short time 
before llie wolrk was finished he was assaSed by a 

typhus fever, and for a long time confined to his bed. 
His Mends collected mi generously completed the 
labdtrr requisite to prepare his field for a harvest. 

But while thus industriously engaged in the ordi- 
nary employipents of life, and largely enjoying the 
respect of those by whom he was snrroonded, he Htde 
anticipated the designs of Providence concerning him. 
By improving his evenings, and by rising early in the 
morning, he had made^coftsiderable proficiencjr ft die 
study of theology. At length he selected his text, and 
composed a sermon, without education or teacher. As 
in the family of Deacon Rose, the^evening pmsedimg 

the Sabbii1.li was devoted to fnmily instruction and reli- 
gious worship, a sermon^ was occasionally read. The 

Sermons of Watts, Whitefield, Doddridge, and Defies 

were usually selected, and young Hayncs was the 
reader. One evening, being called upon to read as 
usual, he slipped into the book his o^ sermon which 
he had written, and read it to the family. The deacoif 
was greatly delighted and edified by the sermon, as 
it inm doulsdess read wilii .unnsttal Tivacir|r end feel* 
ing. His eyes were dim, and he had no suspicioR 
that any thing out of the ordinary course had happen* 
ed; and, at the dose of the reaii^ng, he mquired very 
earnestly, " Lenmel, whose work is ihat which yon 
have been reading ? Is it Davies's sermon, or Watts's, 
or Whitefield's ?" It was the deacon's impression that 
the sermon was Whitefield^s. Haynes bhished and 
hesitated, but at last was obliged to confess the truth — 
''It's LemnePji sermcm.'' The only person among the 
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living who was pcesoit on tbii iBtmstiiig Sutuiday 

erening has kindly furnished some of the facts here 
stated.* 

This sermoQy being die production of a young man 
who had never enjoyed an hour's instniction beyond 
the disjtrict school, aiid being delivered under such 
peculiar circumstances, will be read with curiosity and 
delight. It is here presented in its original form, with 
i>ciucely the slightest alteration from the manuscript 

SKEXON. . 

JoU iii., 3 : — Jesus answered and said unto him^ 
Verily, verily, I say unto thee, except a man be hom 
ikgain, he cannot see the kingdom of God.'' 

This, chapter contains a conference between our 
blessed Lord and Nicodemus, a ruler of the Jews. 
This great man came to our Saviour by night, and ad- 
dressed him in this manner : " Rabbi," says he, " we 
know that thou art a teacher come from God, for no 
man can do the miracles that thou doest except God he 
with him." Doubtless he had a rational cunvictn)n, 
from the many miracles that Christ did, that he was 
come from God« Our blessed Lord did not stand to 
show who he was, but, like a wise and kind teacher, 
takes occasion to inculcate the importance of the great 
doctrine of regeneration ; ' and tells him, with a double 
asseveration, that, except a man be bom again, he can- 
not see the kingdom of God. But, as great as this 
man was, we find that he w^as ignorant in a fundamen- 
tal point in religion. It appeared a paradox unto him; 
for he, supposing our Lord must mean a natural birth, 
asks him* as in ver. 4, How can a man be bom when 
he is old? Can he enter the second time into his 
mother's womb^ imd be bom Christ, in order fur- 
Uier to explain his meaning, and to show that it was

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not a natural birth that he had reference to, adds, 
Verily, verily, I say unto thee, except a man be bora 
of water and of the Spirit, he cannot enter into the 
kingdom of God." Bv which, perhaps, we may under- 
standy thaty as water is often made use of in the Scrip- 
tures as a Bymbolical representation of tlie regenera- 
ting and. sanctifying influences of the Holy Spiht on 
the. hearts of the children of men, so, unless we are 
bom of the water of the Spirit (as divines interpret it), 
we cannot see the kingdom of God. 

Our Lord proceeds to tell him, That whidi is bom 
of liie ilebii IS llcsh, and that vviiich is born of the 
spirit is spirit. Q. (/., It would be to no purpose if a 
man should have another natural birth, seeing it would 
not niter his nature ; for that which is born of the 
' flesh IS iiesh ; let it be bo^n ever so many times of the 
flesh, it would still remain fleshly ; and that which is 
bom of the spirit is spirit. Marvel not that I said 
unto thee. Ye must be.bom again.'' And now it seem- 
ed a greater mystery to Nicodemus than ever ; there- 
fore he cries out, as in ver. 9^ ** How can these thmgs 
be r 

Thus you see, as I observed before, that, allhough 
Nicodemus was a OTcat man, a ruler of the Jews, he 
was ignorant about the new birth. And doubtless it is 
so now. There are many of the great ones of the 
earth — ^tell them about experimental jreligion — ^tell them 
that they must feel the Holy Spirit working power- 
fully on dieir hearts — that ther mmst be bom agaki— 
they are ready to cry out, with this master in 1siktel» 
Haw can these things be f 

But, to retum to the words first read In 

sjpeaking something from thes^ words I shall pursue 
the following method : — 

I. Show the necessity of regeneratioi]^ or of our 
being born a (rain. 

II. Explain the nattire of the new birth, or what it 
is to be barn acain. 

* Uh Sbow what we are to undmtand by seeing tke 
kingdom ef God. 
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IV. Make some remarks. 

1. This will appear, if we con«?ider that state that 
mankind are in antecedent to the new birth. And if 
we view mankind as they come into the worid, we 
ahaii then find them haters qf Qodr^^emies to God 
— estranged from Godr-^wfy th^ Teiy heart vs en- 
mity itself against all the Dime perfections ; and we 
shall find them actingmost freely and most voluntarily 
in these exercises. There is no state or circumstance 
that they prefer to the present, unless it be one where- 
by they may dishonour God more, or carrv on their 
war witli heaven with a liiglier hand. They have no 
rehah lor divine things, but hate, and choose to re- 
main eneqiies to, all that is morally good. Now, that 
this is actually tlie case with sinners, is very ei^ent 
from the Scripturefii. We are told in the cnapter of 
which the text is a port, that that winch is bom of the 
fi^sh ii flesh, and that which is bom of the spirit is 
spirit; which teaches us that there is nothing truly 
spii'itual or holy in the first birth, but that this coaies 
by the second, or by the rene wings of the Holy Ghost. 
Christ tells the Jews that tliev hated him without a 
cause. And the inspired apostle says, That the car* 
nal mind is enmity against God, for it is not subject to 
the law of Grod, neither indeed can be. So, then, 
they that are in the flesh caimot please God."— Rom. 
viii.y 7, 6. Therefore, 

% Seeing this' is the state tUat mankind are in an^ 
teeedent to the new birth, it is not fit or reasonable 
that God should brin^ them into favour with himself, 
or be at peace wilh ihem, without regeneration. Nav, 
he cannot, consistent with his perfection, for this would 
be for him to connive at wickedness wlien he tells us 
that he can by no means clear the guilty. And, 

8. To suppose that sinners can see the kin^^m 
of God or be happy in the Divine fayour without re- 
generation or the new birth, is a perfect inconsiste&cyy 
or contrary to the nature of the thing. The yery 
essence of religion consists in loye to God ; sftd a man 
is no furllier happy in the &your of God than be loves

God. Therefore, to say we enjoy liappiiic-ss m God, 
and at the same time hate inid, is a plain cunlradiction. 

4. It IS evident from IScnpture that tiiose to whom 
God gives a title U> his spiritual kingdom are xegen* 
ef^ied or bom again, and those that aire not, and re- 
main 00, shall be miiterable. This is not only asserted 
in the text bj the. Son of God^ who was co-equal, co- 
eternal, and eo-essential widi die Father— whose words 
stand inoic permanent than the vvliolc fabric of heaven 
and earth — and who stands at the gate of the universe, 
and will not alter the things tliat have gone out of his . 
mouth ; I say, it was not only spoken by this glorious 
being who cannot lie, by his own lips, with a repeated 
verUyt but has been ccmfizmed by those whom he in- 

Sdred, and who, we are assured, .had the mind of 
hrist. St. Paul gires us the character of a good 
man, or one entitled to Ae heavenly world,* 2' Cor. 
17 : "If any man be in Christ Jesus, Ite is a neir crea- 
ture ; old iinngs arc passcti away, behold, all things are 
become new." And they are said to be renewed in the 
spirit of their mind, Eph. iv., 23. Compare Rom. xii., 
2. And to be born of God, John i., 13. And they 
are spoken of as being lovers of God, Prov. viii., 17. 
And [lespectiiig] those that are not of this character^ 
or that remain enemies to God, he tells us that he will 
pour out his fury upon them. H^ce we lead ihat the * 
wicked shall be turned into hell, even all die naticm 
diat forget God ; ' land that without holiness no man shall 
see the Lord. And St. John the Divine, haviiig a view 
of the glory of the heavenly world, says that there shall 
in no Wise enter into it any thing that defileth, neither 
whatsoever worketh abomination, or maketh a lie, but 
they which are written in the Lamb's book of life,. 
Thus we see the propriety of our Load's assertion^ 
that, except a man be bqartl again^ he cannot see dte 
kingdom.df Grod. 

But, as I mean to handle the subject with the utnmt « 
brerity, I pass on, 

II; To show the nature of regeneration, or what it is 
to be born again. And here. 
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1. 1 would consider the agent, or who it is that ef- 
fects this great work. And if we consider that sUUo 
tiiat mankiod .are in by natuxe^ as baa/ been described 
abore, we need not stuid long to know who to attribote 
this work to. It is a work too great to attribute to men 
or angels to accomplisL None but He who^ by one 
woid^s speaking, spake all nature into eiistence» can 
triumph over the opposition of the heart. This is the 
work ot the llulv ^SpiriL, who is represented in Scrip- 
ture as emuiiatiiiii; from tlie Father and ihe Son, yet co- 
equal with liieia both. Tt is (rod alone that slays the 
native enmity of the iieart — that takes away ihme evil 
dispositions ibat govern the man-^-takes away the heart 
of sUme and gives a soft heart — and makes him that 
was a hater of God, an. enemy to Godt to becoipe 
friendly to his divine chtracter. This is not wr<w^ 
by any eScieBocy of or by any ezlemal motives^ or 
by any light let into the understanding, but of God. 
Hence we read that those that receive ClirisL are born, 
not of blood, nor of tiie will of the flesh, nor of the will 
of man, but of God. — John i., 13, And that it is the 
gift of God. — Eph. ii., 8. Also that it is God which 
worketh in us.— Piui. ii^ 13« 

Thps, I say, the nm^ is entirely passive in this wrnkf 
but it is ail wrought immediately by a Divine agency 
The man now b^omes a new creattu^. Altiuxigh he * 
cannot discern what is the way of the spirit (as the 
wise man observes), or how God thus changes the heart, 
et he knows that, he has different feelings from what 
e had before. Therefore, 

2. It is necessary that we consider those things that 
are the attendants or consequences of regeneration or 
the new l)irth ; for there are no gracious or holy exer- 
cises that are prior thereto, to be sure, in the order of 
nature. Some seem to suppose faith to be before re- 
generation, but a little reflection upon the matter will.

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show this to be wrong. By faith we are to understand 
a belicTing of those truths that God has exhibited in 
hiB word with n,friendljf heart. Now^ to suppose tlwt 
ft nan belieres with this fnendly bean anteeedent to 
regeneration^ is to suppose that a mas is a fiiend to 
QoA while in a state of muregeneracy, which is contra- 
ry to Scripture. Now, if to believe with a friendly and 
right-disposed heart is absolutely necessary in oraer to 
constitute a true faith, and such a heart is peculiar to 
the regeiicrale only, then we mu?t he possessed with 
this heart (wliich i3 given in regeneration) before there 
can flow from it ainy such exercises. So that the man 
most become a ^ood man^ or be regeaeratedi before he 
can exercise ftith, or lofe, or any ^aca. whaterw. 
Hence we read of men^s recvring Chnsty and then be- 
coming the sons of God.— John i., Therefore, what 
lies before us is to show what those fiuils and eifects 
are, and what are those inward feelings, that come in 
consccjuence of the new birth. And, 

1 . He loves God snprcmelv. He loves holiness for 
what it is in itself, because it agrees with his new tem- 
per. He chooses and prefers that to any thing else* 
He loves the law of God, He loves the gospel, and 
erery thing that is Godlike. He lores the holy angels 
and the spirits of just men made perfect, lus anec- 
tions are set on thmgs &at are above. His treasure is 
there, and his heart will be there also. He loves the 
people of God in this world ; nay, wherever moral rec- 
titude is to be seen, he falls in love with it. He loves 
all mankind with a holy and virtuous love. Although 
ne cannot iove those that are the enemies of God with 
a love of complacency, yet he loves them with the lore 
of benerolence. He is of a noble and generous spirit. 
He is a well-wisher to all mankind. And this supreme 
lore to God and benerolence to man is spc^n of in 
Scripture as the Tory essence- of true religion. 

2. He repents of all his sins. He feels guilty before 
God. He sees and owns that God is right and he is 
wrong. He sees and gives in that it wo\ild be just with 
God to consign him over to the regions of despair. 
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N^fwdie man vHaxik could take no (Mig^ in wjf Qaag 
6be but nD| hatoi it beyond m thing whatofor. Now 
^ ho ceil aekntoiwlodge his sin witn holy Danrul^ 

thee, and thee only, have I sinned. Hide thy fece 

froiii my sins, and blul out ali mine iniquities." He sees 
that the sacrifice of God is a biukcii and a contrite 
spirit. Like the publican, afraid to look up, he smites 
upon his breast, saying, Ood be mcrd/ul to me^ a 



sinner.^'' 



He believes on the Lord Jmis Christ. I jui^ 



lecoid thftt God has given of his Son wth a Jrundly 
heart. He gives in to the truths of the gospel with his 
heart, and. he knows the tnith by his own happy expe** 

rience. 

4. He is disposed ta walk m ail the ordui^UAces of 
God blainelcss. 

He evidences by his holy walk that he has a regard 
for the honour of God. He endeavours to imitate shis 
Divine master in all his imitable perfectiiHis. Knowing 
that he saith he that alMdeth in him, ought himself so 
to walk, even as he has walked.** Oh, happy change 
indeed! The mun is made like God in some ffood 
measuie. He has the same kind of affections ana die- 
positions as there are in God.' He has a living princi- 
ple withui hiin, which is active smd vigorous, springing 
up into everlasting life. 

But we pass on to take notice of the third thing in 
the method, which was, 

III. To show what we are to understand by see- 
ing the kingdom of God. 

Now we are not to sup|)ose that it is an intuitive 
view that we have of the kingdom of God» as we be* 
lid object with our eyes; Imt we are to mideistand 
enjoying, or being admitted to possession of, the bles- 
sings and entertainments of the heavenly world, or be- 
ing brought into the Divine favour. He cannot be a 
partaker of that uiis{)cakable ha|)|)iiless that is in God ; 
he cannot enjoy that blessed intercourse and holy cuin- 

jd^i^nf^n itigt comes to the believer in c<ffi&e^uence of 
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his being united to'Cbrist in Unn world, ocbe admittad < 

to iliosc more sublime entertainments that are above 
Something like this we are to understand by seeing the 
kingdom of God. But it will not be amiss to inquire 
a httle what is meant by the kingdom of God. And we 
may understand, 

1. The spiritual kingdom of Christ here in Hm 
world. I in€(an that gracious temper of mind, or those ' 
holy dispositions that are implanted in the heart hj re- , 
gt&neraliotty and also when a number of such do unite 
toge^er in an eeclesiastica] body. This is called 
Christ's kingdom, because they not only have Christ's , 
kingdom in iheir hearts, but also, being visibly united 
together to promote the cause of Christ, they may, by 
way of eminence, be so stvled. And, 

2. We may understand tiie kingdom of glory, or this 
principle of divine life consunmiated in the neavenly 
world, so that this kingdom that believers have set up 
in thm, in this worid, is the same in kind as it is in 
heaven. But when we shall come to put off tins taber* 
nacle, and be imbodied spirits in the upper world, our 
love will be increased, and we shall drink full draughts 
out of that crystal stream that glides gently tluough the 
paradise oi God. 

Oh ! did believers once know adequately what is 
prepared for them m the heavenly world, how would 
they despise all things here below, and long to bt on 
the wing for heaven ! Well may it be called a king- 
domi where are crowns not of gold, but of glory ; — 
where the Kinff^of kings sits amid the heavenly 
throng, and feeds them vrith his celestial ' dainties. 
And when the body is reunited to the soul at the 
resurrection, there will no doubt be much higher de- 

Srees of gloi v. Oh ! then, let us live as becometh those 
lat are so highly favoured of the LorcL ' '

1. Hence see the propriety of our blessed Lord^

and love of God, either in tlus w»ld or tint to cone* 
If men m totally depraved, ae haa been* coneidmd, 
from thence arises the absolute necessity of ths new 
Urth, and. it is no strange or unaccountable thing that 

men must be bom again. There is no obtaining the 
blessings of heavcii wuhoui it. Therefore, says our 
Lord, ^ Marvel not that I said unto thee^ ¥e must bo 

bom ana in." 

2. Hence learn the folly of all those tliat rest in any 
thing short of regeneration or the new birth* For, 
however far we may go in the things of religion, yet, if 
we are destitute of this divine and holy principle, we 
may be assured of it> from scripture as well as from 
the nature of thingSi that we cannot see the kingdom 
of God. 

3. Let lis examine ourselves whether we are pos- 
sessed of this holy temper of he art or ]iul. Have we 
new dispositions 1 — new aifectious i"— am i new desires ? 
Are God and divine things the centre and object of our 
supreme love ? Have we repentance towards God and 
faith in the Lord Jesus Christ f Have we got that 
universal benevolence which is the pecuUar character- 
istic of a ipod man? Do we love the law of GodT 
Have we viewed it in its parity and sphritnality ? Are 
we- heartily disposed to wdk itf the ways of n<^bsess 1 
Do we freely and voluntarily choose that way ? Are 
we well pleased with the gospel way uf salvation ? 

Lastly. Let all those that are strangers to the new • 
birth be exhorted no longer to live estranged from God, * 
but labour after this holy temper of mind. Flee to 
Christ before it be too late. Ccosider thai tliere is an 
aggravated condemnation that awaits all knpenJtent sin- 
ners. There is a day of death coming. There is a 
day of judgment commg. A few turns more upon the 
stage and we are gone. Oh how will you answer it at 
the bar of God, mr your thus remaining enemies to 
him? Il is sin that separates from God. But it is the 
being or remainwg such that wjll eternally separate 
you from him. Never rest easy till you feel in you a 
change, wrought by the Holy Spirit. And believe ity~ 
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until then you are exposed to the wralh of God ; and 
without repentance you will in a few days be liftiiig 
up your eyes in torment. 

The Lord grant that we may lay these things suita- 
bly ta heart; — that wc, having the kingdom of Cbri»t 
iet up in our hearts here, niay grow up to the atatine 
of perfi^t men in Christ Jesus. Thia will lay a foun- 
dation for union with all holjr beings, and with this 
ererlasting happiness in the kingdom <d glory is. in* 
separably conndcted, tfarou|^ Jeaus Christ our Lord* 
Amen. 

The manuscript from whwh the above is a transcript, 
tearly Terbatim, was found among the papers of Rew. 
Ebenezer Bradford, of Rowley, Massachasetts, vpth the 

following note, on a bl^ik leaf. 

" This sermon was composed by Lemuel Haynes, a 
young fellow who was brought up a farmer, not favoured 
with so much as a. good common education.

eariy prodactioiis; and from a careful comparison of thia 
with his other manuscripit sermons, there is nearly c6ii* 

elusive evidence that this is the very discourse read on 
the occasion as stated above. The manuscript was 
kinAy fimiished by Bar. Jamea Bradfdxrd, Sheffield,

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CHAPTER W. 

V 

PBEPAKATOET STUDIES, ETC. 

The incident respecting the Salui Jay night sermon, 
as stated in the preceding chapter^ brought young 
Hajnes very faFOimbly into public nctfice. He had 
always been regarded as a youth of uncommon ami- 
ableness and ingenuity. From duidhood he had been 
marked for his imspotted ponty of character. WJmi 
he entered a house upon an errand for his master, 
tliere was such retiring iiumility in his whole depurV: 
ment as prepossessed all in his &Tour. 
. Now he began to be regarded in the neiglibour- 
hood as one raided up of God for .norc than com- 
inon Qsefidness* It became known that he poesessed 
uncommon gifts in prayer and eochonalion; and, the 
parish being destitute of a minister, he was frequently 
^»iUed upon to read approred sermons, and to lead in 
llie dcTotifiiDal exercises of the house of Grod. A re* 
port has gone abroad that, by invitation, he took tlie 
deacon's. seat» and delivered his own original sermoas 
oti the Lord*8 day. Of this I can find no evidtoce 
except that of tradition. 

. It was now discovered by a discerning Christian 
community, that in this young man were the germes of 

usefulness. He was encouraged to look forward to 
the Ciiristian ministry. On this subject a letter of his 
own furnishes the following remarks :— "I was sdicit- 

ed by some to oblaiii a collegiale education, with a 
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▼iew to the gospel mini)itry. A door was opened for 
it at Dartmouth College, but I shrunk al llie thought. 
Reverend Mr. Smith eucouraged me, with many others. 
I was at last persuaded to attend to stndying the 
learned languages. I was invited (1779) by tlie Rev- 
erend Daniel Farrand, of Capaan, Connecticut, to visit 
him% I accoidingly did; with whom I resided some 
tnne, studynu^ the Latin language. He was a most 
pious and friendly man." > 

Mr. Famnd was- a pioUt extiaoidiittay mm, whose 
excellences and eccentricities were happily balanced. 
In him were blended the deepest piety and the most 
amusing wit His memory was so tenaciottSy tfaet; 
when he was abroad on the Sabbath, if he happened 
not to take the sermc^s with him which he chose to 
deliver, he could, by recoUectioiiy preabh them with 
•&cility, without his notes. His great originality of 
thought and quickness in repartee were much celebra- 
ted among his oontemporaxiesv He was a poor man, 
and seemed eren to contemn woildly wealth. Not 
far from him, resided a gentleman of a directly oppo- 
site character in this respect While ha possess^ 
extensi^re arable lands and w'dtwaSered sneadows, his 
was penurious to a proverb. One day he invited Mr. 
Facrand to a walk into his meadoV) whieh stretched 
te'm front of his dwelUiigi As he was pointing to 
the fertilizing creek that passed through it, and was 
boasting of the hchneas of the soil, Mr. Fairand 
rdniked his coretooniess and pride widi the ibUoWh^ 
lines ' 

«<Tbmi|^ a broad stream, with goUtti ^ ^ 

TI)h>\igh all his meadows rolI» 
Yet he's a wretch, with all his lands, 
Who wesreananavraoair ■ 
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Such was tlie sirucUire of Mr. Haynes's mind, that 
ho i:eadily ctn^ the qririt and hafaitti of his early ki^ 
atracter. Like him, he was imbued with a spirit of 
deep piety; and| like bun, he had a di£ppsitioii iot 
•muaiiig remaeik and keen retoit, which xendend him 
at once the deli|^t of his friends and the terror of hm 
opponents. He was obliged, while with Mr. Farrand, 
to hbour in the field, and thm to dbfnj the expense 
of board ind tnittiHi. One day, bebg with hia instruel- 
er, managing the planting of his garden, he gave him 
some seeds of rare qoali^, saying to him, ''Plant 
thiras in the richest spot yon can find.'' Haynes ze^ 
plied, " I shall plant them in the kitchen, then.** 

He used often, m after life, to relate an incident 
which he had from the lips of his ▼enoable mstnicter. 

Mr. Farrand, as he was nding in company with a 
young ci^gyman not distinguished for his humility, 
behekiy at a httle distance from the highway, two or 
three Indians at their work ; and turnint,% rode up aiwi 
gave an affectionate sahitation. After overtaking his 
feUow-trarellitej he reoenred a shatp rebuke £ar hjui 
attention to the Indians. Mr. Farrand replied, in his 
usual laconic 5^tyle, They always treat me with goo(l 
manners when I meet them, and I shoukl be ashamed 
to have it said that the minister of tfie palHsh hasnft as 
good manners as an Indian.** 

Kow long he mjoyed the instruction of Mr. Farrand 
is not ascertained. He studied prineipally die Xjatm 
language, devoting a part of his time to belles lettres 
and the writing of sermon^. He composed a poem 
while here, which was surreptitknisly taken from his 
desk ; and he afterward heard of its being delivered at 
a- certain college on the.day of oammencement* 
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He retained to the end of life a grateful remem- 
brance of his friflnd and pttraa. The unhigjaidd and 
rivid' piety, togedier with the propOBsit^ for satirieal 
and humorous remark, so conspicuous in tlie instructer, 
seem to hare been transfbsed into, the reqf soul of the 
pupik 

Mr. Haynes often related the following instance of 
the faithfohiess and ingenuity of his teacher. . With 
much labour he had prepared a theme, in a style of 
great elegance, as he supposed. He had introduced 
many such terms as blm expanse — (imre sky — and 
<lther richly embellished expressions. • Mr. Fanrand 
heard liim through very patiently, and then remarked, 
in the ianguage^)f irony, Mr. Haynes, you have been 
talking, it seems by your s^le, to . the inhabitants of 
the upper world ; what if you should come down to 
folks on the earth, so that we can understand you?* 
He felt mortified, but was 'thankftd fcur the kind rebuke* 
It did him good. 

Having mastered the Latin language, he felt a 
queiiphless ardour to obtain a knowledge of the Gveek 
dso, that he might read the New Testament m the 
original. He had neither wealth nor friends to aid 
him. And while in perpJezing doubt by what means 
ks could ^Bect so desirable an object, God, in his 
providence, raised ium up a patrm. The Reverend 
William Bradfoid was at this time preaching at Win- 
tonbury, a smaH parish, composed, as' its name im- 
ports, of a part of three towns, Windsor, Farmingtow,. 
and Symsbuty, Of him Mr. Haynes say^, " Ue pre- * 
cured a school for me in Wintonbury, and gsnertmslf 
offered to instruct me in the Greek language; and the 
. expense of my board woukL be discharged by my 
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school. I exerted myself to Ae utmost to initract the 

children of my school, aiid fuuiid i gave general satis- 
faGtion* The pr(£ciency I made in studying the 
Greek language I found greatly exceeded the expecta- 
tions of fny preceptor." 

By intense study by night, while the sK^hooI engaged 
his attention through the day, he.iti a few mondis be- 
came a thorough Greek scholar. As a critic on the 
{Scptuagint and Greek Testament, he possessed great 
skill. He had now laid up a valuable store of various 
learning, especially in theology, and by advice of many 
friends, both, ministers and laymen, he made application 
for license to preach, the gospeL 

Nov. 29th, 1780, several ministers of high rcspccta- 
hiUty '^having examined him in the languages and 
sciences, and with respea to his knowledge of the doc- 
trines of the gospel, and practical and experimental reli- 
gion, recommen(]Led him as (j[uali£ed to preach the gos- 
pel.*'

His firsts sermon was preached at Wintembury, ot 
which a brief analysis is here given.

' ' ' . OBJECTIONS. 

1. Does it not look, like tyranny for Jehovah to set 
up as absolute governor of the univiB]:ge ? 

2. This doctrine d^stro^s that freedom of the crea- 
ture, which is neceaaaiy in order to render Ua actioiMi 
Tirtiioaa of Ticioiia'. 

3. If God IS the disposer of all events, and it is mat- 
ter of joy that he reigns, then wc ought to rejoice in all 
that wickedness and disorder which have taken place 
in the intellectual system. 

4. The absolute supremacy of Jehovah is a licentious 
doctrine. If all things are dependant on God, then the 
salvation of the sinner is ; therefine I will ait 4own in

Two things seem to be taken for gianled in such 
an objection that are not true. 

1 . That the sinner has some true desire to be recon- 
ciled, and that his wickedness does not consist in the 
voluntary exercises of his heart. But the truth of the 
case is, his heart is wholly at enmity to God, without 
the least true desire to be reconciled tohini, and in this 
all his inability and alt his sin does radically consist 

9.^ It seems to suppose tint die shmer may poss9»ly 
obtain salvation whue in a state of indolence, whidi ts 
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contrary to llic very nature of those things that nre re- 
quired in the gospel, and which are connected with sal- 
T«dtion, viz., repentance towards God, and faith in the 
lord Jesus Christ. These are opposed to sloth and 
carelessnefss. They imply activity. Exertion is* the 
yeiy essence of tnal talvatioit which deliTeit finam 
era-lasting destractlon. So that, to say that we may 
possibly obtain salvation while in a state of indolence, 
IS to say we may have a thing, and at the same liiue 
not have it. Continuing in a state of stupidity is in- 
separably connected with everlasting buruiiigs. 

Farther, the consequence which the objector draws 
from the doctrine is not a natural one. Is it not a fear- 
ful thing to be in the hands of God? Yes^'verily. 
But to whom ?. Not to the friends^ but to the enemies 
of God ; for to them he iK a consuming fire. Tbdr 
case is trtdy dangerous ; and hasr the ooosideiatioii cf 
danger a tendency to make men careless and secure? 
Nay, it is always in view of danger that persons are 
exercised with concern and anguish. Did sinners real- 
ize these tilings, they could not live so careless as they 
do. Therefore, one reason why sinners are so stupificd 
is, that they do not believe divine sovereignly. Hence 
we see coDsequence fcdlows from this doc- 

trine. It is true men make this improvement of it. 
AncT what is the reason that they draw suph frightful 
. consequences ? Alas ! the r^on is too obvious. It 
lA because the carnal mind is enmity towards God.- 

It has been remarked of Cic^o and Demosthenes, 

tlie great orators of Greece and Rome, that they first 
distinguished themselves in public at the age of twenty- 
seven years : ,as if this were the age in which great 

geniuses regularly bluonicd for maturity. Without 
comparing th^ humble subject of this sketch with the 
great oiatcvs of antiquity, it is natural to remark, that 

he conuncnced his public ministry at the age of twenty- 
.^yen. A Congregational church having been recently 
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organised in Middle GraiiTiBe» and a naw home <vf 

worship erected, he was cordially and unajiunously 
iaTited to supply the pulpit. It desenres to be lecorded 
M one of the wpnders of the age, thai a person should 

be invited to become a spiritual teacher in a respecta- 
ble and enlightened coiigiegation ia New-iiliigiafid) 
where he had been known from in&acy oidy aaa ser* 

vant-boy, and under all the disabilities of liis humble 
extraction.. A prophet is not wUliL&tU honour save in 
his awn canniry and in. Att awn house. That rerer* 

ence which it was liie custom of the age to accord to 
ministers of the gospel, was cheerfully rendered to Mr* 
Haynes. All classes and ages were carried away widt 

the sweet, animated eloquence of tlie preacher. 

*^ Even children folkywid, with endearing smite, 

You might see children by the wayside, or near tlie 
Village schooi*house) arranging themselves in due order 
to wdcome him aa he passed, and vying with each 
other in their tokens of reverence. It was remarkable ' 
how singularly he attached to himself the rising g^iw 
atioflu He seldom met a child without asking sonoie 
amusmg, instructive questiou, or making a striking re- 
mark, and aU was done in a manner to make an impres* 
sioa which time could never effiice. 

The writer of this narrative, though a resident in a 
different parish m the town, and havmg opportunity to 
hear him in comparatively but few instances, owes more 
under God to Lemuel Haynes than to any other minis- 
ter among the living or the dead. His Simons are 
the earliest which I ik>w remember to have heaid, aad, 

though preached more than half a century ago, are at 
this time recollected with a distinctness entirely inappli- 
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cable to those of any other preacher. They uniformly 
left the impression of the majMy nf God;—'A0 im- 
porktnee of, mmediat$ refMta$ice mtfid jolm- 
nity of the judgment day; — the attractive loveliness 
of Christ ; — and ike pleasantness ^ wisdom^s tonyf « 

He laboured tt Oianville iiTe yetts, preaching pub- 
licly and from house to house. And I may add, in the 
language oi the aposUe to the elders oi the chiurch at 
El^esul, he ^'ceiised not to wain erery one^ day and 
night, with tears.^* **Hi8 delivery was rapid — his voice 
cliarming) like the voa; argentea* of which Cicero 
makes each frequent aiKihQnouiaUeinenitioD;*'-hi8 ar- 
ticulation uncommonly distinct — a perennial stream of 
transparent) sweet, animated elocutioik-**presenting his 
eigoments widi great rittqiUci^ and stzikiiigcftGt,, 
The perfect eas^ with which WOTds and thoughts flow- 
ed was hke the river, on the banks of which, as the 
poet beautifoUy relates, the tniTeller aat faiipielf down 
tin it shoulki nm by. *

It was a eeaeoii of great moral daiknem dnough 

New-England when Mr. Haynes coininenced his min- 
istry. The Stoddatdian principle of admitting moral 
persons. Without ciedible'^ eTldence of grace, to tha 
' Lord's Supper, and the half-way covenant by which 
parents, though not admitted to the Lord's Si^iper, were 
encouraged to offer their dnUien in baplisni, pretailed 

in many of the churches. Great apathy was prevalent 
among professing Christians, and tiie ruinous vices of 
prb&neness, Sabbath-breaking, and inlanipaxmoa were 

affeclingly prevalent among all classes. The spark of 

« 
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eymgelical piety seemed to be nearly extinct in the 
churches. Revivals of religion were scarcely known 
except in the rocollectioiiB of a former - Some, of 
essential doctrines of grace were not received even 
by many in the churches. Such was the character of 
the age. Such» too, was the jdace in which Mr. 
Haynes dommenced his labours/ Against the errors 
and vices of, the times he exerted a powerful inQu^ce. 
There was such diieclness in his appealsi . and. such 
withering pungency in his^ replies to the cavilier, that 
**the word was sharper than a two-edged sword." No 
^Mctoi. revival is recollected und^r his miiufltraUaB^ in 
^s place. Not a few, hcweTer, weie savinj^y. bene* 

fited through his lionourcd instnimentaliiy. 

As an instance of his succcjis in silencing the soph<» 
Utry of ener/ it is related that a member m ^ church, 
of great candour and of unblemished morals, was an 
open, cahn opposer of the .doctrine of phonal elecn 
tion. He idleged the common popular objections 
against the doctime, and at tJic same time he seemed 
to have great reverence for the authority oi the Bible. 
Mr. Haynes had fidly meamed the many and formed 
his plan for winning him to the truth. For this purpose 
he carefully shunned personal controversy. Whenever 
^ plain Scriptuie proof Occurred* l^e called on Mr. At-* 
kins, and proposed the text with appropriate questions. 
For instance, Eph. i., 4 — ''According as he. hath cho- 
sen us m him* befqce the foundation of the worM» that 
we should be holy and without fahune before him in 
love." — " What is the meaning of this text ? Were the 
persons here, said to be chosen^ Christians? When was 
'this choice made? Was it grounded on ^e^^^ AoK^ 
ness, or were they chosen that they should be holy 
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The tetnrrtew wa» shorty and so opporttmity ghpen to 

awakea a spirit of controversy. He called again and 
again with a Thus aaith the Loid^l' UU at langlb bo 
gained bis point, and the man waa won to the Ioto of 
evangelical truth, and shone bright for years as a mem- 
ber and an officer in the church, and was a friend and 
ecHTiespondent of Mr. Ha3rne8 to the day of his death. 
And from the papers in his possession at tlie time of 
his decease^ some of the most interesting materials for 
llus Vefama weie coUeeted. 

An event now took place which greatly affected his 
condition. Among the pious youth in Granville was 
ElizlJbeth Babbit, who, in her deep religions anxiety, 

was greatly aided in her search after salvalion by the 
counsels and prayers of Mr. Haynes. She possessed 
a refined education for that day, and was employed as 
a teacher of youth in the centre of the lown. After 
days and weeks of distressing darkness, she was led to 
embrace a theering hope unto salvation. Now she was 

ready to inquire what she should render to the Lord for 
all his benefits. She could not but inquire what she 
should render to him who had Ums been the humble 
and happy instrument of such an unspeakable blessing. 
Reverence for Mr. Haynes as her spiritual father seems 
to have laid a foundation for a'connexion both honour* 
aWe and sacred far life. 'Looking to Heaven for gui- 
dance, slie was led, with ,^ coniiistent and justifiable 
delicacy,' to make liim the overture of her heert and 
hand as his companion for life. By such a proposal he 
regarded himself as liighly b^onoured. He commended 
ihe subject to Oodin praywr, imploring the guidance of 
his spirit. He consulted a number of ministers, and 
it is understood that he received thei£ unanimous advice

CHAPTER IV. '

most familiaT acqiiaiiitances, /'Did you ever heiSr tbe 
slightest fault allctred against hun ?" The inquiry has 
been answered by various, individuals — some his early 
scbodmatesy others the connexioiis of the family which 
brought him up. The uniform answer has been " Xo." 
Not a fault on which the eye of recollection could rest^ ^ 
as a visible^ stain upon Jiis fair and lovely character* 

Such is the testimony of all who knew Imn during his 
residence m Granville, cdoprising the first thir^-two 
years of his life. 

After preachinjEC in' that place for the term of hve 
years with very favourable recept^n, it was judj^ed

instructor, the Reverend Daniel FuaaiiJ, preached a 
discourse from 1 Chron. xvii., 16, MVho am I, 0 
Lord God, or what is my house, that thou hast brought 
me hitherto Reverend Mr. Knapp, of Winsted, 
offered the introductory prayer, and gave the rigi^^ 
hand sf fellowship; Reveiend Mr. Thompson gaYO 
the cliargc , Reverend Mr. llallock, of Cantoii, olTered 
the concluding prayer. 

Hitiierto w^ have seen turn mote in a small retired 
paii&h^ among the companions of his childhood and 
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yotttk; Now he is iont forth tm aeo^edited mnwttr 
of Chrif^. A door wit tooii opened Ibr fait QoefiikieM 

m Torrmgloiit Connecticut ^ where he continued aboui 
two yeais, preaching the govpel wd adnunislaniig tho 
sa^amental seals. Possessing peculiar talents to 

rouse attention to public worship, liie assembly in- 
creased from Sabbath to Sabbath, till the house was 
filled. The congregation continned large during the 
whole term of his residence in tliat place. Several of 
the most respectable families from adjpiiiiQg townst 
particularly from Goshen, were his warmest friends, 

and conyiantly attended on his ministry. What num- 
ber became the subjects of renewing grace, cannot ^ 
this nmote period be dTon eonjemrsd. The hfft 

great day will make the disclosure. The aged refer 
to hia ministry with many dehghtful recollections. 
He was held in high estimation, especially by the 
church, and was esteemed by all class c^s as "an apt 
and very ready man in the puipit." The mere mention , 
of his name even now, after die kpse of half a cen- 
tury, seems to renew in their minds interesting asso- 
ciations. The church and society were strengthened 
by his labours, and manf wished to retain him as their 
permanent pastor. The sensiUlity of a few individ* 
uals prevented, it is said, the accomplishment of. their 
desires. 

In reference to his labours here a presktent of one ^ 
of the New-England coUeges says : — I had heard 
much of Mr. Hayaes fivm my earliest rem0nibraiiee» 
especially from my modier, who was a great admirer 
of his preaching*" How many other pious mothers 
enjojed his stated or oecasioMl ple ach ing doting his 
•hoH residence iii lA cM wIit coomy, amI Imr wMi 
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they were influenced thereby in training up their sons 
lo, become iuminaried in the chuxch, ^ we know aol 
wm, bat we AbH know hemftar T 

Respecting his mmistry here there in a striking 
fact, which I will relate in the language of a cone* 
vpondent* Then is a man of my aoquaintance who 
feels that he owes rnvrnk^ under Ood, to the pniaching 
of Mr. Haynes while at Torrington. He was dis- 
affected that the church should employ hiai» and neg^ 
lected meeting fpr a time. At length curiosity catt* 
quered prejudice so far that he went to the house of 
God. He took his seat in the crowded assembly, and, 
from designed distespeet, sat wiik Ms Aol M. Ifr. 

Haynes gave out his text, and hci^ran with his UB\m\ 
impassioned earnestness, as if unconscious of any 
thing amiss in the congregation. ^The preacher had 
not proceeded far iii his sermon/ said the man, * be- 
fore I thought hun the wkUest man I ever saw. My 
hal was instantly taken off and thrown under the seal^ 
and I found myself listening with the most profoimd 
attention.' That day was a memorable era in the lifQ 
of this scomert ai^ the senoon was memovable for its 
piercing effects upon fais eonsdeiice^ Through the 
influences of the spirit of God, he was roused from his 
stupidity — conyinced of his guilt and ruin^^-iind led to i 
look to Christ Jesus for salvation. He became a man 

of prayer and unexceptionable piety ; and is now, if 

iivingi an elder in the church at the west.''

. Thus the journal closes abruptly. Why it was 
never resumed is not known. Probably Mr. Haynes 
deliberately weired the aabjeot, and for reafl<»8 aatis- 
iiictOKy to his own mind, decided to keep no journal or 
diary of his own feelings and actions. His extreme 
delicacy ia speaking of himself, together with the im«- 
eeasing round of labomrs whidh preyed upon him, 
IXUgbt have been the reasons for such a decision. But 
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from the sketch here given of hie kbomt end ceiee for 

the kingdom of Christ during a few weeks, it is easy 
i0 form juat coiiceptiQiis (d his whcde life* Whererer 
yea see him, whether at home or on a jomniey, whether 

among friends or strangers, he was alv^^^^ abouadmg 
ia the work of th^ lionL" 



CHAPTER V. 

MIHiamT ▲T RUTJUUfUi VX&MOKT. 

▲t Ibis lime the State of VenibQnt wae a reiy jm* 
jpertant field £nr ministmal ueefuhiess. There was 
m««^. ^ 1)0 done. £very tbmg was in a sU^ of ni^. 
tim ; the geiual ioflueaoe of aci^^ « 
acaroely fell. The foundatioii of literary inatitatioiia 
and religious societies was now to be laid. There was 
HO c<41ege in the state, and the only academy was the 
one at Norwich, near Dartmouth College. There were 
not more than four or five Congregational ministers on 
. the west side of the Green Mountains. A religious re- 
viTal <rf corisiderahle extent, wider the preaching of 
Rev. Jacob Wood and others, liad resulled in llie for- 
inaUon of a few small churches. But they were, in a 
peculiar sense, as sbeqp ammg woIyoi^ with none 0 

lead or to feed them. 

The inhabitants of this state had participated, jb^ 
only in the dangers, hut abo in the comipting ioflutBuea 

of the revolutionary war. A systematic and confident 
i^i^delity had been mtroduced, and it widely preTi^i]^. 
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{t boasted of gaaim, and w^dth, and atalioii. Net m 
few among die leading men in the vttite were open infr* 

dels, and exerted, in many instances, a fatal iniiuence 
on ihe rising generation. Tiiey extenaiTely circulated 
jUIen*8 Oracles of Reason/' and other infidel books, 
which were read with more interest by many than "tho 
lively oracles of God " * ' 

Such was the state of religion in Vermont when Mr. 
Haynes hrst visited this great moral desert. And who 
is not compelled to see the hand of God in tliis eyent ! 
Of all men, he was the one to expose the sophistry and 
silence the blasphemies of infidelity. His great mem- 
ory and ready wit enabled him to dical tbe heaviest 
blow in controversy. No champion of the gospel in 
that region was better qualified to confute the specious 
snbdeties of infidds. If they assailed him with aigu* 
ment, his replies were ready and appropriate, aftd gen* 
orally with such naked point as to make sophistry ap- 
pear ridiculous. And if they railed and ridiculed, he 
knew foil well how to reply. 

In his cast of mind there was great orij^inality. He 
Vas keen in repartee ; and whoever attacked him rude- 
ly or impertniendy, had reason to regret that he had not 
preserved silence. 

On one public day^** says a respected correspondn 
ent» saw Mr. Haynes engaged in conversation with 
a Mr. B. P., a man who had collected a number of 
books in support of infidelity, and fancied that he was 
an able disputant. A large cirde of attentive speeta* 

tors had gathered about them. The infidel asked Mr. 
Uaynes in what he supposed real virtue to consist ? I 
wderstood Hr. H. to give in answer neaily resident 
Edwards's view of the subject, to which the infidel 
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xeadily objected. Mr* Ha^nei then xetcumed die qaei* 
tioD, * What do joa think it i» T—* 1 belieye/ he repli- 
ed, * that the essence of true virtue is natural affection,* 
He proceeded imnaediately to expatiate on its impor- 
tanee in promoting the happiness of beings. * Nat* 
Ural affection virtue V (Mr. H. repeated) — * Natural 
affection virtue ? Then my old swine is full of virtue. 
She is so f uU of it, that, if I attempt to catch one of her 
pigs, she will tear me in pieces if ^lic can.' ^ 
' March 28, 1788, he went to Rutland, having received 
a caQ to the pastoral office in the west parish. 
' Rutland is a pleasant and fertile town, situate on Ot- 
ter Creek, and is the county seat. The west parish, 
cotoprising an inteltigent, industrioua population, were 
harmonious in their invitation to him to become their 
spiritual guide. Being now in the meridian of his 
days, he brought forth to this people the fruits of a 
mind enriched with divine science, and imbued with 
the spirit of his Master. He had a deep sense of the 
awful responsibilities of the ministry, and was ''deter* 
mined not to know any thing among his people save 
Jesus Christ and him crucified." 
^ Having, by patient and critic^ investigation, formed 
for himself a system of divine tmth as he understood 

the Scriptures, he clearly and fearlessly taiis;ht this sys- 
tem to his congregation. Never did he wait to inquire 
whether a particular doctrine was popular. His only 
inquiries were, Is it true? Is it profitable? Is it 
seasonable !" He seldom if ever preached a merely 
doctQnal semum. The essential, humUing doctrines 
pf grace were the seasoninjE^ of all his sermons. Often 
by a happy illustration he would place some great truth 
in a convincing li^ on^ by a few sentences. The 
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Divine goodness in the eternal decree of election he 
thus illustrated i^*' Does God give a sinner anew heart 
to-day? All say that he is good for this act. Asm* 

ner is plucked as a brand from the bui-nmgs, and a pre- 
cious soul is saved from eternal death. If God formed 
the design of saving that sinner one day befbffehand, he 

was good during a whole day for such a design. If it 
was the purpose of God a month or a year beforehand 
to lenew thai sinner!s heart* he was good for a month 
or a year for his benevolent purpose. What if God de- 
termined from eternity to sanctify that sinner ? Then 
he was eternally good for sqch a detemination. This 
is God's decree of election ; therefore his eternal elect* 
iug love, instead of proving that he is a 
Qnanswerahlv proves his etemaL unobaniieahle floock 
ness." 

, ''Some say it is no matter what men beheve. Is i^ 
no matter if men are damn^?"-^ 'Diess. ii., 19* 
Such illustratimis were as common almost as his at* 
tempt to preach. 

He was sii^gqlaily snccessfial in filling the house of 
God with attentive and deeply-interested heareis. Oil 
Sabbath mornii;^ you mi^t see nearly the whole popu* 
iatioii moving with solemn stilhiess to the phiceof wor* 
ship. Neither the feebleness of age, nor the levity of 
clnldhood and youtbi nor even the stupidity of invete- 
lite wi c kedness, prevented attendance in the hooae of 
God- 
One Sabbath morningy as he was passing by a de* 
Tont woman of thieescoKe yean and t^ who had 
waHted two miles or moie on her way to the sanctuary, ^ 
he th\is accosted her after a brief salutation — " Why, 

JCfli. you come coBitantly to meefaifli* yoawf 
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so aged and infirm, I wonder how you dare to set out on 
foot"—'' O, Mr. Haynes," said the good lady, '' I hare 
but few more Sabbathi to enjoy here. I expect every 
oue that I attend will be the last. I take so much coaw 
fozt that I cannot lose one Sabbath, and that is the rea- 
son why I go.^ And besides, I know that He who gives 
me strength to set out is able to strengthen me on the 
way." One of the deacons in his church was never ab- 
sent from the sacramental lecture except in one in- 
staace, and he was free to confess that even one solita- 
ry inetonce was a foultj neglect. He used to say, 1 . 
nerer heard a sermon from my miniater without gain- 
ing something new." 

Mi* Haynes was decided in requiring his own fuaHj 
to attend public worship, and to attend both parts of 
the day. If any one proposed staying at home one 
half of the day« he would reply, f' If the devil can make 
one stay away in the forenoon, he is almost sure to de-» 
tarn han in the afternoon." 

.During the greatest part of his ministry in Rutland, 
Ae attadmusnt of his * hearers was unanimous and 
ardent. It was a disappointment to see a stranger in 
|he puipit*^ Some emulation existed between the two 
parishes in die town^ in Tespect to their ministers. 
AhJiough Mr. Haynes was cordially welcomed by the • 
people m the old parish, both to their families and to 
the pulpit, yet the young men, by way of pleasantry, « 
would often remind the youth in the West Parish of 
their coloured minister ! The latter would strenuously 
reply:— 

« Hlf «nil If pai« !*-«21 wliite 1 

Mr. Haynes had but few correspondents, and liis 
letters were evidently written in great haate. They 
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otnnol fuit hsmemy to be highly appieei«ledy ae they 
exhibit in aome instances, great originality ; and espe* 
mHy as diey msfohai the.hiuDUa» dev>ted Chiiatiaiit 
and the fidMil, peneming pastor.

Rutland, Oct. 3, 1802. 

Dear Sir, 

Finding that the bearer had no letter for me was at- 
tended with some disappointment. However, I suppose 
you did not consider yourself indebted. We love to 
work for wages, and the sentiment will abide with us 
till we get to heaven. Mr. B. informs me that 'tis a 
time of coldness among you. This makes it hard 
studying and preaching. But, after all, perhaps it will 
be found at the day of judgment that he is most faithful 
who, out of right views, has done the most to prepare 
matters for that day. Yet the conversion of souls is 
pleasing to the benevolent mind, and will be a subor- 
dinate object of attention. We have nothing very 
special. A few individuals are serious. Let us prize 
even the day of snnall things. At Castleton there has 
been considerable attention to religion for months past. 
About twenty-six have been added to the church. In 
Ira, about three miles from here, a family is visited of 
late with the influences of the spirit, who have always 
neglected meeting and things of a religious nature. 
'Tis best God should so work as to make it evident 
that 'tis all of hi?n. 

The missionaries have been peculiarly useful among 
us ; and, generally, met with a kind reception. I think 
that the missionary spirit that has appeared of late is 
an omen of good. 

I have this day finished reading a fourth volume of 
Mr. Fuller, an ingenious European writer. You have 
doubtless read his " Letters to the Calvinists," — " The 
Gospel its own Witness,"— " The Gospel a Faithful 
Saying," and the " Backslider." They are admired by 
the serious ; and, I think, are worthy of a place in every 
minister's library. 

I intended to have been at G, the second Sabbath in 
this month, but sickness I think will prevent. One of 
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my children, a daughter of fourteen, is very sick. God 
is correcting us. I have doubts of her ever recovering. 
I find I deserve chastisements. V 

I intended to have written more, especially more to 
the purpose, but weariness of body and mind prevents. 
'Tis Sabbath evening — the fatigue of the pulpit and of 
my distressed family must apologize. 

We live at a^reat distance, but would it be too much 
boldness for me tp suggest, that, should we spend one 
quarter of an hour every Saturday evening at the Throne . 
of Grace, Jo intercede for our own souls and the souls 
of our people, and for Zion in general, we might thereby 
be peculiarly present in spirit Y

CHAPTER VI. 

REVIVALS OF RELIGION. 

Through the instrumentality of Whitcfield and his 
fellow-labourers, our own country was blessed with ex- 
tensive revivals a little before the middle of the last cen- 
tury. Owing to various causes, the fruits were in some 
measure blasted, and the churches were covered with a 
cloud of portentous darkness. In many parts of New- 
England, " religious awakenings," as they were st^ed, 
were regarded with a suspicious eye. The special in- 
fluences of the Spirit were in a great measure with- 
held, and for half a century the church was enlarged 
chiefly by gradual additions. 

But, near the commencement of the present century, 
copious showers of Divine grace began to be more fre- 
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quent. Tlirough the tender mercy of the Lord, these 
seasons of refreshing continued with increased frequen- 
cy and power, till now a very large proportion of those 
. who are members of the church seem to have been 
turned from darkness to light in revivals of religion. 
Respecting the operations of the Holy Spirit, Mr. 
Haynes had adopted the same principles as Edwards 
and Whitcfield. His preaching from the commence- 
ment of his labours was distinguished for directness 
and unction, and was calculated to quicken the believer 
in his course, to rouse the impenitent sinner from his 
dangerous slumber, and to guide him to the Lamb of 
God as the only hope of salvation. He entered with 
all his heart upon the work of promoting revivals of re- 
ligion. He possessed the talent of so dividing divine 
truth as to strip the sinner of all his vain pleas, and 
present vividly to view both his entire dependance and 
his obligation to obedience. One third of the term of 
his ministerial life had passed away previous to the 
commencement of these remarkable religious revivals, 
which, in this latter age, have been the glory of the 
American churches. In that period of lukewarmness 
and declension, he was not without seals of his minis- 
try. From year to year he occasionally met anxious 
inquirers after salvation, who were aided by his coun- 
sels and prayers. 

The church in West Rutland, when he was invested 
with the pastoral care, consisted of forty-two members, 
most of whom were advanced in life. The first year 
twenty-six joined by profession, and few additions were 
made in subsequent years. It was not, however, till 
the year 1803, that his labours were blessed with what 
is now regarded as a revival of religion. This was

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troly ''ft year of the right hand of the Mqst High.'' ft 
will be remembered by many favoured churches — ^it 
will be remembered in other worlds. The Holy Spirit 
came down like a mighty roshmg windy bearing away 
all opposition; An account of this work of grace is 
l^ven in the following letter to the pastor oi the iirst 
cfatordi in GranviUe

* * * I haTO never taken up my pen with more 
Mtisfiiction thannowi as I am able to imonn Tpu of the 
prosperity of Zioo. Since I have been in this p]ace» 

for the most part of the time it has been a time of stu- 
pidity. Oiily about lliiity have been added to the 
church for fifteen years. We liave kept up prayer- 
meetings once a week or fortnight during the whole 
time. The spirits of God's people have been sunk; 
but very few attended ; our harps were hung upou the 
willows. Matters grew more and move i^oomy til] 
some time in November last. I was almost deteimin- • 
ed in my ovm mind to ask for a dismission, when it 
pleased God to arrest the att^tion of a very thought*, 
less youth, «who on Sabbath evening opened his distress 
to me. We appoiuied a coiifereiice-iiieeting that week^ 
and, to our astonislmient, the house was crowded, and 
a great number appeared to bo under deep impressions. 
The work spread from week to week, till it was diffi- 
cult to find any ,dwelIiB|^house that wimild bokl the 
people* In one instasoe a l%rge )}ouse waa so crowded 
that the sleepers gave way and daew the people-into 
the cellar. None xeceiyed much harm* liot a day nor 
night in a week but people would crowd to meetings. 
The great inquiry among the youth and others \vas, 
What shall we do to be saved?" Children of eleven 
and twelve years of age seemed to be more engaged 
about religion than they were before nbont their play. 
The minds of the people m general were attentive. My 
bouse has been often throiiged with people who.desiied 
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to diacourse about religion* ProfeMon aiQ alive. 
Never did I behold such a winter as the past We 
bare been able to reap in the middle of Jamiavy. I 
hope the work atill co&tiiiueap and we are aatoniahed at 

the displays of Divine grace amonff na. Some of the 

most open enemies have been bowed to sovereign grace, 
and, bxought lo bit at the feet of Jesus^ and in their right 
mind. We have, I believe, now but few prayerless 
families among us in compaiison to what there were 
previous to the awakening. Wiihin about two months 
we have had above sixty who have made a {ffofeaaion 
of religion and joined the church ; and a gre^t number 
mcnre will profaaUy soon cc^e forward. [The whole 
number added to the church waaoMhai^^ ^ 
Thus it has pleased the Lord to do wooden anunigus, 
to the praise of his glorious Grace. We ask an inter- 
est in your prayers, that tliusc wlio have nnmcd the 
name of Christ may be enabled to walk worliiy of their 
profession, and that God would coiilmue his work here 
and through the world* Please wxite to me by the 
bearer*

But Ood is doing wonders around us. Ajt Middle* 
bury the work of God has been astonishing, especially 
among the students in college. At Shoreham, Orwell, 
Cornwall, and Whiting, it has exceeded all descnpuon. 
Hundreds have, we hope, bowed to the sceptre of Im- 
manuel. A school at Orwell the other day w^as so im- 
piessed with a sense of their danger as whoUy to pre- 
vent their preceptor from regularly proceedmg amid 
the sighs and cries of his pupils. The minister was 
sent for. It astonished the master of the school^ who 
was obliged, though contrary to his uidtnadon, to cry 
out or to acknowledge that it was the power and hand 
of God. I hear that twenty-seven of those little crea- 
tures have hopefully come to Jesus. O ! my dear 
brother, how comforting the thought, that although we 
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must soon die, God will have instruments lo build up 
his precious cause in the world. 

In a letter Mrs. B. wrote to her daughter, she sug- 
gests that some drops have disniied among your peo- 
ple of late. Pray don't despise the day of small 
raings. Thank God and take courage. 1 had an in* 

dihation to visit G the winter pait. I long lo 

see yoa once more in the flesh, but was unexpectedly 
called to attend an oidinationy where many of our church 
haye removed, one hmidred and fifty miles to the 
northward. I travelled about a hundred miles on the 
lake, which has pro\ ed a watery grave to many tins 
season, but God pres; rved us. 

Is it not in your power to wrest as much as five or 
SLX minutes at least from more important business to 
write me a few lines ? )t would afford me peculiar 
satisfaction.

is very much unwell, but we all live. 

Between you and nic, may I not mention without 
ostentation mat three of my wicked children, I hope, 
love God.

I con- 
clii(1e I am selfish — forgive my impertinence — I ask 
you to pray for Rutland — ^for Zion m general — and for 
Me oi tbe least of all God^ mercies. Ranaember me

Mr« Uaynes was a most successful and acceptable 
labourer in religious veyiyals widm his own diarge 
find in the surrounding region. Seyersl churches* 
sougiit and obtained his labours when practicable. He 
was much in reyiyals, and few pastors, it is believed, 
win haye a crown of more graeioiis seak in heayen 
than Lemuel ITaynes. 

In these sacred seasons his priyalt conyersations as 
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well as his public discourses were singularly felicitoiMi 
and effective. The i]i«trucli<ms which he gave to the 
diffident, the anxious, or the lingering inquirer, will 
long be remembered, not merely on account of their 
•ocMM, but 88 ilhistiatioiw of the cooditioii of the hu- 
man heart, and of a happy method of assailing this 
citadel of hostility to God. Of these the following is 
related by a worthy correspondent. 

" Mr. Haynes was once at my house in B at 
tiie tune of a revival of reUgioB. He had ii^[uired 
with deep intmst of the progrem of the work, and exr 
preMed hki fervent prayer for its prosperity, when a 
young lady called, whom I waited on in an adjouung 
room. She was deeply conTicted of ain, but aaw ]fe 
l%ht in the gospel pkm €d salvation. Sfa(9 felt her 
needy but not her obligitian, and was waiting fox God 
to convert her by a miracle. I oonvened and prayed 
widi her, trat no light arose to her mind, I then in^ 
formed her that Father Haynes was in the hoose, and 
Ifaaty if ahe had any desire to receivd instmction from 
the of age and experi«ace in dfe ChrjstiaB Hfe, 
I would mvite him in. She readily assented; and, 
after I had infonned him of the state of h^ mind, he 
eommeneed the interview as follows

home to-night ?'

the way to get to heaven — ^you must put one foot be- 
fore t'other, and the Lord will take care of you. It is 
He who is calling you by his spirit— and be calls you 
not to wait for him to carry you, but to follow him ;— 
and then you have his promise that he will guide you 
by his counsels. But he will not cany you to heaven 
without your own walking, any more than he will 
carry you home lo-iught while you sit btiil here. You 
must put one foot be£m the other, and set out/'* 

By this singular introduction he arrested the atten- 
tion of the young lady to the veiy point of her diffi- 
Gulrjr* He then urged upon ber with waimtb and 
simplicaty her obligation to immediate snlmiisskm and 
unreserved obedience in faith and iove. His words 
were aUen4ed with tbe power of the Holy Ghost ; and 
fliat night, as the young bdy walked <towttds her home, 
every step, as she put one foot before the other, was 
an admonition^ in the light of the instruction she had 
just received, to comrnit her ways unto the Loid. She 
soon gave evidence of hopeful conversion — and adorned 
the doctriues of the gospel by her subsequent life^ 
holding in the most grateful' remembrance the instru* 
mentality of Father Haynes in bringing her from dark- 
ness to light.

• * • " Several years since Mr. Haynes passed 
the Sabbath and preached where I then resided; and 
having tarried at my house during his stay, I took the 
opportunity to inquire of him as to the circumatancea. 
of hia meeting with Mr. Ballou on the abovementionecl 
occasion, when he related the following facts : — ^He 
had, on the pieceding Sabbath, made an appointment 
to preadi a lectnre in a remote part of the parish, the 
same day in which Mr. Ballou preached in his pulpit. 
I think he inionned me tiiat he knew nothing of the 
appointment of Mr. Ballou till the day arrived. On 
the morning of the day some of his IxieiHls called on 
hnn and expressed their regret that his lecture was on 
that day, as Mr»BaUou was to preach there; and tha^ 
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on his arrival llie preceding evening, and learning that 
Mr. Haynes was to be absent, he had rcmarived, that 
*the orthodox gentry generally said^ when lie went 
into a place to preach. His brethren unanimously 
advised him to forego his own appointment, and ffo 
and hear Mr. BaUou. During the conTersatiim, the 
man at whose house his own lecture was to be deliv- 
ered hai^ening' to call, united with his friends in the 
same opinion. Accordin^y Mr. Haynes came to the 
conclusion to attend thef preaching ctf die uniyersalist. 
On arriving at the meeting-house he was introduced to 
Mr. Ballou, wlio immediately mviLed him to take a part 
in the exercises, which he modestly declmed, saying 
that he came merely as a hearer. But, on Mr. Bai- 
louts repeating the request, addmg that he thought it 
peculiarly proper that he should take some part in the » 
exercises, as he was to occupy his pulpit, Mr. Haynes 
retnarked that he might perhaps oe willing to make 
som^ remarks after he haa closed. Accor&igly, Mr. 
Ballou, after conduding his discourse, toned to Mr. 
Haynes and said, * There is opportunity for remarks, 
if you arc disposed to make any;' when lie arose and 
delivered the discourse in question. 

" It is obvious from these facts, as well as from the 
discourse itself, that the subject was chosen, and tlie 
plan and arrangement of the discourse fonnedy while

You teU UB that the design of ydor epistle is to in- 
form me and the public how you riewed my conduct 

at the time I delivered the sermon, about which you 
seem to be so much agiiated. \ ou say, "It was the 
most luichristian-like behaviour I ever saw in one ^vho 
professed to preach Chnst and his salvalion ; and that 
some of my own parish and others have s^d the 
same/' Possibly you might think so^ and some others 
might til ink so— ^nd myself and many others think 
Tcry ditferent) and what of ail that ? there is nothing 
proved ; it comes to this, — you and I, and other people, 
will thuik just 88 we please. However, should the 
matter terminate according to the decision of my own 
parish, as you call them, you may be very jealous that 
it would not be agreeable to your wishes. But what 
kind of advantage it would be to the public to have us 
inform them wliat we think of each other, I cannot 
conceive; I have real doubts, should we bring it all 
out to view, whether we or Others would deiive much 
advantage by the exhibition. ' 

Tou ^0 on to tell u^ that the sermon you delivered 
at that time was a lovely thing ; or, *^ like itie subject, 
love to prove it, you have directed us to your text ; 
that it was 1 John iv., 10, 11. If preachers were to 
determine the nierit and worth of their own discourses, 
perhaps wc should have but U'w bad sermons. Quo- 
ting your text would have proved the point, if it was 
always certain that H a man has a lovely text he has a 
lovely sermon ; ' there are ^oeptions to this rule. 
Many of your hearers had a very different idea dt 
your ^performance than what you represem in your 
epistle. 

You proceed, further, to extol the discourse — ^that 
there was nothing corrosive agauist any name or de- 
nommation of professors." Let me here observe that, 
had vou treated my name or the names of any denomi- 
nation of men with contempt, and let anower name 
al<Hie| you would never have heard fiom me ; but, sar,' 
1st 'me tell you that there is a name which ii «kNre 
every dher name; this is a name in coaqpatiaei^ af 
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which your name and my name are rf Lille worth. If 
1 am not misldkcii, lliis name was treated by you with 
utmost contempt, as well as all such as have a real 
veneration for it. 3y this time, I believa^ you have 
my ideaa of your serixioii and of your couducty and-il 
may be our ends are equally answered. 

Yott call my diaceurae " ^ught wkh low cimniw? 
Sir» wh^ you will show the £ffereace between m9 
dHUUDg and high cuiming) perhaps I shall be able to 
determine to which of these cunnings your answer to 
such a piece belongs. You express great astonish- 
ment, and seem to be filled Wilh two great wonders — \ 
the one is, that I should ever deliver such a discourse, 
and that it aiiauld. over come (o-.you through the me* 
dium of the press'; this is a second astpniahmpnty and 
thai it should be done deliberaiebf.* Sir, the piece has 
gone through sev^sal ediuons — some of them lluough 
piy approbation,— -which may lead you ou to a thixdy 
fourth, fifth, or sixth wonder. I hope you will Mvev 
be led lo ivonder and perish.'''^ 

Yuu observe, "Every person of discernment must 
see that your design was personal." But how came 
they lo find out my design, or who was intended ? It 
could be only by compariDg -tlie doctrme of the old 
preacher with others* If men of iUscenmerA could 
see a hkeness between that, and yours, I can see no ' 
ground of complaint ; unleis it be that there are per- 
sons of discernment in the world who are i|ble to 
judge right. Had you found any thing said about the 
cliaracter and preaching oi ihal old declaimer contrary 
to truth, you ought to have pointed it out ; or, if there 
is no sinnlarity between his sermon and yours,, you 
should have show'cd it, and then persons of discern' 
vient would have been undeceived. 

You tell usy page ttuit your moral chazacter is 
good. SiTi as you know, more about it than anybody 
Sse-'-and are under peculiar advantaffes to recomm^ 
il^ — being destitute of prejudice and prepossession, I 
have no disposition to call your assertion in question* 

You caimot help repeating that my conduct is un- 
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'fricndJijy injudicious, unchrLstian-like^ — iiiconsiisteiit 
witli meekness, piety, good works — with solemn ordi* 
nati()n-~\N\i\i feeding the lambs of Christ — injurious 
to the cause of Christ — and loounding to the feelings 
€faUth€ friends of tnUh, Sir, men ha?e Yery differ- 
ent views about the cause of Gody piety, good worh^^ 
the friends of truth—feeding the limbs of Christ, &c. 
I hare mf doobts whether such a jgroup of hard cen- 
BOrious exjMressions, just now adverted to, is perfectly 
consistent with pure beneTolenoe or attachment to the 
cause oi (tckI — vvilli meekness, with solemn injunction^ 
&c. I would observe, " every person of discernment'' 
will see that voiir intcuUon was to prejudice the minds 
of your readers, to prepare them for your remarks, in 
pertinency with your object. You immediately add, 
" I wiU new begin my reply." 

I ha^ire no doubt at all but the discourse you com- 
plain and my conduct at the time of delivery, tended 
^to infure i^hat some ma^ call the cMse of Chd, to cut 
or wotmd the feelings of some, and did not afford such 
food 'cLs many arc hungering after. I can see no injury 
done to the cause of God m givintr the devil his due, 
or in callintT him a universal prcaciier, if he was one. 
Or how any person's ^'feelings** need be wounded^^ 
unless they approve the doctrine, or can make it appear 
that he has repented and given up the sentunents. 

You proceed to correct a very cajntal enror diat taj^ 
self and many others have made; we have ^reaUT 
mistaken the character of the drvil for that of the A1- 
migiity." Wretched mistake ! oh, fatal delu^iion ! that 
Satan should have the services of the church for so 
many ages — that so many should snffer and die to his 
glory, trusting to him to support them in death, and 
ail tlieir hope beyond the grave ! How thankful should 
we be for so remarkaUe a light, to illuminate our dark 
world, and c<Mrrect the fetal delusion! Generationa 
passed awvy vriU lament the tardy rimg <rf this cheer- 
mff star, while posterity,' yet unboni, inll ludl its ex* 
hilarating beams ! . , - .

Can any mortal be so blind as 
not to see ?" dec. Sir, I am one Of those Uiiid mortab 
Ihit flnaly beliete that the tfaieateiiiiig to tOnr first ps- 
mts was eternal idMh, atfd that the ^udackraa wicilch 
ttM a horrible lie ! You say, if I contend that man died 
ail eternal death in the day of transgression, he has not 
been alive since, nor ever will be. Sir, it is true ; you 
reason well. If eternity contains just twenty-lour 
hours, and no more, then nothing has been alive since, 
nor ever will be. No one ever supposed tliat the whole 
thseatefliing of the law was .fully executed in the mo- 
menl or isf of man's fall, or ever will be to its full ex- 
tant ell the wkdted.

IVitippose that, in oidarto have the threatening true, thb wicked mmt sa6> 
fer until eternity has an end, is impossible ; and it would be as far from 
truth in any period of eternity in this sense, as their not dying an eternal 
dieath ia the first day of his apoatacy.

The difference between iiniYersaUsts and, others is 
not whetheac all will be saved, or all he damned, whick 
you seem to take for granted in yonr remaib £teiiiil 
death is die tMe deomit of sin; and fer Ood to threal- 
en any thing more or less than llie crime deserves is 
inconsistent with moial rectitude. If the threateriini^ 
to our first parents was spiritual and not eternal death, 
this would suppose God to encourage men to commit 
one sin to puiush anothor. The whole of apirituiil 
death consists in sin ; and when God threatens jbk as 
a punishment for tbe^fost sin, it miist aiippose an ant^ 
cedent cnme to precede the. first act of. rebellion; but 
diis was holiness. To cqnclnde that the second, third, 
or fourth act of transgression was to testify against fore- 
going acts of wickedness, or spnitnal death, would be 
for God to bear testimony agamsl one thieatemiig of his 
law by another threatening of the law.

If you preach delivmuios firom mtssry, it supposes that 
men aie subjeet to it by the sanction of a law, ia eon« 
sequenee of thnr sia; la thS^ day thou eatest tbeiedf 
thou shalt surely die," was the declaration of God to 
our first parents. The meaning is, that they were now # 
eocposed to eternal misery, or penal evil, that began to 
take place ; or that tlicy were under the curse of the 
law — that was the second death. " St. Paul says, that 
when the commandment or law came, sin revived, and 
I died. That is, he found lumsielf dead ; he found him- 
sdf under the ourse of the laW| aconding to the mfA- 
aid Ihreateaini^.*' We are not to suppose iSakX £e 
whole threatemng of the law was executed on bur first '

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parents, or on any other transgressor, in one day, or 
ever can be. There would then be the same objection 
against man's dying an eternal death, or against the 
ifareateuing of the law being completely executed in 
tnjr periocf of eternity, as tber^ is ia iU nojt being fully 
iBCQomplidbed in the very day of transgrearioiL* Tm 
tbreatenin^ would admit of^ a aubatitute inftajhct coo- 
aiatency inth^iTiae Teiacity . 'Wheoi aeqtiNiceis pasaad 
against a criminfli that he nnial surely die, yet, it theita 
can be a way found out that will equally secuie the dig- 
nity of the commonwealth without his death, all will 
justify the legislator in pardoning the offender ; yet it 
was proper to say, that in the day of his trial, according 
to the sanctions of the law, or veidict of the court, he 
Was a dead man* It was tha design of Godt in threat- 
ening our fifst parents, to'aecuie the honour and dignity 
of his eharaoter and govenunent; and if thia can be 
done as w«]l or better by accepting a sul^stitutey who 
darfe call his truth or veracity in question ? We are in- 
formed by the sacred pages that this is the case — that, 
through the Mediator, God can now be just to himself 
and the universe, and yet justify him that believeth in 
Jesus, Rom. iii.^ 26. But such as continue in unbelief 
and do not embrace the Meidiatort Mouun in a state oi, 
coodemnatioh, and aafost fsei the wagaa of ain, thai is» 
etemal death.

By unjuiit j^/casiires, and bad design, 1 con- 
clude you mean my opposition to the universal preach- 
er. Am, So far as the old gentieioaa's abiiity and in- 
fluence extend. 

Sir> yoii seem to be iuU of questions. To^ ask 
afsin» Will you repr^ient all those who ent^r .your 
pariA to preach Chnst, and him prucified, to be the 
servants <n the devil V* Am. No, sir, none but those 
who are sent by Iiim, and preach like him, Ye shall 
not surely die." - - 

Ac^^ain, "You will not contend that universalisni 
ought to be rejected merely because it is an ancieni 
doctriner?" Am* No, sir, but because it is a devilish 
doctrine. 

Since it seems so fashionable to ask questians» if it 
would comport with -modestyi I would ask a few* 
How came you to suggest, page 8, that I dai» not coUp 
fvnd vrith you on ftdr ground ? Is that the first repre- 
sentation of this kind you have made ? If such boast- 
inff is natural to you, why do you try to exculpate your- 
self from any thing of this sort in page 4 ? Sir, you 
well remember, that whiMi we delivered our sermons, 
I opened the door for a public discussion : I told you 
ana the congregation my objections against Your dis* 
course ; I bdieve the greater part of the people piesei^ 
were of your sentiment, but you wholly ne^^led to 
dispute vnth ine..

Sir, wfam 
is your benevolence 1 have you forgot your lovely ser« 
mem, that had nothing " corrosive f* Will you top^ 
ment your fellow-crealurcs before the time, and fill the 
mind with forebodings of some dreadful event, nor 
even siiL^gest what it is ? Whether it is to consist in 
assassiruUton^ (confiscation^ trmismigration, or conjurOf 
tionf 

You tell us that universal salvation wfts preached by 
God when he promised that the seed at the woman * 
should bruise the serpent's head. He pmabhad it by 
the bow ui the cloud to Noah. He preached it by 

promise to Abraham, saying, In thy seed shall all na- 
tions of the earth be blessed, lie preached it to Isaac, 
and Jacob," &c. Here I must say, ahnost in the lan- 
guage of a late whter/ You axe possessed of the

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most retentive memory of any person I ever heard of, 
or else you are the most extraordinary conjurer the 
•arth baa ever produced. Either you must have exist-

Sir, the poem supposes^ and I pretend to make odwm 
beKere, mat mnvenalists preach, that if men lie, nmr-- 
dety steal, commit adubery^ kitt fh/M^eheB^ &€., yet 
they will finally escape hell, and be eternally happy. 
This I own to be the burden of the poem — and this 
is the burden of universalism — and the doctrine ought 
to be a burden, and a great burden, to all who love 
God and tlie souls of men, because it confronts every 
dictate of Scripture aaad counnon aense.

auTOOae ymt or 'any other preacher, jteU people- they 
will go tO' heaven in their sina— this would be to gla- 
ring uuLt'em Satan would not preach so— W to tell 
sinners that they shall aH finally be savod from sin and 
misery is going contrary to Scripture, and encouraging 
men ill transgression. You add, " I will not pretend 
to say that such eliaracters as yourself may not have 
caused some uninformed persons to believe that iini- 
versalists held to such absurdities — do not believe 
yoi» have that idea yourself and why should you wish 
ta deceive ? you must be accoantaUe." Sir, I woold 
just in<](inr^ if the ^character you have gimi«ma in 
your epistle be a. just one, why did you depart firdmr 
the rule you prescribe in page 6, where you reprow 
me for being mlluenced by such as do not speak the 
truth ? You say it is among uninformed persons that 
I am believed. It appears by your writing that you 
are not among those uninformed persons. We never 
•had but one . personal interview. I preached a -short 
sermon before you, which ' the public are aoquamtad 
with. You refua^ to say a wtm to mei or answer a 
mngle question \ yet your information is so great diat;* 
you are able to say just what you please* How Ust 
your peculiar wisdom and skill [conjuration] may serve 
to exculpate you, is not for me to say, as I am ignorant 
of it. 

Nothing can appear more evident than that the meas- 
ures you have taken to vindicate the character of tka

See that yoo do not preach iot JUtky biere; we are 
Tety prone to be cau^ in- this snare. *^ Good adfice 
tm do you no faarm^^ 

I close with a word of advice. 

Reverend sir — You tell me " in the fear of God that 
you are not an enemy to me or any other person 
thai you wish me happiness, 6lc. But why need you 
tell me this ? I have just been reading your bmevolerd 
epistle. You say, Uood advice can do me no hasm.'^ 
SiTy I think it has not. Periiaps you esteem me m 
debtor to you for your very friendly admpnition, ^\ good 
advice can do you no harm.'' Beware of cballenffing 
others to dispute with you, and boasting that they " dare 
not conleiid with you on fair and open ground" (Epis- 
tle, p. B), and that you "want to find an antagonist" 
(Epistie, p. 5). Should you ever be overtaken in this 
matter, don't deny it. "Good advice can do you no 
harm." J^eware pomfosity ; we should carry low 
sails on this tempestuous sea. Oood advice can do 

Eu no harm.^ Learn to distinguish between beneDO* 
ICS and fi^drnjoUnce^ and make no great pretence to 
the foimer unless you are jmtty conmlent you have it 
and act it out. " Good advice can do you no harm." 

In your next epistle, should you find nothing to em- 
ploy your pen about but personal invective and matters 
that vou know notln'nsr about, try, according to voiir 
jproause, to use a little more candour, and not be quite 
SO unmercifiil* ^ Good advice can do you no haxm«"

doctor, I diink I had mu<^ better pay the debt." 



As he providentially met a clergyman who had re- 
cently returned from a tour in the northern part of the 
itate, preaching fabe and pemidoos doctrines; he said 
to him, You have been out on aprcadung tour, 1 un- 
derstand \ and what success do you meet with ?' W< 0, 
good succesSy anr, very good luccesft-^great aucoesSy'* 
replied the clergyman; "the devil himself can never 
destroy such a cause.". Mr. Haynes instantly replied,

The late P^oyal Tyler, chief justice of Vermont, 
when on his circuit at Rutland, frequently spent an even- 
ing with Mr. Haynes, of .whose talents and principles 
he ever expressed himself in terms of the highest ad- 
nucatkm. He often entertained his £unily and ^ends, 
on his return home, with anecdotes, strikingly fflustrap 
tive of Mr. Hayaes's quickness of perception and reply. 
The two following wiU furnish a specunen 
Happening one day .to pass by the open door of a 
room where his daughters and some young friends were 
assembled, ho thought, from what he overheard, they 
were making too free with the characters of their 

neighbours ; and after tlieir visiters had departed he 
gave his children a lecture on the sinfulness of scandal.

But when 
an diese things were accomplished, and he seemed as 
much indisposed as ever, they became unpatient, and 
sent a deputation to Mr. Haynes, desbhsg him to par> 
suade the doctor to get imarried.'

Mr. Haynes being invited 16 sdemnize a marriage m 
a neighbouring t^wn, and havmg completed the cere- 
moii J, &e young and laAer ignorant bridegroom said lo 
him, "What,- sir, is your usual compensation?* Mrr 
Haynes humorously replied, " This depends entirely 
upm die parties ; if they are prondniig and xeqpeota* 
ble, we of course receive a liberal reward ; but if they 
are what we call poor Liangs, but little is expected.''

As Mr. Haynes was tntrdling in the State of Ter* 
BMnt, he fen in company with a person of infidel prin^ 

ciples. He soon discovered himself to be an unpiin- 
cij^ed scoffer at religion. In the course of converse* 
tion he denuoided of Mr. Haynes what evidence he had 
for believing the Bible. "Why, sir," answered Mr. 
Haynes, the Bible, which was wntten more than a 
thousand years«ago, infonni me that I shouU meet just 
such a man as yourself." — "But how can you show 
that ri returned tiie caviller. **Why, sir, the Bible 
eays, 2d Pet iii., 3, ' In the last days scoflbra shatt

On the Sabbath, lie selected a subject suited lo the 
occasion of his restoration to his labours. The text 
was Rom. xiv., 8 ; For whether we IWe^ we lire^uiito 
the Lord; and whether we die, we die unto the 
Lord ; whether we live, therefore, or. die, we are the 
JLtord'a." In this sermon his own tfaon^ts and feehng* 
. seem to have been an aflfecting illustration of the senti- 
menu of the aposlle. I nught," said, he, I mi|^ty 
H it was'not t<k> mbch like pieachiiig se^, i^jdy tha 
subject to my own case. It has pleas^ God to bring 
me from the borders of the grave. Strange to reflect, 
that I stand this day in the mi(lst of yon,, as one raised 
from the brink of death. I am convinced that a sick 
bed is no place for repentance^ It was reliance on the 
merits of the Saviour diat supported me. Had I a 
thousand souls, I would venture them on turn. ^Tfs for 
your sakes that I am spared. I have no desire to live 
ior the sake of living to Aelf. But to God wonki I do* 
vote aH my life. 'Tis by your prayers diat I am do* 
livered to you, and 0 that you would pray that my 
spared hfe may be wholly devoted to his service*'* 

It is not improbable that Mr. Haynes, during his 
ministry, preached as many as six hundred fimeral sev* 
mons. His labours among the. bereaved were often 
quested in neij^bouring towns, especially on distin- 
guished occasions. He was in the habit also of im- 
provmg such disp^isatioiis of Providence for the h^ae&l 
-of his .own people, by preaching on the oecasion of 
the death of eminently useful men. The following 
sermon will present a spechnen of his talents and apt- 
ness in this respect..

Men are generally disposed 
lo crowd etenuil realities from them, and put far away 
the .evil day. Having the last week heard of the sad- 
den death of the Rev.* Dr« . Swift, which t consider, 
speaking dStiex the manner of men, a greater loss to die 
CRureh than cooH )m^e taken ^aoe in the death of It 
single individual in this stale; and having lately had so 
agreeable an interview with him, it has hxed my mind - 
80 intensely on eternal realities that I lound some diffi- 
culty in turning my attention on any otiier subject. 

It? ever the sentiment in my text wa,j» {»ockimed in 
powerfiit and significant langoage, it is in this alarmii^ 
dispeofudicii of -Diviiie providence; The Urn ^ 99 / 
d^foirtm'e is at luindL 1 . 

St. Paul .wrote this epistle after his last confinement 
at Rome, about nine years after the former, and a little 
• before his death, as niUmated in the text. Although the 
exact time of onr death is fixed by tlie unalterable pur- 
pose of God, Job vii., 1 ; xiv., 5, yet this moment to us 
js uncertain. We are not to suppose that Paul under- 
stood this.; but by what he coiud discern by the con- 
duct and temper of his envies, he concluded that his 
exit was near. Analuseoosy which is rendered • dep&«> 
ture, signifies *^lo return home ; to weigh or loose aa*' 
ehor; to change our jdace. It is a m^pb«r taken 
from mariners, importing the sailing from one port to 
another. Death is, as iL were, ilie unfolding tl^e net, or 
breaking open the prison door by which iJ^e soul was 
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htXoBt deteiia^ in a kind of Ihnddoin*'*— *Se« LeigVs 

Critiea Sacra. Paul expiteted td.live in a future stale, i 

and that death was not an eternal sleep, but that a 
crown of glory awaited him beyond the grave. That 
we ought to live in the constant expectation of death, is 
the point to which our attealion i& particularly called on' 
tiiepresent occasion. 

The nature and impart€mc€> fd the duty wil| be coiv- 
atdeied. There are many people who^ though they 
have the cleanast intimatioiis-that they 0iu«t die, yet do 
nei expect it. Every agq <^ the wond affords us pain^ 
fid examples of the .trutii of this obsenration. Dea& 
often comes and finds us sleeping. Many no doubt 
will go into eternity within one hour, that have no ex- 
pectation of dying for years yet to come. Some of 
vou who are now present will doubtless die within a 
few weeks, who are not looking for such an event. 
Many of yen iuive more worldly schemes akejady laid 
out than you can accomplish to the day of your death. 
FoUow men lb their death-bed, and you wiU generally 
find thai death is an unwelcoine ana une]|qp{ecied vies- 
sen^. Who those are that Uto in the expectation of 
death, is a question of serious importance. 

People wiio expect to die will have their thoughts 
much on tlie subject, as one who is abotit to remove to 
a great distance will thjnk and converse much about 
the matter. Job called Xlie grave lus house, and made 
his bed in the darkness; and said to corruption, Thou art 
my father, and to the WQEnii Thou.srtmy mother and my 
sister* , The man who considers tlut the time of lus 
depiorture is at band, will not lie omch elated with snU 
lunary objects. Of whatever importance they may be 
to others, yet to him they are of little consequence, as 
he is just ready lo leave them. 1 Cor. vii., 29, 30, 31. 
"But this I say, brethren, the time is short. It remain- ! 
eth, that both they that have wives be as though they 
had none ; and they that weep, as though they wept 
not ; and they that rejoice, as though they rejoiced not; 
. and they, that hvof, a9 though they |iossessed not ; and 
ttiey that use Una voddf as nol abusing it; for the 
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fashion of this world psMeth away." Neitker proqw* 
itj nor adrerrily will much affect him who oipacti 
OYOij hour to come to the end of liii jowneyi or ckee 
his eyes on thmgs bdow* 

^Ilie man- who expects soon to remofe, will ham his 
mind much taken up with the couniry to which he is 
going, lie will inquire about it, and form as much ac- 
quaintance with it as possible ; he will attend to the geog- 
raphy of it, aTid Will have it much in his conversation ; 
will wish to know how it is like to fare wilh him whoa 
he arrives theie. The dying man, who acto in di^iacter^ 
will read the Word of God— ikat informs us about eter- 
nal things will endeavodr to obtain a loMiwledge of 
the heavenly state— of its hwi^ inhahhaiilSy ml employ- 
ments. He win look upon the thmgs that are not seen 
—that are eternal. 1 Cor. iv., 18. And his coavcisa- 
tion will be in heaven.

A man that adopts the sentiment in my text will set 
immediately about the work of preparation for death, — 
will, without any delay, set his house in oider. Being 
struck with a sense oi the shortness and uncertainty of 
hfe^ he will summon eveiy faculty of his soul to the 
most vigorous exertion in tms >ieat wc«k ; will do with 
his mig^t vHiat his hand findetit to do : he will ttot'tmt 
off that work until to-morrow that should be attended to 
to-day, since he knows not what a day may brm n; forth. 
He will pay a diligent attention to liie means of grace. 
Prayer, rcadnig, meditation, and attending religious in- 
stitutions, will be matters of serious unportance. When 
men are apprehensive that they are drawing near the 
eternal world, they commonly have very different views 
of many external duties that they despise in iajm-ti 
health. Visits from niinisleTS ana |»oasMeii^ 
and religious conversation, now appear valuable.* The 
man that really expects soon to die, Uke Paul m the 
text, will be solemn, serious, and honest ; will not trifle 
with sacred things ; but will act in view of a judgment 
to come.

SmIabW to imbibe fSoM semiiu t nt wobid have « ' 
bappy innodnce on usan eveiy deparMent of life m 
BuniBteia and people, parents and eliildmi, friends and 
neighbours: ' We should lay hold of e?^iy opporlnmly 
to admonish, reprove, and instruct. Did we consider 
on all occasions that it is more tlian possible that we 
are gxvmg our last and dying advice, would it not make 
a ^eat alteration as to the manner of our addresses? 
Keepmg death at too great a distance tends to oa^ke us 
cold and indifferent about the things of reKgrion. It is 
<rften the oceasioil of that foolish ^sting «m levi^, ift 
which we are* too prone to indtdge |-tna leaden our 
mits amonig our finends so irerybima, and tame our 
€ORTersalion on subjects of no importance. Were it 
constantly sounding in our ears, The time of my de- 
parture is at hand f it would liave a salutary inlluence 
on our conduct, and others would derive unspeakable 
advantage from it. I might further add, as an incen- 
tive to the. duty under consideration, that to live in the 
constant ^iqpec^on of death is the msij my to ba fn^ 
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pared for it, and obtaui a victory over it. The reaaoa 
llMifc this enemy faroaka in, upon m with such teiror «nd 
surprise is, because we do not watch, or keep awake. 
WheA our Uaaaed Loni caUs iqxm ns to watch, he 
takea the metaphor from the aeDtineb that stand on 

fuard, or on IM watch-tower* The word signifies to 
eep awake. If we view dcalli at a great distance, and 
so tall asleep, siiuuid he come at such a moment, we 
fall an easy prey lo tlie king of terrors. On the other 
hand, do we stand looking for and hastening to the 
ooming of the Lord, with our loins girded about, and 
mn hghta burning, that, wbm Chriat shadl come and 
knock, We .may open imaoediately— we shall have the 
Ueaaedneaa of thoae serranta whom the Lord when he 
eomeOi- tlmJl find ab doii^;.

His usual calmness and fortitude of 
nund shone conspicuous in hia last moments, and 
aatoniahed ^spectators. In a word, the' mayritndfi and

la a jjarticnlar manner we ought to be excited to 
the utmost diligence in rcli^on, since our time is so. 
short, and since the seiUimeiU is so powerfully incul- 
cated .by the deaths of others with whoia we yesterday 
oonversed- ' 

The recent tnstaaoe of mortality speaks with tto 
much energy to be disregarded, ftaihaiis ecsoreely 
ever was tbeve a death in whieh we were mate ialei^ 
ested, or one in which God could have manifested 
equal displeasure agaiuht us. If so important and vir-- 
tuous a character could not be exempted, but must be 
called away suddenly in the midst of ins usefulness, 
may we not with propriety every day be looking out 
im death ? The situation in which God ia his porovi* 
4»nea had lately placed Dr. Swift, aad the leanMilt 
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MWCW iktX attended his ministerial labouzs among ik$ 
paople where he resided^ a&rded pleaaing proqpeet8» 
aiid proolised a long contiiiaance ; but, in a momenty 
'our azpecstationa are fraetrated 1)} Him who dettioyeth 
Ae hope'of man. The preacher hat not the Tanily to 
suppose that a commendation from him would add 
much weight to a character so well established among 
all who were acqnrunied with him. I have often 
thought, and repealed Iv mentioned in private conver- 
sation, that I never saw the description of a gospel 
mim^jeiv as liven in the woid of tiod, so illustrated ' 
and exeniphfied hj my penen aa in the life and char* 
actor of Dr. Swift. 

- Few ever attained a more tfaoroo^ aeqnamtanee 
vfWk diYinfty, or were to ciqMible of tuning the mys- 

tenes of the gospel. He appeared always ready to 
solve difficult passages in the Scripture and questions 
in theology. I believe numbers in the ministry are 
ready^o Rcknowledge that many miporlant ideas on 
this subject they have obtained throuffh bis instrument 
tality. Affability, Christian zeal, and firmness in the 
fundamental principles of religion, were diatingaishing 
trails in hia character* Tfaeae thincn I thought ahone 
more conapicuotia in him than usual at our hat meet- 
ing. His benevolence and hospitality often astonished 
those who came under his roof. Those who had lasic 
for plain, instructive, experimental preaching, greatly 
admired his public performances. His attachment to, 
and exertions in, the missionary interest were great : I 
have often thought to the prejudice of hia health, espe« 
daily of late* About the last cooTemtion I had wii^ 
him was <m tho Mdbject of noissions* He requested bm» 
to go to a place at some distance to preach, as he had 
•given the* people previous encourwement I toM him I 
was pre-engagedh^e replied, " It will not do to neg-> 
lect them, I must go myself." But few churches in 
this state, on this side of the mountain, but owe much 
of their present prosperity, under God, to Dr. Swift.

CHAPTER XL 

MR. UAYMSS'S LABOURS BEYOND TU£ LIMITS OP HIS 

FAJUSH. 

It is no easy task to estimate the ameutit of good 
effected by die mimaiSm of Christ, especially by those 

pastors whose labours are abundant beyond the bounds 
of their re^[>^tive societies* It is indeed a piifilege 
of inestimable werdi to be the instnunent of building 
up a single church, and of witnessing revival after re- 
vival, in which many smners are converted to God and 
gathered into die church. Mr. Haynes was not ad in- 
^ulatCi^ individual; whose influence wa^ limited to pa* 
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had more calls to labour as a preacher at funerals aiui 
on fl||pecial occasiaDB than any othor mimster in tho lo* 

As his early days were spent in agrietiltural pursuits, 
be took much dslight in this kind of labour* The oxp 
penses of his niimenHis family and his hospitality re* 

quired that large portions of time should be employed 
in manual labour. He was o&en called from the &eki 
to Ae pulpit A young man, from the adjoining town 
pf Castleton, calhng to engage his services on a funeral 
occasion, was directed . to the lieid where he was k* 
bonring. The young gentleman wait accordingly, and 
meeting Mr. Haynes in his field-dress, and not suspect- 
ing him to be the preacher, said to hun, Can you tdl 
me, sir, where I can find Mr. Haynes f He Defdied, 
^ My name is Haynes.*— No," said the young man, 
^ I mean Mr. Haynes the preacher." — " 1 tiy to^preaek 
sometimes,'* said Mr. Haynes. 

He was ready at a moment's noUce lo exchange his 
field garments for a clerical but pl^ aUire, and to 
stand as !"the legate of the skies^ among deeply-af-* 
flicted mourners. 

In 1804 he was appomted by tlie Connecticut Mis- 
sionary Society to laboor in the destitote sections of 

Vermont. In 1809 he was appointed to a smular ser- 
vice .py the Vermont Missionary Society. A mmute 
joniti^ of these missionaiy toon wmld famisk mate* 
rials for the historian, instruction to young missionaries, 
and improvement to all. In that early period of home 
misstons a wide field was oecnpied by a rin^e missioii* 
ary, and the labours of a few weeks were distributed 
among a number of destitute churches. A single tet^ 
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iBMrtigli the- iintiriiig diligence of Kr. Haynes, u mil 
as hia aptBess at onginai and amusing reuiaiks* TraT^ 
eUiBg in the nortfaem parts of Vezmonty at a ■ ea a o n 
mkuL the bnaineae of the bvabandman vae ftmting, 

'but the business of the missionary infinitely more so^ 
ht aent fonraid anappointznenl.to preach a Btumoa m 
die moicing of a week day. On iua arrival at the 
place he was extremely grieved to learn that liis lec- 
tttie had not beoa properly ootitied, and that soioe jo£ 
the people had come to the conotuakn that they could 
.not find time to attend a religious meeting. Can't 
find time to go^o meeting?'' said Mr. Hayncs; ''do 
people ever die here in fit* Albana? / mmiimr Aow 

they can find time to die /'* 

In,ecclesiasticai councils, he was sought by churches 
Mar end xemete. He attaided about fifiy-ocdiaatiena, 

and in many instances was the appointed preacher. In 
cases of difficulty and division, hts m^uence, couAselt 
I and peayera vreva blessed to the lealoiitiott of peeoe^n 

. the churches. 

. In one of the remote caches in Vermont, a patniul 
difficulty originated between two im>DiH)ent inonbeii, 
which soon destroyed all Christian fellowship, and di- 
^vided the churcii into parties. Neither the measures 
adopted the discrpet meoA^few nordM 
. advice of several successive cmmcilai had effiy^ted a 
reconciliation. The dissension became more aUpmii^. 
M length, it was xesolved to call.e cpoocil £rom distant 
. dborchea. The council convened aoondingly, and the 
. Reverend Mr. Haynes was chosen moderator. Having 
1 4MCKtained the iacts in the caas^ ^ moderator addreas- 
e^lb^pixties m 'a phin, coitf:^^ 
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vit6d tbein to retmi tod Mttle the difficuhjr. Thsf re* 

tired, but soon returned with unsubdued hearts and de- > 
termined looks. The moderator perceived the deep- 
rootad difficulty, and fell the importaiice of plain and 
faithful deaUng. He arose and observed, "That we 
have all gone out of the way; that we all fail in living, 
up to the Chrialian' profession; that we often stand in 
the gap, and stop poor sinners from entering the king- 
dom of Christ. Oh! how important it must be for 
Christians to be acttYe. How painful the thought that 
the Redeemer should be wounded in the house of his 
iriends ! Our time is short. What we do we must do 
quiekly. Reason, experience, religion instruct us to do 
all in our power to administer comfort to those wlio 
abuse us. If thine enemy hunger, feed him ; if he 
thirsti give him drink, for in so doing thou shalt heap 
coals of fire upon his head. Forghre from the heart 
those who trespass against you. Oh, let us strive to 
make those who abuse ns happy as we can while we 
live; for, if they do not repent, they must finally be 
pierced to the heart with an und]riiig agQDy» Wha^t is 
life but death to him that destroys not bis passions. 
With a bruised and humble heart, do, my friends, over- 
come these evil passions. Fprgive one another — then 
the dear Ugbt of the Divine favour will illumjnale your 
souIb.'^ 

At this distance of time, only a very imperfect sketch 
of whal was then said can now bagiven. Many of the 
beautiful illuslratioiis and happy turns it expression, 
for which Mr. Ha)mes was distinguished on special oc-i 
casions, are now lost from the memory ; but they word 
not lost on the parties concerned in these unduruMiaA 
divisions. 
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Tiie "effect of tiuB a&ctionate and solemn appeal waa 
indaKxihaUy .h^ppy* Wben the. mgdmior okMied Ui 
pemaiks, the p«rtie« wei^ ' melted wiUi tenm.

In 1814 Mr. Haynes attended the session of the 
- Geoeral AssociaUoa oi Connecticuty as a delegate irom 
die Oe&eval ConTentioii of miniilm in Veimont. On 

his way to Fairfield, the place of meeting, he visited 
the city of New-Haven, where he lingered a day or 
two^ to enjoy an intemew' with the Rev. Dr« Dwiglit^ 
the highly distinguished president of Yale College. 

On his arrival, it was announced that the Rev. Mr. 
R«3^es, t>f Vermont, wouU preach in ihe BliM.Cfawch ; 
and at an early hour the house was filled. Mr. Haynes 
waa introduced into the pulpit, and being very desirous 
to eee Dr. DmighX, he carefully watched every person 
who entered in the garb of a clergyman, to see if he 
might be JDr. H wight, whom he had then never seen. 
One came in» and another, and another, and he asked 
himself— Can that man be Dr. Dwight? and he men- 
tally answered — no, no — for several ia succession. At 
length there entered a gentleman whom he prononnced 
mihesitatingly to be Dr. Dwight, and when he saw him 
ascend the pulpit stairs he was sure he was right. 

How did yon feeV* said one to him afterward, ^ when 
you found you were to preach before Dr. Dwight T 

Oh," said he, " I learned long ago not to fear the face 
of day**^ 

^ llat sermon,'* says Prafesaor SilUman, of Tale 
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College, it wa« my pleasure to hear. It was preached 
to a fiill audience, in the old Blue Church, as it was called 

(formerly Dr. Edwards's), on the northeast corner of the 
public square. I well remember the text — which was 
in Isa. 4t; * What could have been done more to my 

vineyard that I have not done m it ^ Wherefore, when 
I looked that it should bring forth grapes, brought it 
forth wild grapes.' The doctrine obviously flowing 

from this remarkable passage was illustrated and en- 
forced by the preacher with dignity an4 feehng, and 
hhr I doubt not, a happy influence upon the audience, 
both as regards the important truths illustrated, and the 
capacity and piety of the preacher." 

An inteUigent and highly respectable lady, who was 
then at a boarding-school in New-Haven, and was 
present at the evening meeting, has kindly ^mshod 
the following communication.

Dear Sir, 

It would afford me great pleasure could I communis, 
cate any thing thatVomd be of service lo you ccmcmi- 
ing the estimable man of whom you are preparing a 

memoir. When I saw him I was but a child of ten 
years. I then heard him preach at New-Haven. • • ^ 
His appearance, the simplicity of his manner, I shall 
ever remember with interest. I recollect that in the 
course of his sermon he broke out in soinething hke 
die following strain of remark : — " A good lady has 
been on a visit this afbmoon, — have you had a good 
visit, madam — ^ Oh yes, a chaimmg visit**— And 
did you converse about the Lord Jesvm Christ f*-^^ Oh 
no, we did not say any thing about Christ." — " What !" 
he exclaimed with emphasis, " a charming visit, and 
not a word said about the Lord Jesus, the Saviour of 
sinners ?" From this he went on to speak of the in- 
difference and guilt of Christians, in neglecting to con* 
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verse about the Saviour. This has occurred to my 
mind hundreds of times in later years, and I trust it 
has been and ever will be a salutary lesson to me. 

About the same time he pteached before the General 
Association of Connecticut, in one of the towns west 6f 
New-Ha^tt, My fathet* heard him on both these oo 
csamons. I have often heaid him spoak of the latter as 
an interesting season. Mr. Haynes at that time related 
an anecdote whic h lias since bcea frequcnliy published, 
**A lady, ^vho was fond of gayety, spent the whole 
afternoon and cvemng with a party at cards, and other 
vain amusements ; and, returning home late at night, 
£Dund her waiting-maid reading a religious book. She 
cast her ejenpon the bodi:, and read the word ' etenii^»' 
at the same time reproachmff the girl for reading suck 
Apom books. After retiring to rest, she was over, 
heard py the maid^servant groaning and weeping. She 
went to her mistress, and inquiring what Avas llie matter, 
*0h,' said she, Uhat word — lhat awful word, eternity 
This was related in such a manner as to make a deep 
impression.

Rbt. and tbry dear Sir, 
* * I had heaxd much of Mr» Haynee from my 
earliest lemembrance, especially from my mother^ who 
was a great adiiiirer of lus preaching ; but I nerer saw 
him tin 18149 when he attended the Geimal Associsp 
tion of Connecticut, as a delegate from the churches 
of Vermont. I was then pastor of the church in Fair- 
field, and the Association met there lliat year. It was 
our privilege to receive Father Haynes (for so we re- 
garded him), with other members of that body, as an 
inmate of our own house« Though mv time was very 
much taken iip» as you know is unaycodabie uode^ such 
eoeumstances, my zeooUections of him are Teiy dis» 
tinct. He was exceedingly simple and childlike in his ' 
mamiers— sociable and shrewd in his obsenrations 
upon men and things, but rather inclined to keep him- 
self ill the back-ground, notwithstanding the marked 
attention he received froin ail the brethren. His |)ray- 
crs in the family were characterized by great humility 
and spirituality, and his conversation was highly edify- 
ing. It was evident that he had been a dmgent stu«* 
dent of tlic Bible, and that he had an uncommon knowl- 
edge of theae things which the " Holy Ghost teacli* 
eUi** 

Everybody, of coarse, was anxious to hear htm 

preach, and none so much as the eiffhty or hundred 
ministers, including Dr. Dwight, who attended the 
, Association. With a good deal of reluctance he con- 
sented ; and I believe I may say with truth, that our 
expectations were mora than answered. According to 
the best of my lecoUectioOi he used no notes, bat sfMke 
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with freedom and correctness. His sermon was rich 
in Scriptural thought, pcrtuincd with l^olv unction, and 
abounded with sinking illustrations. It was from that 
interesting passage in Isaiah, " Look unto me and be ye 
saved, aii the ends of the earth." Some of his closing 
r^macksy- nB I well remembery produced a powerful 
effect upon the great congregation. He had been rep- 
resentiiig the aiirner as in the last stages of spiritual 
disease — just Teadj to sink down in death and despair 
— unable to help himself^ but yet capable of looking to 
the Lord Jesus Christ for help. How affecting is 
such a condition ! but it is not hopeless ! " It is," said 
he, **as if a child was so very sick a? not to he able to 
go to his father, nor even stretch out his hand for help, 
nor to speak a word, but merely to look. Such an 
imploring look the father understands perfectly, and all 
his bowels of compassion are moTed within hinau So 
it is with the dying sinner; as long as he can look 
there* is hope. Let him look^to.Chnst hy an eye of 
faith in his greatest extremity, and he shaU be saved." 
It was so unexpected, and there w^as so much of truth 
and nature in it, that I believe I may literally say, 
hundreds were melted into lears.

It was a sage remark of Rev. Robert Hall, diat 

the Christian ministry is in danger of Ipi^iog sometiung 
of ita toergf wad sandity by embarkiog on the aUmny 
element of political debate." In the moat inteieatiDg 
period of the life of Mr. Haynes, there was an inter- 
ruptioQ of tbe Ueaaed effecta hia- minialehal labom 
dirough the infiaeoce of Tiolent political contnnreray. 
The impression made throughout the United Siatcy by 
die late war with Great Britain waa that nearly 
every £reeman was identified with one or the odier of 
the two great parties which then divided the nation. 

It will be remembered that in ear^y Hfe Mr. Haynea 
took the fidd aa a common soldier in defence of hia 
couiilry. A iiuiid like his, which had been iinbued with 
the spirit of the American revolution, could not eaaily 
rest in neutrality while great and conflicting intereats 
were apparently rending asunder the nation for which 
he had iought. In principle he waa a disciple of Wash* 
ington. The State of Vermont waa early agitated by 
the measures of the national government. The spirit 
of party rapidly ripened into a sjiuit of deeply-rooted 
and mM(uencIiable rancour. Mr. Hajmes was invited 

to preach on pnliiiral occasions, and in some instances 
to ^ive^his sermons to the public Uirou^ llie medium 
of the pitBss. He tMed sometimes almit p<^itics, and 

probably vviLii a keenness and saic^ijui which were felt, 

P 
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Hit talents wad influence he consecrated to sastam the 

views of the immortal Washington ; and the keenness 
of his satire oiien ieli upon unprincipled parasilesi wh^l« 
ever might be their political creed* 

In one of his published discourses he has the follow* 
ing paragraph ; — A dissembler is one proud of ap- 
plaus^-r-will adYertise himself for office-*^dazzIe the 
pnUiG mmd with high pretences, like aspiring Absalom, 
*0h that I were made judge in the land, that every 
roan that hath any suit or cause might come unto mi^ 
and I would do him justice P Such derotees to ap« 
plause and hypocrisy will, even when the destinies of 
their country are at stake, be to a commonwealth what 
Arnold was to American freedom, or Robespiene to • 
French Republic.'* 

Political excitement inteixupted the harmony which 
had subsisted between pastor and peof^ in West Rut^ 
land. In some instances Mr. Haynes expeiienccd un- 
kindness, and even abuse, from unprincipled men. 
From such tiials, howerer, it was always his fehcity td 
come forth as " gold tried in the fire." An unprincipled 
man, overtaking him m the highway, accosted him in 
the style of rude imper tin ence and abuse, as fbUgws 
^ Mr. Haynes, have, you^ heard the scandalous repetts 
that are abroad about you ?"— ** I have heard nothing,'* 
rephed Mr. Haynes, yeiy calmly. ^ 

The man proeeeded to stale the evil reports, Aeging 
ihal ilu y were true, using profane and abusive language. 

You see,", continued he, " what a disgi^ th^ have 
brought upon your character P Mr. Haynes, in the 
s])iiiL of liis Master, **when he was reviled, reviled not 
again — when he suffered, threatened not." Ho passed 
on silently till he reached gate of his own house, 
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wbm he tinned to peneontor md leid to faim— 

^ Wall, Mr. y you see what disgrace my conduct 

has biought upon mCi according to your account. I 
want you to take warning from me to forsake your e?il 

course, aixi llius save your own character from dis- 
grace." Thus they parted. The next day. he came tQ 
him with humble aduiowledgmenis, saying, was 
wron^ ! T was wrong ! I ask your forgiveness.'* 

The trials which ministers are often called to expe* 
lienca are ordered in wisdom^ and designed to brighteo 
their Christian graces. Hence, said the apostle, " We 
glory in tribulations also» knowmg that tribulation work* 
«th patience, and patience experience, and esqperience 
hope, and hope maketh not ashamed.'^ 

the subject of this memoir, at a season of great 
party excitement and political pfareosy, was wounded 
in his feelings or his good name, it was only to shed a 
lustre around las Chrislian cliarucler.

Mr. Haynes was a discreet observer of "the signs 
of the times," W Inle reasons of weight pleaded for 
his continuance with his beloved ebmch in West Rut- 
land, others of greater weight seemed to call for his re- 
movalr Upon prayerful dehberation, he felt iumself 
gOTYemed by the indications of Providence in riequesting 
a dismission from his pastoral charge. 

Accordingly, on the 29th of April, 1818, a council 
was eouTened, and the pastomd relation by mutual coo- 
seot was dissohredt lliemult ^of copncU doses with 
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the following ample testimonial: — "We do cheerfully 
xecommeod the Reverend Lemuel llayne* as a tried 
and fidtfifiil minister of Jeina Christ*'' 

The parting scene was deeply painful, both to the 
pastor and many of the people. He had takea them by 
llie hand in their uufsncyy and l|d>oored day and night 
with tears to promote their hiehest interests for both 
worlds. He had met them m the sancluaty^ the prayer- 
meetingy and the confeienee-rooiii, and with great fidel- 
ity directed them m the way of sahratton. He had 
been their comforter in the chambers of sickness and 
<rf death, and in jKrocessions to the. field of gnnres." 
In seasons the most deeply impressive and interesting, 
when the people were moved by the Holy Ghost " as 
the trees oi the wood are moved by the wuMi,'' he was 
to diem ^tlie messenger tit the Loid of hoels.^ A 

great part of the church were his spiritual children. 
He had gatherod more than three hundied into the 
dnueh under his paatond care, and had seen the par- 
ish rise under his mlluence and labours to a btate of 
high respectability.

, Long and pamful experience evinces this truth, that 
the present world is a state of suffering : its iidhience 
is as extensive as the inhabited globe. The fall of 
man points out its commcncenient and duration. No 
a^e^ country, or character can plead exemption. The 
gifts, grace, and inspuration of the great anostle of the 
Gentiles could not deliver from dds calamity. He 
could recapitulate scenea of distieaa as well as antici* 
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pate troubles yet to come. EphesuB was the metrop- 
olis of what IS called the rilmor Asia; Paul visited 
il ia the year 63 — preached three years — but, on ac- 
count of dissensions and persecutions, departed and 
went to Troas, and from thence to Macedonia and Cor- 
inth. Proposing to embark for Syria at Cenchrea» 
which waf about nine miles from Corinth, on its east* 
em boundary, but fearing the Jews» wh«^ understands^ 
ing.hia couzBe, and that he was carrying money to Je» 
xusalem, which he had collected for the sainti^ lay in 
wait to rob and kill him,- he altered his course, and 
returned to Macedonia: visited many churches, and 
caaic to Miletus, several miles to the south, where he 
sent for the elders at Ephesus, that he might have an 
interview with them, to whom he gave the valedictory 
address contained in the cliapter from whence my text 
is selected. The people at Ephesus were acquainted 
with the peculiar trials of their former minister, which 
miffht excite sympathetic and distjpessing feelings, and 
pemaps tend to aishearten them m the cause of reli- 
gion« To fortify their minds i^nst such discourage* 
ments the holy apostle giyes mem to understand that 
be was not in the least intimidated 6r turned aside 
from advocating that cause in which he had embarked, 
but was still adhering to those important truths that he 
had heretofore inculcated at Ephesus aiid elsewhere. 
This sentiment is expressed in the heroic and ecstatic 
language of the words before us : " But none of these 
things move me, neither count I my life dear unto my- 
selfy so that I might £nish my course with joy, mi the 
ministry which I hare received of. the Lorn Jesua, to 
testify the gospel of the grace of God.** 

methojd I propose in illustrating the subject be- 
fore us ia, 

I. To show that run listers of the gospel receive 
their commission from the Lord Jesus Christ. 

II. Iliai they will jK>on accomplish th^ work and 
fijiish their course, 

. III. That wherever they go they may expect Xo 
meot with trials send suffiirinas* 
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IV. That they ought not in the least to fear or be 
moved from the path of duty by their trials, but perse* 
vere in their work. 

V. The faithftil ministry of the servants of Christ 
will terminate or issue in their great joy and satisfac- 
tion. 

Paul sajrs in my text that he reCisiTed it of the Loid, 
Jesus Christ, lite sanie apos^ is yery explicit on 
this subject, Gal. i., 11, 12: *^ But I certil^you, breth- 
ren, that the ffospel which was preached of me is not 
after man. For I neither received it of man, neither 
was I tanjrht it, but by the revelation of Jesus Christ.** 
Again, liom. x., 1 5, " How can they preach except 
they be sent?^^ — No manlakelli this honour imto him- 
seii but he that is called of God, as viras Aaron," Heb«. 

4. In the early periods of time, preachers of ri^te^ 
ousness were called and sent forth by the Almighty. 
In every succeeding age God has been carrying on lus 
woirk by the ministry dL men : such are callecl prophets, 
apostles, &c. It was through the instrumentality of 
gospel ministers that l)ie kingdom of the Redeemer 
was promulgated in the days of the Messiah, who 
gave them their commission, and sent them forth upon 
the important embassy, see Matt, x., 26;^ I.ukc x., 3. 
AlthuiiLrh primitive bisiiops were many of tlieiir called 
in a miraculous and extraordinary manner, yet this by 
no means suggests the idea that ordinary ministers do 
not receive' their commisnon from Goa, and are not 
equally sent by him. 

The appropriate names belonging to the ambassa- 
dors pf Ghrisf illustrate th& sentiment before ui. 
They are called stewalrds, servmts €f the Mast High^ 
angels^ ambassadors, &;c. These characters inrolve 
the idea of negotiating business for others, and of re- 
ceiving commission from them. Plenipoicniiaries are 
investeJ with full power to act by the court who seiuls 
them. Angels are sent from heaven to be minister- 
ing spirits on earth ; and so, in this sensCi bear a rela- 
tion to thn sorvants of Christ. 

The &ithittl mimsters of Christ mtt engagad'ift Ike 
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4«Qte ol God, and it Beepis tuiteble thst he should ap- 
point them. They are meMengere.sent on the King's 
eirand to transact business fot him» and receive their 
eonmasBion from ebore. They oome to peo^te in the 
of the Lord. The motives by which ine faithiiil 
ministers of Christ are influenced to enter upon their 
■work are not congoiu il witli the natural and carnal dis- 
positions ( f men; no wicked man, while in that state,- 
was disposed to be a pious preacher of the eospel ; so 
that, wlien any arc inclined, they are moved thereto by 
the Holy Ghost. When Paul engaged in this work he 
had to contend with a fleshly and selfish heart, did 
not confer with flesh and blood, Gal. i., 16« AU those 
natural, epiritnal, and acquired abilitiee that ministers 
possess ate from God-^-Hie directs outward drcnm- 
stances, by which a door is opened for their usefulness 
and laiprovement. When raul came to Troas to 
preach, he observes that a door was opened unto him 
cf the Lord, 2 Cor. ii., 12. The gospel ministry was 
an ascension gift of Christ, Ep}i. iv., 8. 

iaithful ministers derive strength from Christ to 
preach and discharge ministerial dudes* They are 
taught to go to him for help, and can exdaim m the 
language of a piouii pzjeacher, can do all things 
through Christ, who stren^eneth me,** PhiL It^ 13; 
who could say, '^The Lord stood with me,, and 
strengthened me.** 2 Tim, iv., 17. 

Ministers receive directions from Christ hmo and 
what to preach. They are to preach the preaching tliat 
God bids them. Jonah iii., 2. V^' dh plainness ! The 
trumpet is to give a distinct and certain sound. Thev 
are to deliver God's messages with eartiestness, under 
a feeling sense of the importance of their work* Jonah 
•was to cry against Nineveh. Isaiah was to cry aloudy 
and spare not ; and lift up Us Toice like a trumpet, &c. 
Those awfiilly betray their trust who deliver their dis- 
courses in a eoM, formal, and lifeless manner ; as though 
* death, judgment, and eternity, and the souls of men, 
were things to be trifled \vith. Paul could tell the 
eldaxa. of Bpbesus that he Imd mi »hmned to declare 
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unto tbem all the counsel o£ God, ver. 87; That iha 
had kept back nothing that W9m profitaUe unio thesQi 
ver. 80. . 

The servants of Christ are directed by him how long 

to tarry with a people. The dispensations of Divine 
providence dictated to- Paul, tiial aiier three yeari con- 
tinuance at Ephesus, it was time to leave ihein. He 
that sent forth primitive evangelists, gives them iiii.s di- 
rection, Matt. X., 14, 15 : " And whosoever shall not 
receive you> nor hear your words, when ye depart out 
of that house or city, shake oif Ibe dust of your feet. 
Verily I say unto you, it shall be more tolerable for the. 
laud of' Sodom arid Gomorrah in the day of judgment 
than for that city.'' Ver* 83 ; *^ But when they perse- 
cute jxm in this city, flee to another*^ Jeremtah was 
duccLcd by God to terminate his ministry among his 
people. Jer. vii., 17: There lore pray not for this 
people, ncillicr lift up cry nor prayer for them, neither 
make interci^^^siitn to me r for 1 will not hear thee. ' 
There was a lime when the ministry of Hosea with ' 
Israel was to cease. Ue is to let them aUme* Uoa. 
iv,, 1 7» 

The usefulness of a minister among a people may 
. iq[^ear to be at an end : this may be occasionea by the 
unfaithfulness of ministers, or ox people, or both ; there 
is criminality somewhere. It may be the case that 

people may make violent attacks on a minister's charac- 
ter, and do all they can to destroy his ii^fliience, and 
come forward with this hypocritical plea, " The man's 
usefulness is at an eiul and so rluak their wickr'-iji ess 
and deceit under liie garb of religion. The greai clam- 
our and hue and cry against the church and servants of 
Christ,, are from high pretences to sanctity ; and you will 
find that those who make the widest mouths in their 
Tocifisrations axe the most destitute of tirtue and re- 
ligion. 

IL It was proposed to show that ministers will soon 

accomplish their work and finish their course. Paul 
speaks in luy text of hiiishing his ^ ourse. We arc all 
ou a joumey, trayelling into another world. Tiiis is the 
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case with ministers m common with c^er men. They 
are not suffered U> continue by reason of death, Heb« 
vii., 23 They ruUfJly swiftly^ as the word 4ramcn sig- 
nifies. They hare an object in view, on which iheir 
attention should be fixed, even on the things that are 
STBRNAL." 2 Cor. iy., 18. 

The prophets, the apostles, and those eminent ser- 
vants of Christ wliu aiiuid U3 daily iiibtnicUoii, where 
are they ? Do they hve for ever? No : they ran their 
race, they have fimsiied their course, and their work 
on earth, and among the people once committed to 
their care, is come to a final end. St. Paul pursued 
his work with diligence and rapidity, like one in a race. 
He visited many places and planted churches. Seven 
towna in Italy — ^in Greece, nine^— in Syria, nine cities 
—in Aaia Minor, ten— in Asia, fifteen^— in Egyp^ three* 
He visited seventeen islands. Tie said that he wae 
converted on the 25th day of January, and baptized liic 
28lh. In nine years he had travelled 1926 miles. He 
had preached much in Arabia. In a second travel he 
\vc]]t 1744. His third wag 2154. His fourth was 
3396 miles. 

He travelled much more after this. St. Paul is sup- 
posed to have heen ahout 70 yean of age when m 
died.** He calls his life only a momrait ; that the time 
is short. The lives of miiiisters are often shortened by 
the trials they me^ with ; sometiines they are actually 
put to death for the sake of the gospel : they can say 
Wilh ibis holy apostle, " As dying, and behold we live ! 
as chastened, and not killed: as sorrowing, yet always 
rejoicing." The meiiiury of a Patrick, a Bcvcridnc, a 
Manton, a Flavel, a Watts, a Doddridge, an Edwards, 
Hopkins, Bellamy, Spencer, and Fuller, is precious to 
us ; but, alas ! we see ihem no more. No more in their 
Studies t no more the visitants xif their bereaved flock ; 
no more in their chapels or sanctuaries on earth. They 
have mn their ratpe, finished their course^ cmd are re- 
ceiving their revrard. Hieir successors in office- are 
pursuing them wiA ra^ speed ; and will soon, very 
y $uQu, accompliah their work. The labours of faithful 
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ministm are df fluit nature tlmt iobfaets lo pdliiKmsrjr 

and many diseases incident to public speakers. Jnstni* 
ments there arc on every side to hurry them to ihe bar 
of God, and put an end to their labours. That with 
proprieiy they may adopt tlic lanrrua^c cif dving Peter, 
** I must shortly put off iny tabernacle." JSmce 1 came 
to this sUte, which ia a UlUe .mof^ than thirty years, 
iwenty-seren ministers iiave died cm this side of thb 
Green Mountain, and forty have been diamiasDd from 
iheir people ; two lia (jbad in lUa buiying-yard, Paul 
Ured nin^ or ten yaarf after d^veriog hia farewell diih 
course. Moses conttnued his minklry far eighty yeaii. 
Noah for one hundred and twenty, Jeremiah thirty* 
two years. But how soon did they iiniih their course, 
and bid farewell to the world ! ■ 

III. Wherever ministers go, they may ffypfMTt tO 
a^et with trials and sufferings. 

This was what was taugtu Paul, by the Holy Gho^ 
as yoa will see in the two verses immediately prece*- 
din^ my text. And oow, behold I go bound m the 
apint Unto Jenis^qfv ^ knowii^ the things thai ahaR 
befaD me dieie : save .that the Holy Qhoal wilaeaaeth 
in eyery city, saying diat honds and affliatiom abide 
me." we are taught by the same spirit that 'tis through 
much tribiilalion we are to enter into the kingdom of 
God, Acts xiv., 22. Our blessed l.ord, when he«ent 
out liis disciples to preach, lets them ivuow that they 
went forth like sheep among wolves, Matth. x., 16« 
£zekiel's hearers were to bun as briers and thorm; 
as uncomfortable and tormenting as thoma and biieis 
lure, that tear and wound the flesh ; hedged up and aim* 
ed that he could Jiave no acceaa to their mhna or ioBxh 
ence among them. The wicked are compared to m 
hedge of tnorns, Prov. xv,, 19. God sajrs of people, 
" Behold I will hedge up thy way with thorns," Hos. ii-, 
6, It is the case wilh sinners, that they are so preju- 
diced against the doctrines of the gospel and the ser-. 
vants of Christ, that it is dangerous to come near them. 
What a sore complaint was made agamst Jeremiah's 

bear^ Jec, ix^ 9* . Tfar^ ^lOtgiiie ia m en aiiair d 
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^out ; It speaketh dioeit ; one ^peaketh peaceably to h» 
neighbour with hi» moothi but in his heart he layeth his 

. If we trace the diipensalions 'of Dhine providence,

fo. Paul went lu Arabia ; the Jews sought to kill him. 
[e went to Jerusalem, to Judca, to Syria, Cihcia, and 
moat of the countries of the Minor Asia- Hi^ suffer- 
ings increased upon him. A mmutc catalogue of them 
we have in the sketches he gives of hi& life, 1 Cor. iv^ 
10 ; he ohaerves, ".We are fools for Christ's sak^," An- 
iilher time he is so cunning and crafty that there was • 
JBO dealing wiA* him, S Cw. zii^ 19/ Paul suffered in 
his name or character. D^&ming hiin by propagating 
falsehood and lies was not uncommon, reople had the 
impudence and boldness even to affirm and slanderously 
report, that he and others said, " Let us dp evil that good 
may come," Rom, iii., 8. In Acts xvii., 18, he is called 
a babbler, ** The hahblcr is observed by the critit^s to 
be a term of the utmost contempt; in allusion to a ht- 
tie worthless chattering bird that used to pick up the 
seeds which were soatteied in the metfcet-place."-^ee 
Dr. Guyse on the plac^. They pretended he was a 
inaa who had picked up a few' scraps of learning in 
diflhrent fdaoes, of which he'wantea to make a show; 
and as one who was fond of hearing himself speak, 
even among those who had studied more than he had.** 
—Dr. Scott. " The toufjuc of a Terlnllus is uncom- 
monly eloquent (tliousfh more f^ifted in lymg, says one) 
when called to calumniate Paul before a Roman tribu- 
nal. He begins, says Beza, by a diaboUcal rhetoric 
and flattery, and ends witli hes." Acts xm. : ^ For we 
have found this man a pest^nt fellow^ and mover of

to scour oli all ai'ound. It is Ui^ed most coiniuonlv to 
denote the sweeping of the streets and stalls, which, 
being nuisances, are moved out of sight as quick ^as 
' possible."— Dr. Miuknight. 

1 Dr. Sicott observes, '^-They were held as the filth of 
the wofU, and neiiMe and loom <rf the earth* They 
were considered below contempt, or as\Wortfay of eiei^ 
cration as pestilence and utttsance ; who ought to be 
purged or extirpated out of society, as the common 
sewer carries away the filth and offscourings of the city 
to prevent infection and disease. Like luimaii victims, 
peculiarly mean and vile, offered to the infernal gods, 
with veb^nent esqpressioas oi abhorrence and execrap* 
lion.** 

Paul's enemies thought him to be the fruitful ponrce 
of their calamities, anaoMild thej only be rid of faqa 
^ir troubles woqU cease, «their gods would be al 
peace with them* The united ery was, " Away witln 
eucti a fellow from tlie earth, for it is not fit that he 
should Uve,^' Acts .v\ii., 22. ll was a periloiis event 
with this holy apostle when he was with ialsc brethren, 

2 Cor. xi., 26. Hear a detail he gives us of sulTerings : 
** In labours more abundant, in stripes above measure, 
in prisons more frequent, m deaths oft. Of the Jews 
five times r^iceived I forty strijpes save one. Thrice 
wta I beaten with rods, once was I stoned, thrice I 
' ■rff s ied shipwi«ok, a JsiifiA and a 4ay I hcte been in

It was not the least of his trials 
that those who professed friendship to him and the 
oanae o£ religion should turn trattoiSy and become his 
eosmieB. How paiafal wis the reflection of ihe pious 
e|mtle' to dunk ibil snaay of the C^l^tiens^ who but 
gl,Yen xecent eniTessittiB of CriendBibip to hio^, had so 
avfiiUy departed fimm the ttulhs of tbs gospel, end bo- 
come mimical to him T See his affectionate expostu* 
lations, Gal. iv. : " I am afraid of you, lest I have be- 
stowed upon you labour in vain. Ye know how, 
througii iiiiinnuy of the flesh, 1 have preached tiie gos- 
pel unto you at the first. And my lenipiation which was 
m my flesh ye despised not, nor rejected ; but received 
me as en angel oi God. Wlieie is ihen the blessed- 
oese ye spd&e of ? Hor J bear yoe record, that, if it bed 
.besa possible, ye would have pludasd out your own 
eyest^end bam given them to aee. Am 1 d^erefinre 
beeame your enemy, boeanee I teU yoa the UnMhf 
When Tindicating the cause of Grod against opposers, 
he complains that all forsook hina at iirst, 2 Tim. iv., 
16. When the professed friends of God forsake the 
ministers of Christ, it is attended with circu instances 
peculiarly ap^orravatini]^. The sweet counsel and com* 
m union they have taken together are now mtem^^ted— 
mutual confidence deetroyed — the parties exposed to 
pecnlbr temptations, whidi lenders it difficult to letfin 
ihit fsfgiTii^i spirit manifastod Jby the holy apoetlo 
wbm elT men fioraoek bim: ^1 pray God lluit ii may 
nol be laid to their ^g*.'' 

David, die man after iSod*^ own heart, was tried in 
this particular, Psal. Iv. : For it was not an enemy 
that reproached me, then I could have borne it — neither ^ 
was it he that hated me, that did magnify himself 

Ag/ujM met then would I have hMi myself from ium-r* 
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but it was thou, a man mine equal, my guide, and 
mine acquaintance. We took sweet counBdl together, 
and walked onto the hauee of God in company.'* Above 
•U, when the professoni of religion take sidee with the 
WolU apuoet the servants of Christ, they then steagth* 
die &tt(b of Ifae wiekad, and the SaYiour is woumU 
ed in the. hoiue- of his fnends^Wfaiefa must ezdte 
painful sensations in the hearts of fkithfiil ministers. 
'The history of the preaclieis ui the gospel, in every 
age of the world, allurds distressing evidence in proof 
of the point before us. The imprisoiimenl of a Ru- 
therford, a Baxter, the sutlerinfrs of a Manton, Flavel, 
Whitefieldy and their contemporaries, evince this truth, 
Aat opposition to the servants of Christ is not an aedp* 
deqtai things but thai it is coMsiual with the conup- 
tiottixr de|iiafity of thei human neait. 
^ Should our own exjpanenee, or the eonsciences of 
any present prompt them to declare in Amur of the 
sentiment that has engaged our attention, such evidence 
will be admitted without the imputation of perjury. 
To carry on their opposition aL^amst Paul, friendship 
to the 2:0 y pel, or to the doctrines lie preached, was 
pretended; that it was not reliirion or his preaching that 
excited their dissatisiisc^n, but the cbamcter of the 
man; alsd, oouU^iey be rid of him, they would be ad- 
vocates for the same senlimeBts. Tliis attachnaent to 
the cause of Chrisl was the motive by which they pr6* 
frased to be influenced. ' Th^ would thareftm employ 
and hear men who preached Christ, with a design to 
carry their point against Paul, and render lura con- 
temptible. Phil, i., 15, 16: "Some, indeed, preach 
Christ even of envy and strife ; and some also of good- 
will. Tiie one preach Christ of contention, not sin* 
eerely, supposing to add affliction to my bonds." 

III. The wretched and dan^^rDUs state ' of uncon- * 
verted sinners is another soince of distress to the 
fiudifttl serrants of Chiist: this caused greiH heavineas 
and continual sonow in therheart of Paul, Boml iz^ i. 
^The word is used to eiqsesB the torments of hell," 
says Mr. Leigh, in his Critica Sacra. The hisiory of

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Mosef , of Dtvid, and Am prophets, yea, of Ae Messed 

Saviour of the world, affords painful demonstration ia 
proof of the point under consideration. 

All gospel niinistcrs know experimentally, in some 
degree, the terror of the Lord, and are led lo persuade 
men, 2 Cor. v., 1 1. That man that does not appreciate 
tjie wiozth <tf souls, and m not greatly affected with theur 
dangoroai «taatipn» is not qualiiied for tl^ saoed 
office* It waa the saying oif ^ pioua iniDister« who 
ifoidd arise at nudnight and vetiie for prayer, '*HoiP 
can I rest, bom can i sleep, when so numy of my con* 
gregation are exposed every moment to drop into hell !" 
The ambassadors of Christ have been called to sacri* 
fice their property, ease, character, yea, their lives, for ■ 
the salvation of men's souls ; like Paul, suffer the loss 
of all thnigs, not counting their lives dear unto them; 
beinff driven from town lo town, and have no ceitain 
dweUing^ollwe, l^C». iv^ 11. Tbe.iwuitak or ie<i 
tens mm lo die apostle ifor hta benovolance to meii« 
nnd fcaa uerificea their tfood^ was a fainoT ingredisnt 
in the cup of affiietian. He liai cast amcmg beasts aft 
Ephesus to be torn in pieces — carried the scars of the 
whip on hi« back — and the more faithful, the more ha* 
ted and abused, and the less beloved, 2 Cor. xii., 15. 

The coneequences that often attend a muiiftter's 
leaving a people are distressing : God frequently gives 
them up to divisions and carnal dissipation, to heresy, 
and an awful contttnpt of divine' institutions; or, if |ho 
ottemali of teligiob me atlandnd to^ ii ia oftenWlMp 
flmnsdves in eonntanatico, and suppoit a dmttdii 
ainoni: nien,' and lb»y oflnn smk into anate of mm 
fDnmuity • OH ! how affecting to a pioua ini n is l a r 
see the flock that was the delight and joy of his heart, 
and once committed to his charge, become an easy 
prey to the enemy of their souls ! How bitter was this 
lefleclion to our apostle ! Acts xx., ^9, 30 : " For I 
know this, that after my departure shall grievous wolves 
ontar in among you, not apsoring tha node* And el 
your own aelirca riiall men arise, speaking p aa» et a 6 
riunga, to ditilr away dtaetpleo nftsr thaoL'' 
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The analogy between cause and e^ect suggests the 
idea that Mrvaiitft of Chxist may eaqpect to meal 
with triali and Qj^KMritioii tviieieTW Huy go. Thef 
wiil oontume U> jjumeh the sanae souI-hmnbUiig doo*' 
Iriiies, perbapa with ffreator and gieater degrees at per* 
HMCotty and Mai; Ibeir will atiU testify the grace dT 
God ; they will hare the same kind of hearers^ whoeo 
hearts are enmity against God ; and so may expect to 
meet with siaiilar treatment. Paul preached the sajxio 
gospel at Jerusalein, at Macedonia, Rome, 6cc.'

IV. In following the method proposed, I am to show, 
that whatever trials the servants of Christ meet with in 
finishing fheir course, they ought not to fear or be 
moved out of the path of duty, but persevere in their 
work. None of these things move me : " I look, oa 
Ihem as mere tri^s, and make no account of tliem 

He did aot account emu his- life dear unto him : He 
mtfom from the greater to the iesa* if the dearest 
dung, win IXCf was of no Talue oboqiared with the 
ceuae of God, hem dumantife theee efflicttooa tinit 
were only foe a moment ; espedally when We consider, 

Tliat they sailer in obedience to the commands of 
God. Ezek. ii., 6 : "And thou, son of ruan, be not afraid 
of them, neither be thou afraid of their words, though 
briers and thorns be with thee, and thou dost dwell 
among scorpions; nor be dismayed at theu* looks, though 
they be a rebellious house." Jer. i^S: " Be not afraid 
of their faces ; ibr I am with thee, to deliver thee, saith 
the Lord.'' Acts xviii., 9, 10: ""Then spake the Lo|d 
le Piiil in the night by a Tiiioii, Be. not a£raid» biit 
wptsk wad hold not dty peace ; for I am with thee» and 
no man shall eet on thee to hnrt thee." Luke xii., 4 : 
And I say uato you, my friends, be not afraid of them 
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that kill the body, and after that have no more that 
they can do." Obedience to the commands of God 
Will as effectually secure his people frani eventual harm, 
as t lie high and adamantine walk oi the New Jeruaaiem 
will the inhabitants of heaven. 

The example of liim that ^ake m aeier maa spake» 
should be a powerful incentive to encourage Ins aervaMi 
in tbeir work. 1 Pet. it^ 1. With what peraemin^ 
diligence did he proaecute hia noiniatiy m the face dI 
eanh and hell, until in dying acoenta be conH exdaim, 
'^It IS FiNisnran !" Tlie cmaa in witidi miimleia of 
Christ are engaged may well excite them to persevering 
faithfulness and fidelity in their work. *Tis that dear 
interest lor which all things were created, and the cause 
of tho ever blessed God in three j^ersons ; for which the 
glorious Redeemer shed his precious blood, and is now 
l^eadmg* A cause in which all the diajiensations of 
bnrine protidenee are subserrient^ and in whick all 
heaven are engaged. The ffaaiacter^ oath, life) yea^ all 
die periectiona of th^ Deity, aie pledged fiir ita defence* 

Lo, i am with yon always, eren taUl the fend of ibs 
world. Amen,'' Malt zxnii., 20, is a promise, that, to 
all faithful uum^iers, at all tunes, even to the secoiid 
coming of Christ, is as replete with encouragement 
and support as can be given by the pen of mspiratiun. 

By being steadfast and Uiimoved under trials, the 
servants of God can boar an honourable testimony in 
frfour of religion. This is one way by which God had 
iivmiahed the adfocates of the gospel with peculiar ax^ 
laments in defence of the troths and haamade them aa- 
joioe and glory in tribulation. It is nSet a atokal apathy 
that ceeoneilea God'a people to aulferings ; nol beeanae 
they are not susceptible of injuries, and ignorant of 
abuse ; but Uud is glorified by llicir patiently enduring. 
Therefore it is that the language of the persecuted apos- 
tles was so aj^propriate. Acts v., 14 : " And thev de- 
parted from the presence of the council, rejoicing that 
they were accounted worthy to suHer shame for ku 
name.^ From hence it was that our bleaaed Load aaya 
tohia diacqfilaay Matt, 111 1^ Bloiaad am ye wlmi 
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tnen shall revile yoo, and persecute you, and shall say 
all maimer uf evil against you fal^ciy, for my sake^ 
Rejoicp, and be exceeding giad; for great is your re- 
gard m heaven ; for so persecuted they the prophete 
which were before you.** 

Tbetnituetm of Ciiriet ave findly imperfect preatures, 
in comtnon with other men ; they need thorns in the 
fleeh to humble and haep them low; and dieir 9iffio^ 
liona tend, if patiently eadured, to Work for them an 
exceedincr weight of glory, 2 Cor. iv^ 17. A reaaon 
of i^aul's being so useful lo the church of God was on 
account of his being a vessel chosen and formed in 
the furnace of affliction. Perhaps a more accurate 
attention to order would have led me to an additional 
detail of the suficnngs of God's people under a former 
kmif such, as a body of deaths which Paul so much 
eomplaitta of : tliis made him cry out» O wxetched 
man that I iim ! I believe tfaia ia the greatest enemy 
dial laithfid minaatera have to contend with, and ex* 
dtea the moat painfiil aenaationa. , Oh ! the pride, the 
•tujMdirjr, the ooifupt paaftkmat tibe selfishtieea, that 
tbey often feiil! tending to draw away their minds 
from God, and divert them from a clobe adherence to 
duty. These are trials that cleave unto us, go where 
we will. They are too apt to be ininiders, even into 
our solemn acts of devotion; like Abraham's fowls, 
<lcacend to mar the sacn&cey and 'tie hasd to drive 
them away. 

Ministen of die gonpiel need not be moted from the 
|Wlh of duty, nor he dnaconraged under aufferiiigy be* 
eanee it ia^what they may reaaonably expect : thia waa 
aiig^estad by Chriat to primitiYe teacaen, to ibrtify' 

against despondency, John xvi.: "These things have I 

• spoken unto you, that ye sliould uol be offended: tliey 
shall put you out of the synagorrues : yea, the time 
cometh, that whosoever killeth you will think that he 
doeth God service," &c. " But these things have I 
told you, that, when the time shall come, ye may ra- 
tmmer that liM you of them, , 

The amhawtdwa of Chnat hare awoni to be Uitbr 
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ful — are all under oath — and for them to betray tlieir 
Uust is treason and high-handed perjury. Tiieir pro- 
fession is before many witnesses ; ''In the sight of 
God, who quickeneth all things, and before Chiist Je- 
sus," &c,, 1 Tim. vi., 13. What is a Hfe^ yea, ten 
thoamnd lires, whan oontnated with that saeiifice that 
must be made hy our deserting ^ eauae of God? 
The great and sure rewatd promised to the ieithful 
servants of Christ for all their sufferings should more 
than barely support them aimd all the sonuu s of life. 
Every pain, every tear, every insult they bear for 
Christ's sake, will secure them a great reward m 
heaven, Matt, v., 12. The wearisome and tiresome 
nights diey spend here in running then race and ia 
fimshing their course, wiQ oply Piepaie th^m for 
BBore sweet repose aiid rest at their journey's end, 
wh^ the mominff shall break forth. 

V. The fohhiu mhustiy of die servants ot Christ 
ipriD- termiimte or issue m their great joy and'selisfso* 
tion: "So that I might fitiish my course with^oy- ' 

1. They will have the approbation of their ou n con- 
sciences, 2 Cor. i., 12: "For our rejoicing is this, the 
testimony of our conscience, liiat, in simplicity and 
godly smcerity, not with fleshly wisdom, but by tlie 
grace of God, we have had our ccmversation in the 
world, and more abundantly to you-ward."~"It arises 
to S' helY tanuigaph,'* says (juyte. . Conscience will not 
be an idle or indiiKrent spectator at the dsj of judf«> 
mem ; it will hare peeuhar influenoe in aceusiDg or 
excusing iii the day when Ood shall judge the sectets 
of men, Rom. ii., 15, 16. It will be a source of un- 
speakable torment to the wicked, a gnawing worm, that 
will never, never die ; but where its dictates liave been 
held sacred, and not violated, peace, comfort, and holy 
rejoicmg will be the attendants. The true friends of 

' God, amid all the calumny cast upon them by men and 
devils, can say, in the hipe a frowmog world, " We 
trust we haire a.jgaDd conscience.'' 

2. When godlv ministers have^nished ttwir comsse^ 
it wifl end dl tneir imperfections' snd^tdels. Thdy 
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sfee to many defecti in tliemsehrety so nmdi teU^MMk* 
ing, mdaithfabieMy and ignmnce, that diey often 

tremble lest, after they have preached to others, they 
may be cast away — lliaL llicy sliall fall short of that 
heaven they have so often recoinmended to others, and 
have their dwelling with the wricked; — but these fears 
will subside, and, to their surprise, they will hear their 
Redeemer say, " Enter thou into the joy of thy Lord !" 
« All Ihoee Bomrws caused by the state impenitenl 
sinners, which hate occasionea them ooany wearisome 
days aiid ni^hts^ will for erer cease. No mcnre slander, 
Bo.more stnpes or imprisonmenls-^they will be ont of 
the rosch' oi men sm devils, and obiann a 'Mnpiele 
and everlasting victory — and shout that ecstatic song^ 
" I have foiiglil a good fight, I have finished my 
course !" <fec. ' 

3. God will explain to them tliose things that now 
appear dark and intricate : why so much distress, why 
they 4uust be made the song of the drunk^d, why 
they must be driven frcftn town to town, and have no 
certain dwelling-place. The providences of God will * 
all appear Uaimonious^ dedcblated, through dime ordi- . 
nation, to^jnomc^ the highest glory cl the vntrerse 
vnd their personal good. ^Who shall not ftaor thee, 
O Lord, and glorify thy name ? for ihdn ortly art holy : 
for thy judgments are made mamjestj^ wiii be their 
BOMg for ever, Rev. xv., 4. ' 

4. It wdll afford peculiar joy to the people of God, 
especially to the ministers of Christ, when they have 
finished their course, in that God will publicly plead 
and espouse tiieir cause, Yindicate the doctrines they 
inculcate according to truth. The enemies of iriigioa 
are often complaining diat preachers are setters forth 
of strange things, too rigid, too pointed and overbearing 
in their preaclung : toncUn^ to wound die delicate feel-* 
iugs of their hearers, like goads and nails, Eccl. xii., 
11- There is no stoppincr the wide mouths of gain- 
sayers ; but, so far as mimsters have been faithful, God 
will own them, and vindicate their cnTise against the 

vile aspersions of wicked men. Their characters will 
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be exoomled and ckmd £miii ikim bard speeches 
vhioh ungodly sinneni Iwve vpoketi sg«iii»l God «m1 
liti people, Jiide 15. 

6. TtM sentence thai will be pronotiiified mi eiecs^ 
ted on tbe wkkisd will aSnd joy lo the jpinto* la that 
world the minielers of Cbrial often tremUe by antieipa* 
ting llie misery that coming on sinners, and especial- 
ly on their hearers that disregard tbeir adaiunilions and 
reproofs, and, like their divine Lord and master, weep 
over them ; but at the day of judgment, although pahi 
^id nnsery wiU, m itself considered, be uadesuraUIe, and 
an object of displacence, yet .tbair holy and perfect at« 
tachment to the divine character wiU raider tbe die* 
plays of yindictive justice glorious, and exQte praiip 
and admtioii, Retr. vriii^^dO : Rejoke over bur, tliini 
heaven, and ye holy aposdea.and nrophets; iorGodt 
hath avenged you on her.** 

6; The great and unspeakable reward and honour 
that will be bestowed and conferred on the faithful ser- 
vapls of Christ will be matter of great joy ' it will ex- 
hibit the condescending grace of God, and excite humil- 
ity in them ; they can scarcely believe that God could 
ever take notice and reward such poor senricea-as tbej 
have done, and will cry onl with wobder, love, and praisiL 

Loid» when saw we diee en hunj^en^ and fed thee i 
er thireCy, and gave thee dxink? Wbeo saw we tbee n 
stranger, and took thee in ? or naked, and cloliied thee i 
or when saw we thee sick, or in prison, and came unto 
thee?" Matt, xxv., 37, 38, 39. As God's rewarding 
the saints will humble them, so it will tend to fit them 
for the world of everlasting adoration. One great de- 
f^ign of the day of judament will be to exhibit the 
nches of divine grace, which will excile endleaa songa 
of to the setiita«

Crod will make it appeaor, Aat those who had trials 

of cruel mockings and scourgings, of bpo^ls and impris*

skins and goatskins, in deserts and in inounlams, and 
in dens and caves of the earth, being destitute, afflicted, 
tormented, &c., were men, after all, of whom the world 
was not ^YOTthy, Heb. xi. 

The scars and signals of sufferings m the cause of 
Ood, tiiat 'fais pcio|de'.will cany with them, will procure 
norailkiBtrHiiia monuments than pillars of 1^ they 
will possess titti kin^om prepared for them, and to 
nade kin^s and priests unto God. This was Ibat dig- 
nity le wMch '8t Paul wai^ aspiring, the prise of tto 
high calling : that for which he did not account his life 
dear, honourable unto him.* ' 

Finally, It will enhance the joy and reward of the 
ministers of Chri«?t to meet all their brethren and com- 
panions ni tribulations. There wiU be so great a de- 
gree of similarity in< the su&iings of th^ seiranls of 
God, and in the i^iterpositions of Dirine proridence 
towards them, as to excite a pleasing and holy IbIIow- 
fotVang m their souls; the eelesttaf spei:k wiO C9teh 
from mast to breast, while an hannemoas flame of di- 
vine love and adoration will ascend as from one altar, 
to Him that hath given tliem ah the yictory. Ministers 
will meet the pious part of thcir congregations with 

treat rejoicings : those especially to whom thev have 
een instrumental of saving good : Such will be their 
crown of moicing in the day of the jbord Jeans, 3 Cor. 
U 14; 1 Thes. ii., 19, 20; Heb. xiii., 17. 

Panl will meet with his brethren that weri at Corinth, 
Romoi dtc« A more pnUic and interesting rriiearsal 
of their mutual and personal interviews wilfbe attend- 
ed to.

Tboty when the numataia 
of Christ hare finished t&brcouraei it will finish aiid put 
an . end to 'all their troubles : and ao their ministry will 
end, or issue in then: unspeakable joy and con^olatipn. 

IMPROVnMKNT. 

1. Since ministers receive their commission from 
Christ, none have any right to forbid them preaching. 
All courts of iiiqutaitions, all prohibitory measures adopt* 
ed by men to prevent their declaring, the glad tidihga' 
of the gospel, or fulfilling the. ministry they hitTO re^ 
ceived of th^ jxad Jesus, are an insult oa tike majesty 
of HeaFen, aiid discover a qiirit hostile lo religion anSi 
the rights of men, and ought to he treated with a holy 
contempt by all the servants of Christ. With what re- 
ligious indignation were those presumptuous measures 
treated that were used to stop the mouths of those re- 
corded in Acts iv.*: " And they called them, and conor 
manded them not to speak at aUy nor teacht in the name 
of Jesus. But Peter and John answered and said unto 
them, Whether it be right in the sight of God to be«rbeft 
unto you more than unto God, juc^e .ye. For we catt» 
not but sneak the thiqga which we &re seen and hmxi.^ 
Again, chapter xiii.: **When the Jews opposed l^ini 
and Barnabas, they waxed bold in their worK.** 

2. Since ministers receive their commission from 
Heaven, we see the obligations that people are under 
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lo regard Uiein» and pay attniiicii to the MMMdleeem 
Aey life to incoloate. To lejeet and despise the asn- 

bassadors of Christ is very dangerous : 'tis insulluig the 
sacred Trinity, and accouuled high trcasuii in the court 
of Heaven. It indicates the displeasure of the king when 
amhassadors are abused and recalled ; thai the treaty or 
neffotialion of peace is ciosuig. 2 Chrou. xxxvi., 16 : 
But thf^y mocked the* messoigers of God, and despi- 
, sed his words, and misnied his prophets, until the wrath 
' of the Lord arose against hu peopley till tbeie was no 
semody." Let the. 'enemies ct Chad fear and jremUe 
when tber read the cred«[itiids of Chtist's miiiiatw, 
sanctioned with this Capital label or inscription, Luke k., 
16: **^He that heareth you, hcarclh me ; and he ihftt 
despiseih you, despiseth ine ; aiid he that despiseth m^, 
despiseth liim iliat sent me.'* ' ' 

3. Since nnnisters must soon finish tlieir course, the 
thought diiould excite them to the utmost faithfuhiess, 
OQD^tancy, and engagedness in their work, seeing their 
time is short* . We can. scarcely beliere the senato or 
legislative department to be the place atsigne4 to goe* 
pel midistersi who are to am themselvee wholly to the 
work* Paul oonid remind his Epheiian Inetfarant that 
for tfie space of three years he ceased- not to warn every 
one, night and day, with tears. The same apostle ex- 
horts Tiaiothy to give attendance to readingi to exhor^ 
tation, to doctrine. 1 Tim. iv., 13. 

How desirable that the servants of Christ receive 
such a decent support as to be able to devote all their 
service to the sanctuary and the souls of their heaievs. 
Every sermon should oe a kind of farewell disooursa. 
It is said of the pioos Mr* $faepberd, that he used to say 
that be never pseadhed a sennon,biil what he thought 
it mi^ht be the last. Oh ! Jiow does it become us to 
preaiui and act like dying men, that vre may finish our 
course with joy ! . ' 

4. It id no evidence that ministers are not the true 
servants of Christ because they meet with great oppo- 
sition from the world, and even from the professors of 

religLon; yea» it was irom thoi^^ pretenders to sanctity 
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llMlheSaTMNirofiniiifiifin^ 8i.¥wA 
iimentB ccnceming buhope, that " they must be of 
good repoft of tbem thil are withovt/' Did the qmtie 

mean by this to prove that himself wu dkqiiiilUied iar 
the sacred office, being of bad report among the ene- 
iTiies of God? This, above all others, would disqunlilv 
Christ for the ministry. He observes to those whom 
he sent forth as preachers, Luke vi., 22, " Blessed are 
ye when men shall hate you, and when they shall sep- 
ame yoa from their canpenyt and shall reproach you, 
and cast out your aaine as eril, for the Son of mipi^ 
•ake.** — When misti shall lerile you, and psrseciue 
yoii| and shall say all mamier oC'eyil agdnat yoa fidsely, 
for my sake.'' Hatt^y., 11. - That the ambossadon of 
Christ should so ocmduct as to give no just occasion- to 
them thai ^u'c without to reproach the cause oi God, is 
evident. Doctor Macknight has tjie followincr para- 
phrase on 1 Tim. iii., 7 : " Moreover, before lus con- 
version, he must have behaved in such a manner as even, 
to have a good testimony froiii the hcathei^ that he may 
not be liable to reproach for the sins be cammitted be- 
fore his conTerHon^and &11 into the snare of the deiil, 
vhot by these lejmachesy may tempi him to renonaee 
the goapely knowing that he has litde reputation to lose.** 
That the heathen may nMte willingly leeeiTe him, he 
being formerly a man of j^ood reputation. Consult 
Henry and ."Scott on the place, whether the learned 
commentator has given the meaning of the text or not. 
We are assured that it was never aesifi:ned to fix a re- 
proach on the characters of the faithful servants of 
Christ, or sanction those invectives and aiaadoES so ottea 
cast on them by the enemies of Ged* 

That the wc^ of Ood is ofiea wrested and perverted 
by him who, is no stcangpr to the art, and introdoced 
as an ampbary to his eT(l wiariiinarions» is eijdeiittecvsii 
from the faree ho. atteinpted wid» the bkssed Smo^ 
of the'woikl. He can say, ^It is written,^ dee. It is 
far firom being a singular case to have ])eople make and 
spread false and scandalous things concerning the min- 
isters of the gospely and ctou to rewards to auioh 
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as will jom in the game ; then, to accomplish their de- 
signs, have the audacity and duplicity to say, *'0h I the 
man is of bad report of them that are without." Was 
not the Saviour ol men betrayed in this way ? 

Lei not bis faithful servants relinquish their work, or 
<letoraniie tgainac their call to the ttciecl offioew W 
cms* th^ hsre'so many trials and penecutic^Mi ; ^* f»r 
ai> peitecated they the propheiB wfaka wwe before yen^* 
Matt. 

Since nrinniteni fecerre dieir eomftiimoRfiroiii the 

Lord Jesus Chiist, 'tis dangerous for thciii lo go before 
they are sent. 'Tis suitable that they have some exte- 
rior evidence of their uasbion ; something more tlian 
their pretensions to inward sanctity. Primitive extraor- 
dinary ministers could exhibit miraculous testimonials 
of their heing called to the sacred office. It seema 
equally necessary that in all succeeding ages the am- 
haseaaorif of Cfainat hdctt some kind of orraontiala xif 
iheir being regularly called to the woik. We dierrfere 
find that ordinary ministers not only appeared to be in* 
wardly called by the Holy Ghost, or werfe in the judg- 
ment of charity good men, endowed with ministerial 
gifts and araces, but were recommended and set apart 
by lliose m ollice, and ordained by the laying on of the 
hands of the presbytery. Those, therefore, that thrust 
themselves into the work without these presequisites, 
do not coine in by the door ajqpoinled by me great Head 
of die churchi but climb np some other way» and onght 
not to be treated and encotiraged as the true ministm 
of Christ. • 
6. Since all true ministers receive their commission 
from the court of Heaven, there ought lu be a cordial 
nnion among them ; they should treat each other as 
brethren. Although they may have gdls dilferinfi, the 
strong are not to despise the weak : they derive license 
from the same authority, bearing the same signet— -are 
called by different names, such as bishops, overseers, 
ministers, eldeis, angeM, &c. But we do not conceive 
that they are expressive of* superiority or diversity of 
grades in o^Sce, any more than yarioos names among

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imyiAg their oomaiiMMNi the tame kiag^ and be*" 

ing engaged in the' same cause, should, as far as possi- 
ble, see eye to eye, and strengihen each olher's hands. 

7. We infer the truth of the Holy Scriptures, that 
so ,iccarately loretel the trials and sufferings of gos- 
pel mimstersv The benevolent embassy with which 
they axe intittitedf and the authority with which they 
are . invested, would indicate better treatmenty.weie il 
not confronted by predictions in the sacred Tq^ume. 
Whilei tberefimy thA eneiiiiea of God afauidar and per« 
•acute the Mvtanfti at. Christ, tliey, in a degree, eimiK 
Uh the truth of Divine revelation. 

8. The subject teaches how to account for that firm* 
ness and intrepidity discovered by the people of God, 
especially tlie muusters of Christ, in every age. They 
will not give up the cause — conie life, or conie death. 
This rendered Luther, Melanchton, Huss, Jerome, Poly* 
•carp, Wiclifie, and a thoaMMl others, invincible t» 
all the flatteciaa and intrigues of wicdtad men and dev- 
ilfi^iid the menace ttodtenmof aiirioquiadaoii: they 
eouli aayi None «f ibaae things myre us»'' dec. * 

;9. T^m vill be a very aolaBia meeting of ministera ' 
. and people at the day of judgment. Joy and tenor 
will attend the transactioiis of thai day. Ministers and 
people will meet, as having special business with each 
other; tlieir reciprocal conduct will be publicly inves- 
tigated. How suitable that these tiungs are now seri- 
ously exammed, with candour^ be£oce the 
ment of th^t day* 

As, in the course of Divine providence, a diaeokitiQar 
oC^the pMtond and miliiilenal xelaticiL between me and 
thia {HMiple haa laldy taken place^ according to the 
declaration of an ecclesiastical council convened for 

that purpose, I have been requested to deliver a vale- 
dictory discourse. As I am still residing among you, 
the occasion is different from the one that took place 
between Paul and those he was then takmg his leave

The 
apostle reminds the li^phesian brethren of some tlimgs 
that had tnuu^pired while he wae with them. ^ 

My Bbbthren and Frisiim» 
The duuDGh of Chnat in this plai:e was f$rmmwni 
fiiity-tWD yeaiB ago the -SOdi day of Odbber kst, by 
the assistance of uie Rer/Bani^ah Root% £Qy wocthy 

predecessor. • - 

It was thirty years ago the 28th day of March last, 
eince I took the pastoral care of this church and peo- 
ple ; the church then consisted of forty-two members ; 
fiince which time, there have been about three hundred 
end twelve added to it ; about sixty have been remofed 
hf death, and about iom huadred have died in tfaia eo» 
fli6tj4 taoluding those above mentioettd. Theie ate 
maiy ten of the cfanieh now Uring m this olaoe .wiio 
vme here when I lint came juneng you; ihe greatav 
part sleep in death. I have preached about five thou- 
sand live huadred discourses: foui- hundred of them 
have been funeral senncHis. I have solemnized more 
than a hundred marriages. During this period we 
have had two remarkable seasons of tiie outpourings 
of the Sfoity as weU as some sefreshiags et other limes, 
whieh many of us who are yet aitve recogeiae with 
eeaotiiMie of joy. t Twice I have been.biouSiviii my 
ovm appieheiiaioiia, to the hoidaraof the grave; but 
God has spared me to see iias day of txiaJ, which I 
desire to meet with resignation to his will. 

The flower of my life has been devoted to your ser- 
vice — and while I lament a thousand imperfections 
wliich have attended my ministry, yet, if I am not de- 
ceived, it has been my hearty desire to do sometlnng 

the eahation of your aottU. He that pcovided the 
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MOtto of our diicoiirse codd my, on Us ikrewell, " I 
iMTe ccmtodiio nun's hIyot, or g«ikl» or qi(Nml* Yety 
ye yomelTes know dmi these hands here* mtnisleMd 

unto my necessity.'* The appropriation of feuch lanh* 
guage is, in a degree, congenial with the testimony that 
many present could give, and niight be adnaitted, were 
it not for the danger of comparison. I have sometimes 
thought that perhaps God designed that I should spend 
the few of my remaining days among you ; aadf with a 
degree of satisfaction, I have looked into the repository 
of the dead adjoining this house^ intending to sleep' 
with them ; churning a sort of kindred' dost, intondiDj^ 
to rise with diem ; but the - ways of God'are nrfsteri'^ 
ous, who often difetroys the hope of man. In my soli- 
tary reflections I cast a look lowards this house to bid 
it a iinal adieu ; but, in spite of all that fortitude, dicta- 
ted bv reason aiid religion, can do, the sympathetic tear 
will betray the imbecility of human nature. Can we 
su|^pose that even a Paul was unmoved when They all 
wept sore, and fell on his neckt sorrowing most of all 
that they should see his face no more ?" Acts xx., 21, d8* 
A thrte yean ministry had esidled such rscipnical 
sndearntoou as made the parting like, tearing soid 
and body asunder. More^thin one Aonsand five hun« 
died Sabbaths have I spent with you, the most of them 
in this house. More than one hundred and thirty sea- 
sons of conimunion have we enjoyed around the table 
of the Lord. Oh! how many sweet and comfortable 
days have 1 spent in this house with you that are alive, 
and. those who are dead ! We have taken sweet coun- 
sel together ; I trust I have at tinges felt the^powarfol . 
pwseoce of Chrisl^ while speaking from this desk; can? 
not we ^dafi the language of the Psalmist^

***Ti8 with a mournful plpasure flow, 
I think ou anci^t days : 

When to thf hsiiMdMantllb«i|jOb 
And ail oar wolk vrai pitiMt^ 

It appears in the course of Divine providence -that my 
labours among you have come to an end. We have 

done neetug in this house t I am called to gira you 
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dit ftating bmd; hat kins all remembef that a tocjt 
tolcitm meeli&g awaits us at that day tuggealad in my 
text, when we shall all have finiahed our courae. 

CNir meetiiig at that day will greatly <bffBr fiiNii what 
it haa beoi ia thia home : I W« <nmk been htm and 
found but few within these walls ; some trifling excuse 
has dcLamcd you ; but at that day it will iioi be opUuu- 
al with people whether they attend or not ; all will, be 
there ; tiie congregation will be full, not one in a town, 
state, or in the world, but what will appear. Some- 
liiiiea you have mamieatad great atupidity, and I haTe 
witneae^ drowsineae and carelewess while I have 
been apeaking; but at tluit day you will be awake and 
be all attcaition. You will bcuere, realize* and feel in* 
limMd in the things exhibited; Often throm^ the de*^ 
pianty of the human hearty and the prejudi<^ that a» 
ners have to the truth, and to the servants of Christ, 
• they will turn their backs on diviiic worship, and leave 
the house of God : But when ministers aud people meet 
before the tribunal of Christ, there will be no deserting 
or quitlmg the assembly; there they must hear, however 
disagreeable thek preaching will be, and tormenting to 
their ccniiietences. In this bouae our meeting hae been 
promiacuoua or indiacriminate ; aainta and •innaora ait 
en the aame seat, atoond the aame table ; . we cannot 
eeitainly say who haa and who haa not the weddii^ 
garment ; bot at the day of judgment then wiU be an 
exact separation; Christ will separate the sheep from / 
the goats. 

In this house we have often met, not less than four 
thousand times ; we go and we come : Ahhough we 
see no fniit of our labour, we do not wholly despair ; we 
hope God may yet bless lus word ; but when ministers 
and people meet before the bar of God, it will be the 
last mterview, none to follow it : The, caae of nunM 
will then be for ever hopeleaa aiid hel|deaa'. 

One great deaign of our meeting together in thia 
worU ia to oSer aatintimi to amnera, to Msieat and to 
beseech them to be reconciled to God; but at the day 
of judgment an irievexsible ^eixleu^e wjiU be pionoimctHi 
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on the riglueous and on the wicked ; the saints will be 
rewarded^ and sinners condemned^ and &ent lo eudless 
perdition. * ' 

When the ambassadors of Clirist have finished their 
course, and meet their people, a critical exammation will 
take place : I wm% give «n aaMNUit GOBcmuing the mo- 
ttTet whidi influenced alie to come among you, and how 
I have eoodttded during my thirty years residence in 
this place : the doctrines I mm incukaled : whedwr I 
hare designedly k^t back any thing thet'migfatbe prof- 
itable to you, or have, through fear of man, or any other 
crmiiiidi cause, shunned to declare the whole counsel 
of God. Also, as to the manner of my preaching, 
whether I have delivered my discourses in a cold, for- 
mal manner ; and of my external deportment. You, who 
iiaTe been the peo{de of my charge, must five an ao- 
OMmt what improvement you have made of my minia- 
(sjr; whether you have attended as you ou^; whethor 
your excuses for-withdravrtng from pobhc w:onhip at 
iuy time weie sufficient. Uod vrill ansod to lliem» 
and they will be weighed in a jntrt hakmco ; not a single 
neglecl will escape divine notice. We have a thousand 
excuses, which, when put in the scale of the sanctuary, 
will be lighter than a feather. * 

You must give a strict account as to the manner of 
your attending in this house : whether you have receiv- 
od the word ^with jcgrt and <^ved its precepts. Pa* 
rents must render an account, wnether taqrhave taught 
their chikiren, by precept and ewnple» to reverenoa 
dw woid of God, and leepect the servmUs of Christ^ 
Whether they have endeavooted to^maintain or suppon. 
the influence of their minister among the youth or rising 
generation, and so been workers together with him. 
Whether the srrvaiUs of Christ do not fall int6 contempt 
in a mcasme through their iastrumenlalitv. People will 
be examined whether they have contributed to the tem- 
poral support of the ministers of Christ ; it will not be 
ult with men how much they ought to inipait;; but God 
will bo the judge how orach was suitable, and whether 
ft WIS agmeaUe to tha weed of Godyand the.oiigenoaa 
of the proacher. 
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On tliB separation of a ministeT from his peo{^y there 
aare ofieti Tery criiiiiiial causes existing, either on the 
part of the mimster or people, or both. There may be 

pretended reasons, while the truth may be kept out of 
Sight, to escape censure. Ecclesiastical councils may 
think it inexpedient to make any inquiry into the mat- 
ter; but ihey will have a plain, candid, and thorough 
investigation before the tribunal of Christ. No decep- 
tion, no hypocrisy will be concealed under reJigious 
pretences ; bat it will all be detected and exposed be* 
me the assembled iini¥ene» and the heazti of all men 
be reyealed. 

• ^ "Nothing but truth before his throno. 

With hoBOur can appear ; . . * 

ThA painted hypocrites are known^ 
Tbroitgh diA dikgiiite tbey ftmar." ; 

The accusations brought against the ministers of 
Christ will be exammed. Ministers will fare no better 
for the name they sustain ; their wickedness will be ex* 
posed ; they condemned oriOzonerated, not according to 
popular noise and clamour, but coincident to truth and 
equity. These are scenes, mj brediuenf that are just 
opening before us, and to which we are hastening with 
tne utmost rapidity. These are things that should 
move us, and call up our altention. It is a small, very 
small thing to be judged of man's judgment. Oh ! let 
us labour to be found of God in peace. This day to 
me in some respects is very solemn and interesting, on 
which I am called to give you the parting hand ; but 
its importance is eclipsed when contrasted with that 
awful period when we are to meet before Him who is 
to judge the quick and the dead. 

There you* and I must shortly appear* Much has . 
been said on the subject of my dtsmissioii*— that it has 
been in consequence of my request. I think I have 
been sufficiently explicit on the matter ; but I am wil- 
ling to repeat it in this public raamier, that, had the 
people been united, wliolesomc discipline properly ex- 
ercised, a firm and unshaken attachment to the cause of 

God manifissted among all the puctfeaaora of religion, 
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I should have chosen to contimie with you at the ex- 
pense of temporal emolument, but, considering the di- 
Tisioiis existing, and the inicoiiiinon stupidity preva- 
lent, I have been frilly satislied that it was my duty to 
be dismissed, and have requested my friends not to op- 
pose iu I am penua^ed duil it will appear .«iftodier 
tty that unfiaiUinifaieas in the mmister did not iMRgHiMi 
the erent, to ibe ejcdusion of cnaumi causes in tHoM 
sodety ; but this matter is USA am io the day ef iinal 
decision. I triist I feel in a degree jeoencilM, know- 
ing that God's way is in the sea and in the deep waters^ 
and his footsteps are unknown. 

I find my strength in a degree inadequate to itinerant 
labours, and that I am shortly to put off this mv taber- 
nacle ; but I purpose, so long as life and health con* 
tinue, to preach the same gospel that I hare been pub« 
lishing to ycRi for moie tkan ibiity jaarsi Sttd on whid^ 
I humbly hope, I have ventiired my eternal salfaSioii» 
Oh that I nmy be enabled to diedam the duty with 
greater a^ and fidelity t And now I an calledTlo go, 
not to Jerusalem, but from place to place, not knowing 
the things thai shall befall me, savincf what the Holy 
Ghost and the providence of God ^vlUlcssclh in every 
city, that trials await me ; but I hope I ran in some 
small degree say, Bui none of these things move me, 
neither count I my life dear unto myaal^ ^ that I 
might finish my course with joyi and the ministiy which 
I have n9oeived of the Lord JeeiiSf to testify ibe gospel 
of the mce of God." 

Mr Mar brediren and friends, I did not realiae niy 
attadkment to you before the parting time came. Many 
disatrreeable things have taken place; but still I feel 
my heart gomg out towards this people. How many 
pleasant days nave T spent with you in this house [ 
How many hours under your roofs, and delightful visits 
in your families ! I will not except a sin^ door that 
has not been hospitably opened for my reception^ 
Many kindnesses have i received from yoo^ both in 
sickness and fat heaitk Toa will accs|}ii my wamest 
gmtiiade iSor An many bMam of hnmm ahoim 
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me. I hope, my dear brethren and sisters in the Lord, 
that you will still remember me at the throne of grace ; 
that God would support me under every trial, and that 
he would render the evening of my life useful to the 
church of God : that utterance may be given unto me, 
that I may open my mouth boldly to make known the 
mystery of the gospel. 

May the Great Head of the church send you a pastor 
after his own heart, vastly superior in gifts and grace to 
him wha is giving you his farewell address. 'Tis a dis- 
tressing thought to think that I am about to leave any 
of you in an unconverted state, — that my labour among 
you will prove to your heavier condemnation. Partic- 
ularly let me call on you that are young : this house 
and your own consciences are witnesses that I have re- 
peatedly called on you to attend to the important con- 
cerns of your never, never dying souls, aijd I fear too 
many of you in vain. Have you not turned a deaf ear 
to the calls and invitations of the gospel, and to the sol- 
enm warnings of God in his providence? I fear you 
are going down to eternal destruction, under the intoler- 
able weight of aggravated sins. I will now, perhaps 
for the last time, invite you to Jesus, the God-man 
Mediator. Some of your parents, on a death-bed^ have 
eharffed me with their dying breath to be faithful to you ; 
should it appear at our meeting at the day of judgment 
that I have in any good measure answered their request, 
must I re-echo to tne tremendous sentence of the judge, 
" Depart," Amen ! Amen ? Oh ! how dreadful I — ^how 
heart-rending the anticipation ! Must this be the case ? 
Nothing but a speedy and thorough repentance and turn- 
ing unto God can prevent it. Dear youth, your souls 
were once committed to me ; I would now commit them 
to him who is able to keep you from falling, and present 
you faultless before the presence of his glory, with 
exceeding joy. 

In general, you have treated me with respect; I do 
not remember ever receiving an insult from a single 
youth. Many of your parents sleep in dust, where I 
must shortly be ; should I be ao happy as to sit dovni 

S 
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with them in the kingdom of heaven, and should yolt 
arrive at those blissful regions, oh ! what a blessed ir- 
terview ! Wit^i what ecstatic joy and coiigraluktioii 
should we. present tke offering before the ihnM if 
God whh the humble^ gtate^ialy and astonishing exeIaF« 
mation, Here Lord we wce^ and the natural and spir* 
itoal children thou hast graciously giren us.^ 
' Ton tvitt shoftlj h€ar of the dea^ of the Speaker: 
whether his grave will be hefe or elsewhere is to u» nn* 
certain. Oh, remember that those icy fingers were 
once employed in writing sermons for you ; those lips 
that are now chained in eloornv silence were once 
speakiii/x to yoii, in accents that were sounding from 
Sabbath to Sabbath, and from y§ar to year^ wilhm ih© 
wslls of this house ; that his soul has taken Hs iighl lo 
yonder tribunal^ where a lehearsal of those discomssit 
that yo<i hm heaid ftom htm wfll be made in jaat 
eai^,- and befoxe the sssettiUsd mnfeise.' Ministm

Mr. Haynes's reputation as a dis* 
tinguislied preadier introduced him into this delightfbl 
village. There was at this time a deep and solemn 
interest among the people respecting rehgion. The ' 
spirit of God Iras powad out, and the fields were 
white ahfeady to harvest."

The following extract of a IcUer from the wife of his 
excellency the late Richard SkinneXi will show the high 
esiimatibii in which Mr. Uaynes was held Manches- 
ter, and also pi^eaent 9ome of his characteristic peculi- 
arities. • . *

society, being destitute of the stated administration of 
the .word and ordinances, invited Mr* H^ynes to cooie 
and re^ude here; and. although it was not considered 
axpedienl to call him as our ^nnanent pastor,' yet he 
cantinued with.us about thre^ years. His hibours were 
accepldble to &p people — his influence and example 
promotix^ reUgioii and m0rality> and gradually advan- 
cing the interests of the Redeemer*s kingdom. Many of 
our people still icii) ember him with deep respect and 
affection as their spiritual guide. As a inan, Mr, 
Hayncs was cheerful in temper, alfable in deiueauour, 
quick 111 perception, shrewd and sensible, and in his 
daily lutercourse with his fellow-men, exliibiting that 
trait of character enjoined by our Lord, Be ye wise 
as serpents, and harmless as dbves.'^ In his public ad- 
ministrations he was devout and serious : aiscbrered 
uncommon acquaintance with the Scriptiues ; aiwm in 
his quccalioiis ^ting cluqiter and ynrse, -somettmia 
addingt If I miitake not generally, howerer, recol- 
lecting without hesitation.

Reports have been circulated 
tendmg to create prejudices and lead astray. That 
many things widiont any foundation in truth should be 
spread abroad in a matter so astonishing and interestin|;^ 
ooold hardly have be en unexpected* 'Vko writer of this 
naimive believes that there aie manr things in xebuioii 
to the event that may be vsefbl and entertaining, and 
ealcniated. to throw iome light upon this mysterious 
subject. 

Mr. Barna Boorn and his wife,^ the parents of Ste- 
phen and Jesse Boorn, are advanced in age, have been 
xesidents of Mancbest^ for about 40 years, and are perr 

T 
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•ooi. cf respectability : ibeij have three sons and two 
dftui^teis.;- they all have mnilies. Sally Boom was 
manried to Ruasell Colyin eigb^en years ago. They 
haVe childien: their eldest son's name Liewis; an- 
other is Rufus. Of the latter his father was very fond, 
and used often to carry liiin from place to place on his 
back. Colvin had been in a state of mental derange- 
mcnt for a long time, by which he was incapacitated to 
attend to tlie concerns of his family, who were dispersed 
among the CGnnexions. Colvin's parents formerly re- 
sided in Mancheatert bi^t are botadead.^ He has a 
brother suppoaed to live in the western country. He 
hftB a sister^ named Claiissa, who is mentioned in Mr. 
Chadwick*s lette;. The sudden departure of Colvin, 
which was seven years ago the 7th day of May last, ex- 
cited some inquiry about what had become of him ; but 
as he had frequently absented (at one time he was gone 
nine or ten nioiuhs, and was heard of at Rhode-Island), 
it was expected he would return as usual. There, were, 
however, some siurmises that possibly he had been mur- 
dered. Many observations were made bv Stephen and^ 
Jesse Boorn which excited jealousies that they were 
guilty. 

With respect to dreaming^ about which so much has 
beeh said and published, it may be remarked, that there^ 

has been much said about the murder, and conjectures 
w here it was committed, and where the body might be 
deposited. By this the niiiid was prepared to receive 
similar impressions when asleep ; and there was nothing 
miraculous in the matter, about winch so many strange 
things have been circulated.

An impression made on the mind by prerious circum* 
stances may dictate a dream, \i hich is cemmonly the 
case, and nothing strange, should it have influence in 
the present afiair in weatching after truth bnt-lhat any 
decision was predicated in the least on siwh nocturnal 
-ftncies, we have no evidmice. They were not men- 
tioned on occasions of inquiry before courl or jury. 
Perhaps the court had rtPvcr heard of them. It is cer- 
tainly to lie regretted thai such seeds of delusion should 
be disseaunatcd amon^ mankind, and that truth and 
propriety do not receive more attention previous to sueh 

CMications. Much has been said about sculls and 
ea being found of the human kind* I tliink we are 
without sufficient evidence that any thing of this nature 
has been discovered.

A lad walking fiom Mr. Bar- 
na Boom's at a small distance with hie dog, a hxSkm 
stump standing near the path engaged the notice of the 
Sjjniuel. which ran to the place and back again several 
times, hfting up his feet on the boy, with whitung notes, 
as thonc^h to drnw the attention of his Httle master to the 
place ; whicii had the effect. A cluster of bones were 
drawn from the roots of the stump by the paws of the 
, animal. Further examination was made, ana in the cav* 
ity of the stump were found two toe naUa, to appear* 
ance brionging to a human foot ; others, were disoovef- 
ed' in a cranmled state, which apparentlv had passed 
throttgh the fire. It* was now condnded by many diat 
some fragments of the body of Colvin were found. The 
cluster of bones were brought before the court of in- 
quu*y. They were examined by a number of physi- 
ciansy who thought them to be human ; one of the pro- 
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fipMkmy bowever, thoui^t otheiwiae* A Mr. Saiisbmy, 
about four years ago^ had his kg amputated, which was 
buried at the dietiuice of four g£ five mileB. The Uiab 
wae dutf up, and^ hy competing, it was uniTeieally do- 
temmuia tM tho bones were iM biaauoi. HowoYer, il 
was clear that the nails were human, and eo appeared 
to all beholdeifci. The bones were in a degree pulveri- 
zed, but some pieces were in a tolerable state of pres- 
ervation. Suspjcioiis were excited that the body was 
burnt, and some part not consumed cast into the stump, 
and other bones put among them loi deception. 8ome 
time after the depaztive of Colvin, a bam belonging to 
Mr. Bama Boom was conmimed by fixe accidentdly: il 
was ocMijectiiied that the body was taken up and oon- 
cealedtiiider the floor of the bam, laid mostly eonsamed. 
About that time a log-heap was burnt by the Boorte 
near the place where the body was supposed to be de- 
posited : it was thought by some that it Wds cpuiiumcd 
there. 

8onic nideed looked upon the manner of the dis- 
covery as a kind of prodigy ; others, with more pro- 
priety, saw nothing marvellous in the affair ; the doe 
migbt be allured to the spot by scent or game, wbicA 
was oommon to the species. The attention of people 
was gieatly etdted; they had strong prepossesdons 
that mufdsr had been comimtted ; by whioh s(»ne were 
prepared to look eren on cmnmon 'thisgs as supemat- 
mal. But still, as has before been observed, none of 
these things were introduced or even mentioned in any 
part of the examination or trial. The stranac disap- 
pearance of Colvin, his not bemg heard of, togeilier wuh 
some thmgs that took place on the day he was missing, 
could not fail to create strong -suspicions that he had 
been murdeied. Evidence was adduced, that on die 
day of his departure a quarrel commenced between him 
and his hrethren, which led to a belief that he bad &lb»i a 
Tictim. Bttt» after aD, Ifae dvideooe was oiroumstantial, 
though the general evidence was that the prisoners were 
guilty. Some thought that it was best to dismiss Jesse 
ixom any fuitlier exaaiiiialiQin, which had commenced on 
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Tuesdiiyi Ae S7di day of April* He was, Kowever, gtill 
kept in custody. Se«cn was made on Tuesday, 
Wednesday, Thursday, and Friday for the body, during 
which time those discoveries were made above alluded 

to. Jesse was on the eve of being set at liberty ; but on 
iSaLuiday, about ten o'clock, he wiLli a trembling voice 
obsen'cd, that the first time he had an idea his brother 
Stephen had murdered Colvin was when he was here 
last wuiter : he then stated that he and Russell were 
hoeing in the Glazier lot; that there was- a quarrel be- 
tween them, and Colvin attempted to run away; that 
he struck him with a club or stone on the back part of 
his neck or head, , and had flractared.hi8 scoU and sop- 
posed he was dead. He observed that he could not tell 
what had become of the body. He mentioned many 
places w here perhaps it might be fouiid. iScarcii wa:* 
accordingly made, but to no purpose. 

The autliority issued a warrant to apprcliend Stephen, 
who about two years before had removed to Denmark, 
Lewis county, iState of New-York, 196 miles. Capt. 
Truman Hill, grand juryman for the town of Manches- 
ter. Esquire Raymond, and Mr. R. Anderson, set out 
for Denmark, and arrived there in three days. They 
called on Mr. £lea2er S. Sylvester, inn-keeper, who in 
the night, together with a Mr. Orange Clark and Mr. 
Hooper, belonging to tlie town, accompanied them to 
the house of the supposed criminal. Mr. Clark went in 
first and began some conversation iihout temporal con- 
cerns; the oliiers surrounded the house, and lie was 
easily taken. The surprise and distress of Mrs. Boom 
on this occasion are not easily described : it esQcited the 
compassion of those who had come to take away her 
hasbandi and they made her some presents. The pris- 
oner was put in urons, and iras hroogfat to Manchester 
on the I5ui day of May. * He perraptorily assorted in- 
' Hocence, and declared he knew nothing about the mur- 
der of his brother-in-law. The prisoners were kept 
cipart for a time, and assigned to separate cells. Noth- 
ing material transpired, and they were afterward con- 
fined in one room. Stephen domed the evidence brought 
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agaiait Um by Jene^ rad treated Inm wiA seyerity. 

Both the prisoners were repeatedly admonished to pay 
the striclcst regard to tiulli. i\laiiy days were- taken 
up in public examinations of the reputed criminal^. 
Evidence was brought forward which was much against 
them. Lewis, son of Colvm, testihed tiiat he saw his 
Qncle Stephen knock down ^s father, was fhghtenedt 
sad xan home. This witness is before tlie pablic. Jesse 
Booniy after an interview with his brother, denied thai 
Stephen eTor toU him that he killed ColYiDy and thai 
what he had xeported a^oiu him was false. Evidence 
appeared so strong [i gainst the prisoners that they were 
bound over to await iheir trial at the sitting of the Su- 
preme Court, to be holden at Manchester the third^ 
Tuesday of September. 

Diinnn; the interval the writer frequently visited them 
in his otiicial capacity, but did not discover any symj^ 
toms of compunction ; they persisted in declaring their 
innocence, with. appeals to Heaven. Stephen, in partic- 
uliur,. at times appeared absorbed in passion jsnd impa^ 
lience. One day I .introduced the example of Christ 
mider snffiarings as a pattern worthy of his imitation : 
he exclaimed, I am as innocent as Jesus Christ !" for 
which extravagant expression I reproved him : he repli- 
ed, I don't mean that 1 dm guiltless as he was ; I knuw 
I am a cTcat sinner ; but I am as innocent of killing 
Colvin as iie was." The court sat in September; a ju- 
dicions and impressive charge was given to the grand 
jury by his hooonr Judge Doolittle, and a bill qf endict* 
ment was presented against Stephen and Jesse Boom ; 
fanty aa it was not a fiul coart, the trial cpuld not com^ 
aj^^mce, accovding to a late, act of the legis^lature of this 
state. 

The court was accordingly adjourned to the 26th of 
October, 1819. It was with much difficulty that a jury 
was obtained ; but few could be found who had not ex- 
pre^ised their opinion against the prisoners. The Hon. 
Judge bkumer and Mr. L. Sergeant were counsel for 
the piisonera. Mr. C. Sheldon, late state's attorney^ 
vf^B empkyiel in b^balf of the state. The counsel on 
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bodi fides cBscoirend imidi ml snd ability. The trial 

commenced on Tuesday, the 27th day of October, and 
continued until Saturday night following. 

An endictment was presented, containing a charge 
against Stephen and Jesse Boorn for the murder of 
Russell Coivin, to which they pleaded Not guilty. 
The occasion excited uncommon attention. Six hun- 
dred people attended each day during the trial. Much 
evidence was introduced which was rejected by the 
eoon as being irreleTmt The case was given to the 
jtiry after a short, judicious/ and unpressiye charge, 
by his honour Judge Doolittle, which was followed by 
a lengthy and appropriate one by the honourable 
Judge Chase. The jury retired, and within about 
one hour returned ; and, in compliance with a request 
of Mr. Skinner, they were severally inquired of wheth- 
er they had agreed upon a verdicty and each agreed 
that they had found both of the prisonints ^ilty Sl the 
murder charged against them. The verdict was then 
publicly read by Uie cleik. After a short recess, hfai 
Jionour Judge Chase, with the most tender and sym- 
pathetic emotion, which he was unable to suppressi 
pronounced the awful sentwicc, "that the criminals be 
remanded back to prison ; and that on the 28th day of 
January next, between the hours of ten and two 
o'clock, they be hanged by the neck until each of them 
be dead; and may the Lord have mercy on their 
souls." 

None can express the confusion and anguish into 
which the prisoners were cast on hearing tims doom. 
l%iey requested by their cofonsel liberty to speak, 
vrfnch was granted. In sighs snd farohoi accents they 
asseited their innocence* The conynlsion of nature 
attending Stephen at last was so great as to render him 
unable to walk ; but he was supported by others, and 
carried to prison. The compassion of some was exci- 
ted, especially towards Jesse, which inclined them im- 
mediately to send a petition to the legislature, then 
sitting at Montpelier, pvaying that the punishment of 

the crimimds avght iwrntifd fioc thel of ioipaseii* 
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liient for life. But few, however, signed the petition 
in favour of Stephen. The Assenably spent several 
days on the subject, and finally granted the request of 
Jesse; yeas 104, nays 31. The request of Stephen 
was negatived in the House ; yeas 42, nays 97. The 
decision of the Assembly was bion^t to Manchester 
by Bis excellency Goyemor Oalusha, and immediately 
communicated to the prisoners. Jetswe receiTed the 
news with peculiar satiblaciion; while Stephen was 

f really depressed, being wholly left without hope, 
esse lamented that his brother could not share in the 
same comparative blessing with him, and that they 
could not be fellow-prisoners together. Little did 
these brothers think that the fate of Stephen would teir 
minate more favourably than that of Jesse, and be the 
cause of a znore speedy deliTennce. 'Tis often the 
case, that the darkest dispensatbns of Divine provi^ 
dence are presages of tne rising morning. This 
should teach us always to trust in the Lord, and con- 
sider that although clouds and darkness are rouiid 
about him, yet justice and judgment are the habitation 
of his throne. 

On the 29th day of October Jesse took a final fare-' 
well of his brother, of his friends, and family at Man- 
chestefy and was carried to the state-prison at Wind* 
sor, expecting to spend the remainder of his Uie tfa^. 
None can express tbe melancholy aitoation of Stephei^ 
the. poor prisoner, separated from wife and children, 
parents and friends, under sentence of death, without 
hope. I visited him frequently with sympathy and 
grief, and endeavoured to turn his nund on the things 
of another world ; telling him that, as all human means 
failed, he must look to God as the only way of deliv- 
erance. I advised him to read the Holy Scriptures, 
to which he consented, if he could be allowed a candle» 
as his cell was dark ; this request was jpnmted ; and I 
often found hun reading. He was at tmies calm, and 
again impatient. The interview I had with him a few . 
dbys before the news came that it was likely that Col- 
Tin was alive was very affecting. He says to me, 
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^ Mr. Haynesy I see no way but I must die ; eveiy 
dung worn against me; liut I am an innocent man; 
this you will know after I am dead**^ He burst into a 

flood of tears, and said, "What will become of my 
poor wife nnd children ! they aic in needy ciicuiiistua- 
ces, and I love them better than life itself" I told 
him God would take care of them. lie replied, "I 
don't want to die. I wish they would let me h'vc even 
in this situation some longer ; perhaps something will, 
take place that may convince people that 1 am inno* 
cent." I was about to leave the prison when he said, 
** Will you pray with me ?" He arose^ with his heavy 
chains on his luuids and le^s, being abo chained down 
to the floor, and stood on nis feet during prayer, with 
deep and bitter sighings. A Mr. Taber Chadwick,* 
of Shrewsbury, Monniouth county, New-Jcrscv, broth- 
er-in-law of Mr. Wm. Polhamus, in Dover, iNew-Jer- 
sey, where Colviii had lived ever since April, 1^13, 
seeing the account of the trial of the Boorns at Man-^ 
chaster, he wrote the letter that has been so often pub* 
lished. When the letter came to town, every one was 
struck with consternation. A few partly believed, but 
ihn main doubted* "It cannot be that Cohin is alive,"^ 
was the general ciy. Mr. Ghadwick's letter was car- 
ried to me prisoner, and read to Stephen ; die nevirf 
was so overwhelming, that, to use his own language, 
nature could scarcely sustain the shock; but, as tliere 
was some doubt as to the truili of the report, ii tended 
to prevent an immediate dissolution. He observed to 
me, that ire believed that, had Colvin then made his 
appearance, it would have caused immediate death. 
Even now a ftintoess was cieated that was painful to 
endure.** Socm a letter was sent to Manchester ini? 
forming that there was a i^obabUity that the num 
supposed to be murdered was yet alive^and Hm itrl 
¥^elply, of New-Tork, formeny of Manchester, and 
who was intimately acquainted with Colvin, had acti^

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ally gone lo Ncw-Jciscy in quest of iiim. Tluis lliere 
was increasing evidence in confirmation of the letter. 
As soon as Mr. Whelply had returned to New- York, 
he immediately wrote ** that he had Culvin with him." 
A Mr. Rempton, a former acquamtance of Russell*^ 
wrote to his friend here, " that while whtiAg Kussell 
Colvin is before me." A New-York paper announce 
his arrival also, and that he would soon set out for Ver- 
mont Notvfrithstan<iting all' this, many gave no credit to 
tfie report, but considered it a mere deceptaon. Large 
bets were made. On the 22d of Deceinbcr, Colvin ar- 
rived ill the stage with Mr. Whelply at licaiiiiigton. 
The county court beins^ then in session, all were filled 
with astonishment and surprK^c. The court suspended 
business for some hours, to gaze upon one who in a sense 
had been dead, and is alive again. Many who formerly 
knew him now saw that there could be no deception ; 
ftussell could call many of them by name. Towards 
evening, the same day, he came to Manchester ; notice 
bein^ givien that he was near' at hancf, a cry was heard, 
^ Gdmn has come f* The stafle was dnven swifUy, 
and a signal extended ; it was all bustle and confusion. 
The stage stopped at Captain Black's inn. The vil- 
lage was all alive ; all were iuiiiuug to obtain si gin of the 
man who they had no doubt was dead, and had come 
as a kind of saviour to one who was devoted to the gib- 
bet. Some, like Thomas m another case, would not 
believe without tangible evidence. People gathered 
around him with such eagerness as to render it impOs* 
siUe to press thirotigh the crowd, or. obtain a sight of 
him. Almost all his old acquaiaiance he could recog- 
nise, and call them by name. Several guns were die** 
charged for joy ; people ran' to different parts of the 
town to give notice. The prison door was unbolted— 
the news proclanned to Stephen that Colvin had come ? 
The welcome reception given it by the joyful prisoner 
need not be mentioned. The chains on his arms 
were taken oti, while those on his legs remained ; be- 
ing impatient of an interview with him who had come 
to bring salvationy they met. Colvin gazed upon 
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chains, and asked, " What is that for Stephen an- 
swers, Because they say I murdered you." Russell 
.repliedi You neyer hurt me." His wife, sod friends, 
and people from ^Tery part of the town Were collected« 
Joy ana gladness ^at on every countenance. Many 
shouts of rejoiciiig were heard, together widi the dis- 
char^ of cannon. The i^ews havinff been spread that 
Colvm had come to Manchester, the next day there 
was a large co]lc( iioji iroiii ilie neighbouring towns, 
who met to behold the returned exile, and to express 
their high satisfaction on the occasion. I think I can 
pav that I scarcely ever saw more exultation and ten- 
der sympathy on any occasion. «Not less than fi|ty. 
cannon were discharged, and at a seasonable hour 
they returned to their places of abode. Mrs. Colvinr 
came to. see her husband, but he took but litt)e notice 
of her, intimating that she did not belong to him. 
Some of his children came to see him, of whom he ap-» 
eared somewhat fond. He wondered how they came 
eie, as he said "he left them in New-Jersey, and 
must take them back.'' He fancies that he is ihe 
owner of the farm belonging to Mr. Polhamus, in Do- 
ver ; talks much about his property there. It is ob- 
served by those who formerly knew him, that his 
mental derangement is much greater than it was when 
he left Manddester. Many thmgs that took place 
years ago he can recollect with accuracy, and de^ 
scribes with a degree of jmpriety.. He discovers a' 
placid and harmless disposition. ' The family where he* 
resided in New- Jersey arc fond of him, wish hun to 
return and spend his days with them, of which lie 
seems very desirous ; accordingly, on the 29th of De- 
cember, he set out from Manchester with Mr. Whelp- 
ly for New-York, who engaged to convey him from 
thence to his furmer habitation in New-Jersey, having 
received remuneration from this town for that purpose. 
There it is probable Colvin will end his da^s. Ste-> 
phen is not in a state of confinement, but fives widi 
Bis fasiily. Jesse is still in state-prison, has heard 
the news, and has written to his attorney to use means 
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for hk release. It is probable that die hcmourable 

court will provide some way by which they may ob- 
tain a legal dismission at their session, which is at 
Benninoton, on the third Tuesday of January instant. - 

The writer would observe, that publishing the above 
narrative was the effect of friendly importunity. It 
ni^y be expected that imputation of an unwarranted 
nature on the town of Manchester^ and on the civil au« 
thority of Venuont, will be made ; but I am inllr of the 
optmoQ, were the matter well uadteiBtood, that me joiti- 
eUms and candid Would be satisfied. 

It must be acknowledged, that it is one of the most 
mysterious events recorded m the annals of lime. 
There are circumstances attending it which are still en- 
veloped HI ol)!^curity that iiuman sagacity cannot ex- 
plore. Has there murder been conunitted at Manches- 
ter? is a question often suggested by people abroad. 
We iia rMuly to answer, that evidence to piove such 
an event does not appear^ One thing wc are sure ofj 
that Ruasell Colvin has not been munbred; and thai 
the piaoneit condemned are, and ouj^ to be^ eaoMw 
effatCQ* 

Addition.— About four years after Colvin was mis- 
sing, some children of Mr. Johnson's, near the place 
wlusre it was supposed that the murder had been com- 
mitted, found a hat ; they carried it home : all agreed 
tiiat it was Colvin'a hat : it was in nich an injnied state 
that it WAS pulled* in pieces and thrown aWajv^ColTiB - 
was miwiUitfg to return to Vermont with Hr« Whelply, 
who was obliged to have recourse to stratagem. A 
yoinig wnman of Russell's acquaintance agreed to ac- 
company lum, pretending tliat they only designed a visit 
to New-York. Wiule there she was missing, which 
excited some uneasiness in the mmd of the returning 
exile. While staymg a few days at New- York, to pre- 
vent his letnnm^ Mr. Whelply told him there were 
Briliah ittrhotmwc lying in the JMiboar, lad^ mdtM ki 
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kept WItliin doors, he would be kidnapped. This liad 
the desired effect. Colvin, when he «ot out for Man- 
chester, concluded that he was on his way home to 
New* Jersey, and nercr perceirMl the decepciofi rnitil he 
came to Benningtoo, and saw mutj peopke with whom 
he had foimexljr oeen aoqQainted, and he wae filled with

hibited as the light of the- world ; as one who has eye- 
salve and can open the eyes . Are men'said to be poor ? 
Christ is compared to gold, who caa make them rich. 
Are they nakedt he hi» white raiment to clothe themt 
that the shame .of their nakedness need not appear. 
Are men starving ? Jesus is the bread of life. Are we 
in liondage or in priso/i 1 Christ is anointed to proclaim 
liberty to the captives, and the opening of the prison to 
them that are bound.

Piiaons aie of ancient date — ^they hfive Uieir ongm 
in ktiiBatt depravity. They aie phoee wlim ciimiiials «

to aecme tlie/eafety of the commonweelth. Time ia 
dcmbdeaa rrfeience had in my teit to the emanripatifltt 
of the Jews from a long and matrtMsing captivity, whidi 
is emblematical of the conversion of sinners that are in 
spiritual thraldom, but yet prisoiicrs of hope, ('ould tlic 
late wonderful providence of God in delivering om fel- 
low-mortals be improved for the emancipaliou of pre- 
cious souls from the prison of death and hell, oh ! with 
what thank3|^Ting» with what ecstasies of joy shoiild we 
hail auQh an event ! To improve it to tma pmpose is 
^y main deaim pa this occasion, «nd I am nersuaded, 
my brethren, that yoa.will this day bid me uod speed, 
and not widd^fld yomr assistance m n matter so adenm 
and impcnrtant* 

- Wherein there is and is not a similarity in the mat- * 
ters before us, is the order proposed. 

1. Prisoners are in a state of confinement by an act 
of the civil autliority, and are condemned by law : the 
murderer for sheddinrr blood : so the wicked are arrest- 
ed by an act of the court of Heaven, and are condem]i- 
ed already, John iii., 18. The endictment ajgainst tha 
wicked ia very Jiigh : God makes inquisition-lor blood. 
Psalm ix.y 12. Is. it not more than probable that the 
blood of a hosbandi a virife^ a brother, a sister^ a diild, ia 
crying from a repository of the dead against you, with 
accents not less severe and significant than 'the blood 
of a murdered A])cl ^ Yea, perhaps from the prison of 
eten^al despair, to which place yowx unfaithfulness has 
consigned tnem. You are endieted for suicide, for de- 
stroying yourselves, Hos. xiii., 9. Neither does the 
charge stop here. You stand convicted before the 
court of Heaven for shedding die preciotia blood of the 
Hon of God,, or making a violent attempt on Uiei life of 
the Crod*man mediator^ for piercing the , Saviooir, Zech. 
"m^ 10, For crucifying the son of God afreah, and for 
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him to cpen shame, Heb. yi., 6. Does net a 
gfoamng cfeali«i^ advafse Picrykle^ 
fldence^ bear a oofDcidont tettimDny against you ? 
^ d. PriBoneit m cut off in a gxeat maasme ftam hu- 
man society, as unfit for their eommittiioii and feflow* 
ship. So it is with the wicked- — Uicy separate them- 
selves. Saints and sinners are prone to keep at a dis- 
tanec from each other. The prisoner converses prin* 
cipally with his fellows in jaih while those abroan are 
not fond of their place of abode, nor of tiieir company. 
While constrained to atay with them, they are forced to 
endaim, in the language of Davids " Wa is me that I 
•qottin in Meaech, thact I dwdl in the tents of Kedar.'' 
Paal. CZX.I 5. Men naturally are deprired the Uea- 
nng of aocietji^ and die priTil^;ea cf the chQdren' of 
■God. 

3. Another distressing circunislancc that attends pris- 
oners is, they are in a state of darkness, as mentioned 
in the text. The light of tlie sun does not shine upon 
them. The wicked are said to sit in darkness, to walk 
in darkness, to love darkness, Sec, They are blind 'to 
their own characters and the character g[ God — to theur 
own danger, and to the only way of escape. Wicked 
men behold nothing of the dirine glory in hia woid or 
in his works. -Their eyes are blinded and they cannot 
•ee. Like prisoners confined in a dungeon, no chesring 
nty can penetiate the impenetrable ml, or iBominate 
the solitary mansion. ' 

4. A prison is a place of distress and liouble. What 
a wretched state was Jeremiah in when cast into the 
dungeon, where was no water, and his feet sank down 
into the mire ^ Eastern monarchs, when they had cast 
their wretched captives into a dungeon, never gave 
tbemaehres the tnnidile of inquiring about them; but. let 
them He a long time in that npserable condition, wholly 
de8titute*<»f relief and disregarded, aays Bishop Lowtb. 
Ptisoners amon^ the Rgonns irare fettered and cotn 
iiiiied in a singular manner. One end of the chain, 
which was of a commodious length, was fixed about die 
right arm of the prisoner, ^nd the utiiei about the left 
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arm of a spldien In^scmment, mjB Th; Doddridge 
if a much greiler pmuiho^iit ia die «a«teni part.of the 
world tlutt iMe. - State cfimiiMiliiy eiyecially when oon* 
diuied to are not only foiced to fubniit to a Tery 
mean and icanty aOowance, but are freouently loaded 
with clogs and yokes of bea?y wood, in which they can- 
not either he or siL at ca^sc ; and by ircqiient scourgings, 
and sometimes by rackings, are frequently brought to an 
untimely end. These instances are introduced to iilus- 
trate liie propriety of the appropriate allusion in my 
text. The wicked are represented as being under the 
bondi of iniquity-^as penahing with hunger — as trav* 
ailing in pain all ibm daya^ and like the troubled tea 
that canned rest. 

*^ 5. The prisoner ai^ignol to an impregnable caatle ia 
in a state of eonfinement ; he cannot extricate himself. 
His (mse is in a sense hopeless and helpless, without an 

interposition oi Diviac power, a.s in the case of Daniel, 
and Silas, and Peter. Sinners in spuiiual bondage 
cannot dehver themselves, being bound with the cords 
of their sins, and are morallv unable to hurst their bands 
asunder, scale or break through the adamantine waUa 
of their iniqnitiea. 

'6. Imprisonment is a state of dbgradation. Such are 
despised and treated with contempt. So the wicked are 
coaaideied aa ootcaats, foslorn, Tile^ and despicable in 
the sight ot God. They are said to be dcmed widi 
shame, like prisoners having on them filthy garments*^ 
like wretched captives covered with vermin, loathed and 
abhorred by the Almighty, and will be treated with in- 
finite contempt at the dav of jiuiiTineiU. 

7. Criminals have a time appointed bv authorit\ for 
their execution, when they must be brought forth, and 
in a puUie manner experience a shameful death* So 
the sentence is pronounced by the»jiidffe ci qnick and 
dead against all the finally impenitent and, in the cemMnl 
of 6ocC the day of their deadi is appdintad by an imat- 
terdble decree of Heaven* The wi<^ed is leaerved to 
the day of destmctiOn~they shall be brought forth to 
tlie day of wialli," Job xu., 30. 
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S. Poor prisoners in jaU are objects of pitv and 
commiseration. They excite the tender sympathy of 
the humane and benevolent. Their Iheuds mourn their 
sorrowfiil state, and tremble at thct approach of the day 
of their ejcecution. Who oaa deaciibe the distieases of 
a parent, a brother, or a sisteir, on •die. lefleetion -of the 
slate of a d^ild, a brothear, doomed to an untimely aikl 
ignomkiions death! They bedew their pillow with 
tears, and wearisome days and nights are appointed to 
them. This, my friends, is but an imperfect picture of 
those agonies and pains that God's people sometimes 
experience by reflcctinor on the state of sinners doomed 
to the first and second denth. Paul travailed m pain for 
the souls of men ; was in great heaviness and sorrow of 
heart O that my head were waters, and my eyes a 
fountain of tears ! KiTers of water run down mine eyes," 
were the exdaipslioiis of holy Da?id» on account of 
these, who were under the condemnatory sentence of 
God's holy law, and ercg^ moment e:q>osed toils awfol 

infliction ! 

2dlv. But it may be useful to draw a contrast between 
the two cas^s before us. 

1 . Prisoners committed to jail anion^ us are assip^ned 
there i)v ?nm, or human tribunals, and not always sanc- 
tioned by the Almighty.. But the wicked are doomed 
to pnnishiiBient by an act issued frooi the court of Hear- 
en. Jeeusy' who is appointed judge, pronounces die 
awfnl sentence, ** 1m fanm be taken from among men, 
fmn the prison on earth, and ^deli rared to the tonnen« 
tors, to suffer eternal death!'' The draunciation is 
from the majesty of Heaven, and fills the trembling 
criminal with terror and dismay. He shudders ! he 
sinks ! like an affrighted Belshazzar. His counte- 
nance is changed ; the joints of his limbs are loosed, 
and his knees snnle one against another! Prisoners 
condemned by earthly judiciaries may entertain hopes 
that they may possibly escape the hands of men, or have 
the sentence rerersea, or the punishment commuted; 
hut when it is denoimoed by the Lofd Je^us Christ, the 
incondmble sinnertan haye nohwe in his present state. 

V2 
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He cannot flee from the hands of the Almighty, nor sup- 
port hunself amid his inflexible wrath. " God will not 
meet him as a man, but will take vengeance." — Isa. 
xlvii., 3. His hands cannot be strong, nor ins heart en*- 
dure, when God shall deal with hnn. 

2. When the sentence is passed on criminals, they 
can aonietaniee a]ig>eal to higher authority, and obtain 
fiiYOur : (ttfe a mw trials plead an enor of- €oiift» or a 
commutation of puniahment; .but there ia no apjpeal 
from the court OiTHeaTea; no mitigation of sentence; 
but, amid all the schemes and inyentkina of men, the 

' counsel of the Lord that shall stand. 

3. Criminals among men are allowed counsel lo plead 
for them ; md their cause is often ably defended by 
gen lie men of the bar. But this will not be admitted 
before the tribunal of Christ. None will even dare to 
undertake for « them before the aaaembled uniYerse; to 
none of t^ aainta can they turn ; their cause will i^. 
pear so unieaaonable and hopeless, that no man er aogel 
will dare to say a word in their behalf. 

4. These confinAd in parisoh for crimes bear small 
proportion to the world in general. . The rapid increase 
of late oi men of this character, is an alarming consid- 
eration, and calls all classes of men, especially rulers, .« 
to vio:ilaiice, liurnilialion, and prayer. But, blessed be 
God, humanity and philanthropy are still distinguishing 
charact ensues of our land in general; and there ia a 
laudabie di^osition preyalent amans our citineQe, to.a{>* 
proheSKl and detect those who, .by their enormous 
crimei^ forfeit their liberties and their kres into ^the 
bands of <9?il justice. Mnrderers ^t our land and* on 
the high seas cannot elude the hand of' the |mnraer« 
Although they flee to foreie^n countries, they are detected 
and remanded lo our shores, to receive the punishnient 
due to their crimes. But have we not reason to fear 
that the number of those who are in a state of spiritual - 
bondage and imprisonment is very great, vastly exceed- . 
ing those who have been made free by the Son of God ; ' 
wm still have a dreadful yerdict lying against them in 
the Siyteaae Court above ? . Not to OMotion beatba 
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lands, whose dreary regions htTC never been illuminated 
by the exhilarating beams of the Sun of ngiiteousness. 
How few comparatively, even under the hght of the 
gospel, who arc called upon to so forth from their 
wretched confinement and •how'tneniielTeBi obey the 
heavenly mandate ! 

5. The itnpeifectioiis incident to all men and dl 
ccnirts of judicatare, render them liable to m^iong yei^ 
dicti. The most pmdent and experienced cannot plead 
exemption. The innocent may be condemned, and tlie 

fuilty go with impunity, jiul the great Searcher of 
earts cannot be deceived. Every decision is dictated 
by rnliiiite wisdom and inhniie goodness: he can by no 
means clear the guilty or condemn the mnocent. " God 
will judge the people with perfect equity, and Justice 
and Judgment aie the habitatien of lus tfaxoncy'' ^sal* 
Ixxxix., 14. 

IJ. iiet us attend to the other iUostntion in the text, 
which implies delireyance-^'Go fortfa^ow youfu 

selves." The author of it is the Lord Jesus Christ. 
That Tijou mayst say, viz., the person designated or 
appointed by the Father, see verse 8th, "Thns saiih 
tlie ijord, In an acceptable time have I heard thee, and 
in a day of saivaliuii have I lielped thee; and I will 
preserve thee, and give tliee for a covenant of the peo- 

{)le, to establish the darth^ to cause to inherit the deao- 
ate heritages." 

The dehverance ol aimiera ia consiatent with the law 
of God and dignity of divine j^Temment It if by 
blood of the 'covenant that pnsoners ate sent out cff the 
pit whcicm there is no water, Zcch. ix., 11. It cannot 
be admitted in any other way, as intimated in the text, 
*' That thou viayst suggesting tlie idea that the tlang 
may not take place on any other condition. The Lord 
Jesus Christ brings about the deliverance of his elect 
throofi^ the instriimentality of means; not that they 
are emcacioua ; for, after all, God givee the increase. 
God is said to sarcmen by the foc^afaneaa c€ preach* 
ing, 1 Cor. 12. In the late inatance amoM. Qi, it 
was God who wrought the aalvatioD ; but it waa broughl 
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aboni by nmcnsy and very i]»e:q>ecled. There WM. |i 
•erief of events tibat might be traced ; but Uiey w«ct 
all direeted by the inviflibie hand of-Him who wodtetfa 
all things after llie comiaelof hk own hpiU) £ph. i., U, 
In deliTeriiii^ men from the bondage of m uid death, 
God defers it to an extreme hour, that his power and 
grace may clearly appear, to which men arc apt tu be 
exceedingly blind. The sentiment suggested may de- 
rive a decree of illnstration by the late providence of 
God, with which we are ail acquamted. Measures 
weie used in Tain to deliver fxaih punishment. Qourt 
and juiy wereriuiamittously agamst the piiaoners. The 
pnbhc TOice pronounced the Terdict jui^ and Weie not 
altogether' aatiflfied with the oomrautation of the puoiah* 
meat of deadi for that of inqmonmeikt Ux granted 
to one of them by legialativa authority. With respect 
to Mr. Stephen Boom, there were ninety-seven against 
forty-two members in the house who were opposed to 
afiordmg him any relief, so that he was kit to buffer 
death, agreeably to sentence. Able counsel was em- 
ployed. No hope of escaping out of custody, being 
cast inta the inner prison, bound in triple chains, and 
care&Uy guarded. The object of going ta search of 
the exile supposed to be mimleted was metty muph re- 
Uoquished* The adTertieemont puUiuifid at the re^ 
^tteet of thecrimiiials waa^not a meaii^ of the infohnar 
tion that Colvin was yet alire, as Mr. Chadwick's letter 
was anterior to his having seen that publication. The 
time of execulioa was drawing nigh, and not a gleam 
of hope from any quarter. Until, behold, from a far 
country the Lord! raised up an instrument of deliver- 
ance, a stranger to i\s all. . It waft grefa» seasonable, 
satisfactory^ and sure. 

It may be wt»rthy of reniark, and tend to illustrate 
Divine interposition, tlmt Mr. Chadwick was not in the 
habit of Uikmg the Evening Post, which contained the 
trial at MancEester, and much inclhied him to write 
the letter, by which information was obtained that the 
jaam supposed tu be murdered was yet aUve,.but had 
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the papar put into his hand by what' we ate went to 
eall mere accident. 

" Just in the last distrestiog hour, 

Tm Lotd ^spUyt delivering power ; 

The mount of danger is the place 
. Wbere we tbAlI Me.Mupriiiing grace." 

When fcod says to prisoners, " Go forth ! show your- 
gelves !" what power in the word ! Tiieir chains are 
taken off — the bars of the prison-house broken ! V\ iih 
joy they leave the solitary dungeon ! They are quick- 
ened, and made to stand on their feet, and walk at large, 
and are restored to the arms of their friends, and to the 
liberties uid immimities of God's people. The pooor 
prisoner leaps for joy— comes to the* light— shows him- 
self— is beheld wuh raptures of transpoit — appears in 
a different point of light to all beholders— shows hiapH 
self as one exonerated, and to whom there is no con^* 
demnation — is a fellow-citizen with the saints. "To 
open the blind eyes, to bring out the priboncrs from the 
prison, and them that sit in darkness out of the prison- 
nouse. Sing unto the Lord a new song, and his praise 
from the end of the earth, ye that go down to the sea, 
and all that is therein; the isles, and the inhabitants 
thereof. Let .the wilderness and the cities thereof lift 
,np their voicei the vilkges that Kedar doth inhabdt : let 
Ae inhabitants of the rock sing, let them dout from 
the top of the mountains. Let them ^vc glonr unto the 
Loid, and declare his praise in the islands,*^ Isa. xlii. 
** And the ransomed of the Lord shall return, and come 
to Zionwith songs and everlasting joy upoji their heads; 
they shall obtain joy and gladness, juid sorrow and 
sighing shall flee awav/' Jsa. xxxv., 10. 

There is certainly a derrree of likeness in the two 
cases before us, or the deliverance of men out of com* 
mon jails and the sentence denounced a|jainat them, wd 
the freeing^he wicked from the bondage sin an4 con- 
demnation. T& draw a striking contrast nuy be use- 
ful on the present occasion. 

tna case of Ihe former, their trial is before 
•WtWy courts— their sentence denounced by them i but 
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the delireranca of the wicked from die power and 
minion of sin, is the special and immediate work of 
Ood, or the mighty agencies of the Holy Spirit The 
people of God may work — miiusters maypieaeh, and 
say to pri8<»)eTSy ''come fofth T — ^but it witf be fboKsh- 
ness, it will be ineffectual, until the arm of the Lord be 
revealed. Then, and not till then, will the founclation 
of the prison be shaken, and all the doors opened, and 
the bands loosed. 

2. Sinners confined m the prison of their sins are 
unwiUing to leave it — they love primui Use and com- 
pany — ^love their chaios~£ive darkness ; and, although 
the door is thrown ymde open, aiid hberty prodaimed lo 
the capthres, yet they mil not come forth aer show 
themsehres; mrt exert their pemr and facoltieslo close 
the door, «tid deeper driye the massy bolts, and drat out 
every ray of divine light, it being painful to them. Bnt 
men confined in eariiily dungeons, when they hear the 
news of their emancipation, how do they leap to lose 
their chains, and bid adieu to their gloomy abode ! Oh ! 
how welcome the invitation — " Go forth out of dark- 
ness I — show yourself 1" When a poor prisoner reflects 
on the manypainfiil days spent in the melanchc^ cell, 
separated from dear connexions and friends, in expecta* 
tion of a horrible, deadi, oh ! how welcome the mer» 
rion of the d^om ! none bm expericTOed canfittnl a 
c^noeptKni. 

3. Tis sometimes the case that criminals arc acquit- 
ted on the principle of distributive justice ; they are 
not found ermity of the crime alleged, or for which they 
were comtriitted; but the wicked can never be ac- 
quitted in this way. They arc fully guilty of every 
crime with which they are charged, lliere can be no 
eiror in the testimony and decision to q>pose cr com* 
mute the puttiahment. No irrelcTant witness can be 
adnutled 4or vr against the prisoner. 'Tis pardkniiiqj 
ffrace through a mediator that frees the pemtent from 
tne sanctions of the law. 

4. The emancipation granted by human courts is 
only a reprieve of the body for a few years, mouths, or 
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days — perhaps hours or m6aieiit9. . Death may be in* 
flicted by the hand of God before the time specified im 
the sentence of civil anthocity. But the itot of the Al* 

mighty frees the soul bom the terr<»rs of the first and 
second death. " 

When God delivers sinners from the slaVer^ and 
bondage of their sins, and the senleiice thereto annexed, 
he confers great blessings upon them — bestows many 
valuable gifts by wliich they are made rich. Psal. 
Ixviii., 18 : " Thou hast ascended on highy thou hast led 
captivity captive ; thou hast received oifts for ioeiii yeai 
for die rebellioue also*** When men are liberated from 
prisons, people nmj be disposed to make them some 
remninenitioKi; but it u only lempoial good at best they 
can impart, which only relieve diem and family from 
bodily wants. 

6. Persons exonerated by earthly judiciaries are lia- 
ble to arrests for new otTences. Many have been ac- 
quitted from jails or slate prisons, but njTain commit 
crimes and are sentenced to death, and in a lew months 
executed* Such instances of late have been within our 
obserrations. But those whom the Loid acquits will 
never again be arraigned before the court of Heaven and 
condemned* Nmie can or dare lay any thing to their 
charge, so as to sentence diem to death; for there is no 
condemnation to them, Rom. viii., 1. There is an 
immutable and an eternal act of absolution issued for aii 
past and future crimes. ^ 

The late remarkable occurrence, or dispensations of 
Divme providence aniontr iis, in relaLion to the prison- 
ers condemned and their woiidcrfui deliverance, will 
form an epoch in the anaala o£ history that will be 
transmitted to generations yet unborn. Relictions of 
a serious and intetjesting nature are suggested, ^ 

The imperfection of human nature under peculiar 
adtantages is dearly exhibited. Perhaps in no case 
was circumstantial evidence more' clear and condu* 
sive, or gicalci unanimity in court and jury, or coinci- 
dence in the public mind. But few who did hesi- 
tate to hhng in their verdict of guu.tt. The wisdom. 
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candour, and integrity of the board of trial cannot be 
questioned. Neither are we disposed to impeach the 
witnesses in geoerai. Even the prasoa^ himself had 
eonfiMsed the crime, and after all we aie atsnred that 
tliey are innocent It .^nay prove a caution to us to 
look as fsTOOrably as possible on the .aide of innooence/ 
and to ^ exerdsa. of that charity that '^hopeth all 
things," and not be too hasty in tajiing up a repraach 
against our neighbonr, Ptoal. xv., 3. Courts of judica- 
ture are hereby taughi to proceed with ihe utmost de- 
liberation and carefulness, especially in cases of life 
and death, and not decide without very clear and con- 
clusive evidence.* How far the opinion of our first 
commentators on law ought to be regarded, is out of 
the prtacher'f prannce to determine — but a point to be 
dEscossed by gentlemen of the bar. All presfomptiye 
eridence dr fdony aboold be admitted cautioualjry'' 
aays Bladcetone, '^for the law hdds that it 19 bett^ 
that ten guilty persons escape than that one innocent 
suffer." And Sir Matthew Hale, in particular, lays 
down two rules, most prudent and necessary to be ob- 
served : "1. Never to convict a man for stealing the 
goods of a person unknown, merely because he will 
give no account bow he came by them, unless an ac? 
tual felony be ptoved of such goods. fL Ne?er to 
contict any person of murder or manslaughter till at 
Imt the body be found dead;" on account q£ two in* 
stances he. mentions where persona were executed for 
die mnrier of othm who were then aHve, but missing. 

2. The final issue and termination of the event, so 
plainly in favour of the reputed criminals, should by 
no means be improved as a discouragement to search 
after iniquity, and use all proper measures to detect 
transgressors, and bring them to condign punishment. 

* Then lenmilcs are not de«igned ts'the least reflectim on Um bMoaiw 

able court who attended at Manchester. I have often observed, that du- 
ring the trial there appeared to be a favourable leaning in behalf of the 
criminals, and a venr candid indnlgence. Evidence not directlr in point 
was not admitted. Mr. S. Boom has repaatedly told meand.olAers that 
he did not blame the authority for deciaing against him, considering the 
evidence adduced. This he has observed to me stnca Iba siitiof ol tha 
Supienie Court. ' ; 
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In apprehending criminals there are two objects pro- 
posed : viz., to find out the guilty, and clear the inno- 
cent. These ideas are insepaxably involved. When 
ihe ktter is effiscted, character is xetrieved, the masi 
booomred and ^restorsd to society, and the dignity alid 
Mrfety of die stite saeved. A more important pmnt is 
obtamed evftn toihe puUfe thantC orimiiialit^ 
covcrcu. 

If positive evidence in the minds of all must be ob- 
tained of offence anterior to public process, it would 
render investigation in almost all cases unnecessary. 
That there were grounds for suspicion that murder had 
been committed at Manchester, none acquainted with 
sU the circumstances will deny ; and that it became an 
imperious duty to inquire into the matter will not be 
disj^ted by the candid. Whether there hu been too 
much or too little slteiituHi paid to the matter, and 
wUetlMNr every thing has been attebded Isr in the best 
mannerly wranl be to ooi^end with Ae doctrine of hu- 
man imperfection. The result is favourable, and we 
rejoice. 

3. We are clearly taught that there is a superintend- 
ing providence that directs all events ; that the works 
of Qod are great and marvellous, and past finding out. 
The goodness of the Alnoighty is plainly illustrated* 
While he is one that will by no,means clear the. guilty, 
yet ha will deliver the innocent in his own time and 
i|rqr* ^ God will execute judgment for the oppreMed 
•«-'ghre &od to the hungry : the JLotd looseth the prison- 
ers : He heareth the groai^ing of prisoners, lo loose 
those who are appointed to death." If the Lord is so 
ready in such a wonderful way to rescue the bodies and 
lives of men from death, may we not argue from the 
less to the greater, and infer the infinite benignity of 
the Saviour, who delivers the souls of men from end- 
less perdition. Vexily the Xiord is good, and ready to 
forgive. 

4. We are evidently taught, by refledii^ on the late 
disiMMsatMn Qf die Ahni|^ty, the mt importance of. 
paying a atiict att ei nifli i to tradi and veracity, and that 
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at all times, and under every tryu^ circumstaiice. How 
pertiiient thai mjmkQtiiMii of the afKiitle, £pti. it., 15/ 
SpeakiDg the troth in loye.. Tiioae who have been the 
•ttbjects of so much dtvtressi can&ol but see that the 
want of adheriiig properly to this impoitaml leaaoo hat 
beea afirttitfiil source of their calamity and trouble, and 
how much pains and cost it has been the t)ccasion of; 
Let parents inculcate this iiiiporlanL duty on tlie minds 
of their children ; and let every instance of vexation and 
sorrow to which a contrary conduct subjects us, teach 
\is to pay the most sincere regard to truth and uprigiit- 
ness, as we would ka^Yp the apfwobatioa of out Ju^get 
and the testimony of a good conscience. 

5, The subject is pecbliaily interesting to those 
among ns wIk> have lately been joimarkahly emweipa*' 
ted mm bondage, slaveiy, and dqeOh. Was there em 
a olearer display of divine inteiqxmtioii ? and can they 
be blind to that Almighty hand tliat hath wrought deliv- 
erance 1 (Jod has saui to you that were prisoners, Go 
forth r — to you who were in darkness, "Show your- 
selves T Human means wt re nsi d in vain, especially 
for him who contmued under sentence of death. Applica- 
tion to legislative authority only tended to letider ms case • 
more desperate; as it dimiaidoed the power of the gov* 
emor and couninl to grant a reprieve. Nothing scarcely, 
bnt tlie ippearance of the supposed mmdeTed eiila 
would satisiy the public mind» or reverse the sentence 
of death, and it was little to- be expected. But amid all 
these gleomy apprehensions, ihc arm of the Lord was 
revealed in your behalf, and has given incontcstible evi- 
dence of yoiu' iimocence. The prisoners released, espe- 
cially the one present, will recognise those melancholy 
days and nights he has spent ia the dreary dungeon ; 
shut out &om sodetV) from your fsmily, ^ai friends^ 
' I can never focget tnose many solitary hopia 1 hare 
■pent with you amid that dismal habitation. I faave ia 
some sense been a kind of companion with you in trifa* 
utetimL I have been an eye and an ear vntness to 
your tears, agonies, and groans, under the awful antici- 
pauous of an ij^uomiiiious dealh^ and of a speedy s.^para** 
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tkn from the dear companion of your yondi.and help> 
less children, whom you declared unto me' were dearer 
to you than Ufe itself. Had the efest taken place, who 
coold relate the pitifol stocj lo *&therleaa children! 
Could a brokenhearted mother lead them to some ob« 
scure spot, and say, There, dear children, lie the remains 
of an unfortunate parent, who wished to be your sup- 
port in life ; the fondness of whose arms were wont to 
embrace you with parental allection ! Could she point 
them to the gibbet, on winch a father was suspended, 
end relate' the melancholy disaster! — To conceal it 
would be impossible, and to relate it almost impossi^ 
Ue. You ought to consider, that ahhough you sxt ie> 
stored to your fiunily, yet €(od must be their support 
That Ahnighty arm that has taken care of yoir and beem 
your preserver, must also be their protector. Your anx- 
ious desire to be restored to your family is granted and 
effected by Him whose tender mercies are over all his 
works. You cannot but feel the obhgations you arc un- 
der of gratitude Ilim who has almost miraculously 
interposed in your behalf. Can you think on this with* 
out the most sincere emotions of praise and thanksgiv* 
ing? Can you refrain from having an altar of praise 
erectM in your house to Him who has done such great 
things for you ? Shall not the morning and evening sac» 
rifice aseend like holy inoeiise bom your habitatkm? 

This display of Divine goodness should lead you to 
repentance ; Rom. ii., 4. Although you are found in- 
nocent of the charge alleged by a human court, yet, 
, with respect to other sins, in common with your fellow- 
sinners, you cannot plead exemption. 'Tis for our sins 
we are punished by the hand of God. 'Tis for our sins 
that others are stiuffiored to afflict us. You cannot but 
see that some of your conduct during your imprison* 
ment has had iflAuenoe in the dedskm against you. By 
improper ttdd mum concessieinsy you have been led te 
seiif-crimination. I hope ym will tentw your past con^ 
duct, and will be l€fd to amendment of life. YoU have 
ingenuously confessed to me, that you have too much 
indulged yourself in imprudeijit and piulaae language^ 
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which has grcally been improved against you in your 
late trial. You have becii sensible of this, and to your 
credit I mention it, you have promised to reform. The 
apostle James, in reliiiiun to the longue, says, Behold 
what a great matter a iitUe iirc kindieth l** The epod- 
netf of God in sparing you is a sure pled^ thai ne is 
willing to paidoa and restofC you to his fitTohr. Oh f 
reflect on ma wretch^ ftate to which twenty days moif 
Woidd have introduced youi had you, d^ in your sina* 
A move 4wfid fnnsoa awaits the ungodly, whence hope 
never conies. The sentence pronounced against you 
Will doubilcss soon be reversed ; yet, should you be 
found impenitent, the court of heaven still holds you a 
prisoner condemned, and the more awful execution may 
take place before the 28th of January. This day may 
form a kmd of anniversary in your life : you will always 
temember it; and oh ! may it, during your abode on 
earth, be n of thanksgfring to God for the signal 
display of his meicy towards you ! . . 

La this remarkable {mvidence jm canr see jud^ent 
end mercy, diastisenient and benignity. Affietiofi in 
Subjecting you for months to a dark and gloomy prison 
in chains — in being reputed a murderer — cut off from 
society, your family, and lying under the sentence of 
death. But here is divmc wisdom and goodness displayed 
in reversing the sentence, retrieving your character, &c. 
Had you been ezpneiated by the court, or if the pro* 
cess had never commenced^ 'tis probable thai Colvin 
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liiaTe been fixMon yoo and nnbom posterity. But God 
has elEKstually wiped away the repmeh. The priioi^ 
ere released will oe under peculiar temptations to in* 

dulge a hard and biLlcr spirit towards some wlio have 
appeared in evidence against them. A perfect adhe- 
rence to propriety in all thmgs, amid such a series of 
event?, could not be expected. If you have in any in- 
stance been nijured, it is God's prerogative to avenge 
the wrong, and not yours ; as it is written, To me be- 
longed^ Tengeanee and reeompenee^Deaily behmd* 
avenge not yonriehres^ but sadieir gire juioe nnto 
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: wnsHau; for it is written, Vengeance is ttine ;• I iriU te- 
> day, aailh the Locdi" *Deut. xxj^L^ d6; Rear, xii., 1^. 
You see by what has taken place ni your late thals^tibat 
God'can. conduct nouatten l>eet even for you. Connmt 

• aUtohim. 'Be of a peaceable, forming temper. Sup- 

• press every unruly passion, and all evil^ speaking. Let 
, God's goodness, so wonderfully displ^cd, excite you to 

be merciful, as our Father who is in heaven is merciful. 
'The general and unusual joy mauiiested by this and the 
neighbourmg towns on the return of your deserted 
brother-in-law, will, I think, incline you to beUeve that 
Aiitj were not hostile to year life, and did not thirst for 
human blood. £very countenance expressed gladnesa, 
and amy tongue hailed ihe amspidou&.day.* Shouts ^ 
and rejoicing resoonfled from bouse tahoiwe, and team 
town to town. All seemed anxious to drink deep vnth 

you m liic cup of your deliverance. 

• However great you mav prize your escape from pris- 
on, how much more o\ighl you to value and seek ac- 
quittance and freedom from the fatal bondage of sin and 
death ! I'his would excite singing of a more sublime 
and ecstatk nature. All heaven would exult in songs 

* that would never^ never end ! Luke xv., .10. Since the 
Lord has in so wonderful a manner spared your live% 
di ! what obUgafiona are yoa under to devote die mm 
maindar tp OSi. You cannot expect^another call so 
powerfal and alarming; and, should this be misimproved, 
may you not qonsidcr il an awful presage of inevitable 
ruin ? Prov. xxix., 1 : " He that, being often reproved, 
hardeneth his neck, shall suddenly be destroyed, and 
that without rcniedv " 

The aged parents who have for months been groan- 
ing under the bjoavy hand of the Ahnighty, may greatly 
rq^rice. You imre been mouniing children, devoted to 
a shameful and untimd^ death. , Had it taken place, 
pevhapit it would ime biou^t down your gray hairs 
, with sorrow to the grave. ' Tbe miseries that come upon 
our children should lead us to examine whether our 
unfaithfulness to the concerns oi tiieir souk lias not had 
/influence in the calamities to which they are incid^t* 
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Every day, especially the shadows of evening, did not 
fail to waft your imaginaUon^ to the doleful mansions

, bound in chains, doomed to the gibbet, is taught only by 
experience. Could you not say with the broken-heart- 
ed Jacob, " All these things are against me 

The dwellings of a brother and sister become a Bo- 
chim, and their responsive cries enter the walls of dis- 
tress. At hom&i abroad, in the house of God, grief lies 
heavy on their «ouIs ; while eveiy tender fiseliDg of the 
beart swella the tide of anguish and distress.

' A bill of endictment for murder was found by a grand 
■jury, at the September term of the Supreme Court, 

, against Stephen Boom aiid Jesse Boorn, for the murder 
of Russell Colvin; but, as the court did not consist of 

. tije reqmsite number of judges, the trial was adjourned. 

The endictment i«a6 in liie usual form, chargj^ the 
piiaQaers as being moved and seduced by the instiga- 
tion of the devil and that thev " felotiiously, wilfully, 
mid of 'their nialioe afoKethought» did. kill axvd murder^ 
Itsisidl Golfin, upon the iOth day of May, A. D. 1812. 

The state's attorney appeared in support of the prot- 
ecution. 

Messrs. Skinner, Wellman, and Sargean^ ^s coimsel 
for the ])risoncrs. 

Before the mtroduction of any testimony, Mr. Skin- 
ner inade a motion, that as the prisoners had pleaded 
severally Not guiUy," they might be allowed separata 
tnak. 

The court ruled that Stephen and Jesse Boom should 
bojotfi% tried for the murder of Russell Colyin. 
About fifty witnesses were sudsessively examined ; 

but, as ihey were only corroborative of each other, all 
tend in fT to prove the leading facts in the case, and loo 
. voliuiiinous for this brief sketch, none but the principal 
testimony will;here be mtroduced. « , 
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Thomas Johnson sworn. — was a neighbour to the 
Booms and Colvin. In the early part of the month of 
May» seven years ago.la.st spring, I saw one morning 
Stephen Boom, Jesse . Boon), Kussell Colvin, and his 
pan, Lewis Colvin, picking up stones. They'i^peared 
to be in a quarrel. JL lipid ^ fuU ?ie«r of Iheni, aluuHigh 
they could not see me^ I have w^es seen Biissell 
Cohrin since. Stephen jsaid he was not in the field 
picking stones at the time Russell went off, but that he 
went off at that time. Jesse, while in imprisonment, 
lold me that he was assisting in shoeing a horse when 
Russell went off. Stephen said the woodchuck they 
had for dinner the day Russell went oH, was killed by 
lutn when mending f^nce for a Mr« Hammond. HaT- 
iag purch^ed the land where this q^sii^ took place, 
the. children found aiul broi^dit hon^ ^n old, mouldy, 
iottini hai; I knew it to.be we hat of Russell CdTin. 
In the cellar4iole. stood a thrifty apple-tree, about three 
feet high, which was taken away .the season after i no- 
ticed it. 

Lewis Colvin (son of Russell Colvin) sworn. — He 
said that at the lime Russell went off, he was picking 

' stones with him and Stephen and Jesse Eoorn ; that a 
quarrel arose between Stephen and Russell ; that Rus- 
sel struck Stephen first; that Stetphen knocked Rus- 
sell dowii with a ckib, and that he (the witness) ran 
away, and saw no blocd; that Stephen told him not to 
teU thaihe sinick Russell that he has neVer se^ Rus-, 

. seU since. 

[It appeared from the testimony of many witnesses 
that a jack-knife and a button were found in the old 
cellar-hole, which were recognised as having once be- 
longed to Russell Colvin ; that he had occasionally ab- 
sented himself from ins family, and was at times in a 
State . of . mental derangement; that bones had been 
ioundt which by some were supposed to be human 
bases, but which appeared, fvom ^ most conclusife 
evidence noi to be iMiiiiaa bones. Fkom a large mass 
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of evidence, that which relates to the accidental obser- 
vations of the Boorns before their arrest and imprison- 
ment, and their confessions when chained in a dungeon, 
are deemed altogether the most important.] 

Truman Hill sworn. — He stated that he had the 
keys of the prison in which the Booms were impris- 
oned ; that he exhorted Jesse to tell the truth, and that 
if he told a falsehood it would increase his trouble ; 
that he confessed that he was afraid that Stephen had 
murdered. ColVin, and that he believed he knew very . 
near where the body was buried ; that when the knife 
and the hat of Colvin were shown him, he was much 
agitated. He said he urged Jesse to confess nothing 
but the truth. 

Daniel D. Baldwin^ and Mrs. Baldwin, to the same 
effect, said that about three years since Stephen told 
them that Colvin went off in a strange manner into 
the woods at the time he, Jesse Colvin, and Lewis, 
were picking stones — that Lewis had gone for drink, 
and when he asked them where Colvin was gone, one 
answered. Gone to hell; the other, that they had put 
him where potatoes would not freeze. 

[Numerous witnesses testified to the contradictory 
declarations of the Boorns in regard to the disappear- 
ance or death of Colvin ; but the testimony of Silas 
Merrill, to the extraordinary confession of Jesse Boom, 
is in substance inserted.] 

Silas Merrill sworn. — Testified that as Jesse was re- . 
turned to prison from time to time from the court of 
inquiry, that he had been urged to confess ; that one 
night in the prison we got up, and Jesse said that Ste- • 
phen knocked Colvin down twice, broke his scull, and 
the blood gushed out ; that his father came up three 
several times, and asked if he was dead, and said damn 
him ; that all three of us took the body and put it into 
the old cellar, where father cut his throat; that he 
\ knew the jack-knife to be Colvin's ; that Stephen wore 
Colvin's shoes ; that about a year and a half after they 
took up the bones, put them under a barn that was 
bumt, then pounded them up and flung them into the 
river ; that father put some of them into a stump, &c. 
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{The following written confession of Stephen was reject- 
ed by the court; but, as its contents were aiiuded to by qs9^ 
testimony, it was introduced by the prisoners' counsel.] 

•* May the 10*, 1812, 1, about 9 or 10^ o'clock, went 
down to David Glazier's bridge, and fished, down be- 
low uncle Nathaniel Boom's ; and then went up across 
their farms, where Russell and Lewis was, being the 
ni?rhest way, and sat down and began to talk, and Rus- 
sell told me how many dollars benefit he had been to 
father, and I told him he was a damned fool ; and 
was mad, and juniiied up, 'and we sat close together, 
and { told him to act down, you little ibry ; and there 
was a piece of a be%ch Gmb about two njet lon^, and 
he catcned it up and stiuck at my head as I sat down ; 
and I jumped up, and it struck me on shoulder ; 
and I catched it out of liis hand, and struck him a 
back-handed blow, i being on th'e north side of him ; 
and there was a knot on it about one incli long. As I 
struck him, 1 did think I hit. him on his back ; and he 
stooped down — and that knot w as broken off sharps 
and it hit him on the back of the neck, close in his 
hair—^d it went in about a half of an inch on that- 
great oofd-^Hiiid he fell down, and then I told the boy 
to go downj and come up liritfa his uncle John — ^and ho 
nmsi jde if I hsA Ull^d Rtissell, and I told him no^ 
but he must not tell that we struck one another. And 
I luld hini, when he got away down, Russell was crune 
away — and I went back, and he was dead — and then 
I went and took him and put him in tlie ct>rner of the 
fence by the cellar-hole, and put briers over him — and 
went h6me, and went down to the barn, and got some 
boards-'^nd, when it was datk^ I went dowi> and took 
a hbe and boards, and dug a grave as well as I could, 
and took oat of Us pocket a little Baflow Imif^, vritji 
about a half of; a blade,' and cut some bnaheii, and put 
on his fltetf and thetM3Mls, ^nd put in the grave, and 
put him in, four boards on the bottom and on the top, 
and t'other two on the sides, and then covered him up; 
and went home, crying along, but T warnt afraid as I 
know on. And when 1 lived to WiUiam Boom's I 
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planted some potatoes ; and, when 1 dug ihera, I went 
there, and something I thought had heen tliere, and I 
took up his bones put them in a basket, and took 
the boards and put on .my potalo4iole». aid Ibea it was 
viAXf took the . basket and my hoe, and wnat down and 
nulled up a plank in tbe stable flocr, and then dug a 
nole, ana then cofrezed him up ; and Went into the house 
and told them I had done with the basket ; and look 
back llie bhovolj and covered up my potatoes that even- 
ing. And then, when I hvcd under the west mountain, 
Lewis came and told me that father's barn was hwxwi 
up ; the next day, or tiie next day but one, I came 
downt and went to tbe bam, and there was a few 
banes; and when they .^aa todinoeri I told Ihem I 
did not want my dinner, and weal and took tbem» abd

Om SDowaf iii 
partieular, having called her father into her chamber, 
idle §pckA of wonderful joy and bgbl. wb(ch bad broken 
biapoiilieriDind. The flaykwaf ippaafed ajegadiagly 
piecious and altogether lovely, it was a ix^mor^le 
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season, and filled the heart of her revered father with 
great consolation. 

On the day preceding her death, Mr. Haynes went 
out to attend a funeral, and requested prayers in her 
behalf. She was now sinking rapidly. During his 
absence she became speechless, and seemed to be dy- 
ing. On his return, as he approached her bed, she 
knew him, and revived. He then informed her that 
prayers had been offered for her at the meeting, at 
which she seemed well pleased. He discoursed long 
and faithfully with her, imparting consolation, praying 
her to put her whole trust in the merits of the Saviour, 
and receiving from her dying lips assurance that Christ 
was her " all," The morning following she died, leav- 
ing the consolation to her friends that she had " fallen 
asleep in Jesus." The next day being the Sabbath, 
like David in his affliction, " he came into the house of 
the Lord and worshipped," unattended by his family. 
With composed and affecting solemnity he took the 
lead in the morning service, and preached from 1 Pet. 
iv., 17 : " For the time is come that judgment must 
begin at the house of God ; and if it first begin at us, 
what shall the end be of them that obey not the gospel 
of God r How perfectly appropriate was his text to 
the occasion. 

Funeral service in the afternoon was performed by 
Rev, John Whiton, of Granville, Middle Parish. The 
preacher, in consequence of ministering to his own con* 
gregation, arrived at a late hour. After the assembly 
had been some time in waiting, Mr. Haynes arose, and 
gave out the following appropriate hymn from Watts :— - 
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"Not from the dust affliction grow*, 
Nor troubles ri.se by chance, 
Yet we nre born to cares aad woes, 
A »ad laberitance.

After listening to the sermon delivered on this occa-

feet. Throughout ihe painful trial, he manifested great 
calmness and Christian resignation. It proved a sanc- 
tified affliction Qe often lamented that he had fek no 
more anxiety for the welfare of her soul. He frequently 
said, "The meeting of parents and children at the 
judgment is a truly afifecting thought^ which, since the 
decease of my own chUdy I most sensibly reaKKc* 

The daughter was thus taken away, and called home 
as a pioi^r to that world ndiither her father was soon 
to follow. And thus' was the Lord preparing his faith-, 
ful servant to glorify him by his dying behaviour. 
Scarcely would he allude to his dau^^ter^ decease 
widiout 'exclaiming— ^< Oh,' that I bad l^^en more faith*

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. ; ,. CHAPTER XVII. 

HIS LAST VISITS ABROAD. 

In 1828, his intimate friend and former parishioner, 
Joseph Burr, Esq., of Manchester, was taken ill, and 
died in the month of April. Mr. Burr, the distinguished 
patron of religion and science, was early an orphan, and 
received a mercantile education from his brother in New 
York. He conunenced business in Manchester, Ver- 
mont ; and, by his rigid uprightness, soon acquired the 
confidence of the community. In early life, like many 
of the enterprising men in Vermont at that time, he 
was disposed to cavil at the doctrines of grace, and 
openly professed to disbelieve that God, in his direction 
of the universe, noted the minute and daily transactions 
of men. In the revivals with which Manchester was 
blessed, his views were essentially changed : he became 
a firm behever in the doctrines of revelation, and a liber- 
al patron of the objects of charity and piety. Like the 
aloe, which blooms but once in a century, such men are 
rarely found. Mr. Burr, on perceiving that his dissolu- 
tion was drawing near, sent for his former beloved pas- 
tor to visit him and minister to him in the last extrem- 
ity. Mr. Haynes spent several days with him. He 
was calm in view of eternity. In some of his last re- 
marks he said — " I feel that I have brought myself and 
all that I have to the feet of Jesus." Mr. Burr had ex 
pressed his determination to bequeath to several literary 
and religious institutions the greater part of his estate. 
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He was apparently near his end, and nolhiiig had been 
done respecUng the disthbuUon of lus possessioiuk 
Judge Skhmer, who had been expected to traiuact the 

business, was absent, and the liine of ins rrluni was un- 
ceitaui. Mr. Hayaes, perceiving tbe peGuiiarly critical 
state of diie important bosineaa, was at first ezceediiig- 

ly moved, aiid appeared very anxious lu do something 
w^iicii would secure to ihe cause of learning, and reli- 
gioa the ample pcoraions which Mr. Burr had intended 

to make, and which were every nionicnl hable lu be 
last by his death. But soon his composure reiurnedy 
gad skting quietly down, he said, Ah ! if the Iiord 
have need of llus money, he will have it." — He lias it. 

In 1832 he visited New- York to attend the aanivers^* 
ries. In a letter to a friend, he says In my visitto 
New-York I was greatly entertained. I did nul expect 
to see so much piety amoxig the people. I was cordial- 
ly veceiTed by the ministers. I preached at New?¥ork, 
Albany, and Troy, and received ample pecuniary com- 
pensation. I was much pleased with the company o£ 
Dr. Sprague, of Albany. He brought the bandwiitiDg 
of many of the old ministers that have been in their 
graves for years. Those he obtained m England^ such 
OS the handwriting of Dr. Djiddridge^ Dr. Guise, Mr. 
Henry, John Newton, and many others. I remarked 
10 the doctor, * If it afforded^ so much satisfaction only 
jlo see tipeir manuscripts, what joy would it be should 
we be admitted to see and dwell with them in the heav- 
enly world.' Should I live until next Novemb^, it will 
be half a centoxy sinde I oommenced preaching the gos- 
pel. I have abttodaat reason to bless God for his good- 
ness in maintaining an4 supporting me so lon^ and .in 
Jliis so abundantly opening a door to inipKOYjng. tbe

, III 18dd» the pulpit in Granyille, Massachusetts, being 

vacant by the deciiiuug health of their beloved pastor, 
JUy. Joel Baker, application was uv^e to Mr. Haynes 
tQ preach there for a short season. As he had beea 

contemplating a visit to the place, tlus request was sea- 
sonable and gratifying. His visits, though few and 
far between,^ had been ever greeted by his friends with 

enthusiastic delight. IS o personage, of wliatcver rank 
or character, could receive a more corct^al welcome. 
Upon his arrival in Granville and appearing iii the pul- 
pit on the Sabbath, the people, without icgard to sect 
or denomination, crowded the liouse oj[ God. His owa 
feelings on this occasion may be learned from the folr' 
lowing brief extract of a lettei to his family. 

***** We arrived safely at Granville on Satur- 
day, four days after leaving liotne. Lodged at Man- 
chester the first night ; at Williamstawn the second ; 
at the . Reverend Dr. Shepard's, in Lenox, the. tiiird. 
Pveadied al GnnviUe on the SaUiath, and it waa an af- 
fecting Aon^ to stand in thr desk wlnre I used to 
{^eacft more disn ferty yean agi». Tbe people ate nr- 
markably kmd."

Notwithstanding his 
own distressed conditiont he had masny tend^ anxietiea 
fbf her, and offeredT prayer daily in her behalf. Hear<* 
ing that her symptoms were worse, he said, " I must 
iee her again T With great difficulty and suffering h^ 
was carried' to the house, that he- might administer 

comfort to a dying fellow-mortal. - ' 

His muHbiUty knew no bounds. He Would* noTer 
see animals put to death if he couM aroid if; much 
less would he see them subjected to wanton and need- 
less torture. On seeing a lad haying in his hand a 
•mall snake, which he was watitoidy torturing to death, 
and was sporting with the writhings of the harmless 
diough accursed anunai, he said to him, "Why do 
yotttivtimtod'hiU thopoer ali^^a^ It dope m 
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harm.** The boy very sagely replied, " It*8 according 
to Scripture) sir; the Bible say^s we must k»niise the 
serpent's head.**-^ That," said Mr.'-Hacf nes, mesiui the

III. <)UICKN£SS OF PB&CEPTiON. 

^ When a new subject was presented, or an fattricate 

question was introduced, on which he had never brought 
his mind to bear, it was delightful to observe with what 
power he grasped the subject, and how readily he remo- 
ved the diflSculticb it involved. During hia nimistry at 
BuUandy infidelity in various fornns wa^ iashionahle. 
The writings of Payne, AUen, and BaUou were in the 
hands of many. The errors inculcated by these men 
he often combated wij^ great power, both in the pulpit 
apd in persmial conversation. Other men any have far 
• exceeded liim in deliberate and protracted investigation • 
but for a sudden conllict, or an eliort strictly, exUmjfo^ 
raneous, requiring all the energies of the mhid at cnpe, 

his powers were transcendent. Instances often occur- 
red of a text bei^g given him as he was about to comr 
mmcealectore or a fiuiqpd sennon, whicht as amatter 
of courtesy, he would accept, ilhistrating it with as 
. much seif-possession and apparently with as much eas^ 
an if he had meditated upon it for weeks.*** He was 
^min^aUy ready for every emergency whicl^reasoTObly

given. His memjocy was a safe depository ioi every 
thing he thought worthy of retaioinj^ and hence it be^ 
came a sort of proverb among his students, that his 
hAdd was a concordance.'^ In a single tx^i^mpoiQ 
sermon he usnally xefened to twenty or thirty texts of 

bcnpture, alw avs in his quotations giving chapter and . 
Yorse, sometimes adding,. If I mistake not generally, 
however, xecollectiag with confidsnce. One of his stii- 

dents in theology says,* " I frequently noted the niimer-

His mind from chikihood was subject to just that 
discii^Uw wliidi WM ealcukied to iapfove ifae tenhjr 
of memory. He could obtain but few books^ and with 
the contents of these he became faimharly acquainted^ 
He was reqnind by his master to lender an accoimt 
of the sermons he heard on the Sabbath, and by this 
means a habit of attention was formed, which no doubt 
contriboled greatly to Che proinodea of Ut extraovfi' 
nary memury. 

The general confidence reposed in Mr. Haynes fis a 
counsellor, both by ministers and people, is proof of bus 
perietratioit in cases* of difficuhy^ and of the genenJ cat* 

rectness of his opinions. For many 3^ ears, each party 
in a difficult case was solicitous to secure his services, 
8» dioe^ safe cmder fais adtjodieatiofis. His miBc^ 

however, was distinjBfUtshed rather by naiiye quietness 
and energy, than by exact regimen. Hence his meas* 
nres as a comiseHo^ and disci^dinanati urere not dtra^ 

judged to be accordins* to ecclesiastical order.^ Yet 
such was bis discernmeot of the human character, and 
of tihe operations of difierent minds and tottipers, thtrt he 
• was qualified to form correct decisions, and was often a 
great helper to the churches in this department, of di^«

jiesS| day and niglii . He rose at an early hour, and often 
trimmed the midnight lamp. He sometimes left his 

Dcd for study in the dead of night, especinlly if he had 
occasion to prepare a sermon in which his feelings were 
deeply interested. The darkness and solitude of. mid- 
night he considered as favourable to his meditations. 
, He was a i^ealous ixiend to persevering industry in 
some honest calling ; often, repeating the fojl owing

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It was ;n the bosom of lus family lliat his character 
thone the briglitast Ab ahusbauid and a father he had 
no superior. Between him and the companion of his 
cbo&^ .there was a saoc^ed endearment which knew 
no interruption. 

liis family, comprising his children, and occaisiunally 
students in theology^ was truly a little Zion. His 
cfaiUrea were trained up in the nurture and admonitioii 

of the Lord. Wlnle their uDclerstandings were well 
cultivated^ their hands were taught the useful arts o£ 
Bfe, and their minds were early imbued with religious 
knowledge. Family government was strictly parental, 
and m all respects the government of reasw and pnn* 
ppla, not of sudden passion or blind indulgence. When 
a child committed a fauh, there was tender and faithful 
reproof, accompamed with a passage of Scripture di- 
nectly applicable to his case. The effect was great. 
The feelings of the clnld were deeply impressed, and 
the tears of pemtence copiously dewed. Such govern* 
ment» while it secured ibe authority of the parent and 
the dutifulness of the cliild, bound parent and child to- 
gether m the strongest ties of affection. One of his 
sons adopts the following language as an expression of 

his feelings : — "I will here say, that my father's coun- 
sels, and prayers, I have reason to think^.have kept me 
from.&Uing into many snares and temptations, with 
which my life lias been beset. His advice and warn- 
ings are as fresh in my memory as if they were uttered 
yesterday. I have reason to bless God for the gift of 
such a parent. May I never be guilty of any act that 
shall tarnish his memory.'' 
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Tbaagii his means of suj^port were ezttaaily liau^ 
yiet his house was the home of the poor stranger, aad 

the resort, too, of men of taste and distinction, who were 
drawn by the attractive ingenuity of the man. 
The childfeit were piOM to regani their fiither as 

sufficient authority for any point of doctrine or diity. 
After gaining their &ther's opinion^ it was as when in 
<dd time they asked connsel of Abel \ So they ended 
the matter." The father, however, utterly discounte- 
nanced the disposition to quote him as authority, insist-, 
ing that the child should examine for himself. If it 
was ever said, by way of proviiig any poiiil in divinity, 
" Father said so he would reply most earnestly, 
^ Don*t make a Bible of me.^ One day, somewhat dis- 
turbed by being thus used, he repaired to lus study anc^

He 
seeined oontiimally, and especial^ in scenes of deep 
affliction, to look up to heaven with serene joy, that Je- 
hovah was on the throne. A remarkable spirituality 
was apparent in his.coiivemtiony which {dainty evuM^ 
that he was familiar with Heaven. He loved the du- 
ties of the closet, where no eye but thai of Omnia-* 
imnoQ witnessed fiis secret wrestlmgs with the angel 

of the covenant. He was distinguished for great ten- 
derneasi and was often deeply affiscted with a, sense of 
his «wn sittfUnessb In prayer ha seoned to covet tte 

lowest place, more than the throne of an archangel. 

" I beheld the transgressors and was gneved/' Tina 
was diaractarisiac of Mr. Haynes. In the pulpit, he 

often wept in view of the exposure of others to the 
V7f o£ God. If he possessed any one of the Chris* 
tian gneiss m'ii lugher degree than Ae vest, it Was 

doubtless humility. He was everywhere surrounded 
with incitements to pnde; whenever he preaclied abroad 
he was sivre to diawm laige aiidieiiee^ who hong upon 
his lips With most flattering attentiou. If he travelled, 
all classes were solicitous to give him entertainment. 
Amid the admuration of crowded asfsemUtes l>r the pres- 
sing invitations of ins friends, he never discovered any . 
other feelings than those of marked humihty. He often 
spoke cf Cowper, who stvyisd from pabUc worship, f4ar* 
ing that by his presence he should defile the house of 
God. In speaking of himself or of his performances, 
he manifestod great delicacy. > Ha vsed tosayy^'Itisa

himself, ii was in terms of affecting self-abasement. He 
loathed oil. self-ex^^UaUoii.

pexeeption and stres^th oi memory; his systematic 
Tiews of theology and comprehensiYe knbwledge of idl 
subjects connected with his work as a minister of . 

- Christ, fitted him to stand forth as " a huniing and 
shining light.'* ' ' 

It is mQch to be regretted * that he left no diary or 
other writings on his own private religious experience. 

The living epistle," vrhich his long life has left as' a 
legacy to all who knew him; m4y be known^juid read 
of all men.'^ His piety vyas uniform, deep, and consist- 
ent, and'always active. He was unicb in his cloeetj — 
watched, and prayed, and fasted much ; and, as one <rf 
God's ministering angels in flesh and blood, he seemed 
td maintain habitual commnnion vritb the Father of 
spirits., . He forgot himself while the glory of the Lord 

^ and the interest of Zion lay near his heart. He was 
like one standing on the verge , of two wcurids, viewing 
•hemately the one and ifae other, and taking his meas- 
ures in due regard to both. ' ' 
' His manner in the pulpit was peQtiharly his own. ' X 
would describe himi, Mn^le, grave^ nncen^*' From 
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the Tery commexiceaieQt'^of public servke he held Mm 
audience *i» by a kind of i«ligioQb faseinatMteu He 
made no gestures expept to wave liorizontally the 6and 
m which he held bia refer^ce Bible. - He iiem looked 
a heaiTer in the eye, but a e ei tne d aa urach afaaoibed- in 
his subject as if no assembly was before liim. His 
enuqciatioii* though remarkably clear, was extremely 
rapid ; a* delightfol 6oW wetde aiid thooghta, as if 
they were crowding eacli oilier for utterance. Remark-

His discourses were delivered eitlicr extempore or 
mamoriter, almost entirely. Occasionaiiy you might 
faaye seen him open, hia Bible and refer to the brie^ 
heads of his semjon. You would be carried along 
through the several divisions of the discourse as by the 
charm''of a musical ilustrument Throughout his ser- 
mons, he kept his subject so thoroughly in view, and so 
incessantly brojaght forward convincing arguments and 
happy fllustrations /to confiim and explain it, .(hat he 
rarely failed to produce a deep and permanent impres- 
sion. His sermons you could nev^ forget* You would 
have been occasionally tlu'illed with'fine strokes of e]o» 
quence. At the close of the service you would be 
ready to say, as an interesting .and intellig^ lady once 
said, after .listening with rapture to his sermon from 
Psalm xvi., 11, on heaveply joy — "It seems as if the 
angels had come down In abort, " he was the orator - 
of natiiire, and siieh a .one as nature would not Uush to 

own." 

Jle toas always happy in the choice of his tecct. 
Being a most thorough t^xtuarist, the whole Bible wu 
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H his eomsrand on all occaaioiit. Ob die iemm ni 

Napoleoa Bonaparte at St. Helena, a respectable par 
xiil^onar propoted to bim thai the eteoi should be com* 
HMMnoraled by a fimenl dtaooofse. U h bestT aaid 
he; '^I can deliver a discourse if it is hest, I ha?e 
Ihoq^ of atext. ' The Lewd hath taken away; bles- 
sed be the name of the Ldrd.' ^ His text rarely com- 
prised mor^ than one Yerse» and in many instances only 
» shi^ dame. It wis always the Tocy one whioh ibe 
occasion required^ and was presented to yiew so prom- 
inently, apd connected ^o clopely ^ith the wliple dis- 
oonrsey that Jbis texts and sermons have ^be^n ranem- 
bered for half a century. 

He discovered great originalUjf in the flan o/ hu 
wetmons. ■ 

It was generally his method to reduce hi4 text to a * 
categorical proposiliOD, which he illustrated by tliree or 
four distinct diTisionSp as the sab^et roquired; Much 
ingenuity appeared in the arrangement of his subdivis- 
ions ; and the meaning of his whole text was given 
with .perppicui^ and force. Although he followed the

In his eiirly life he wae in the living, acting wodd, aMO» 
cia^ed with men in the held, in the towQ*m&eting, in the 
cam^, and in the daily interoonraa of busineea and fiaand* 
thip. ' He hne^ the infidel, the oaTillor, the hypocrite, 
the worldhng, in their naked character. He was famil* 
iarly acquainied with men of all claaBaa» and by beasiag 
the eaplKms reatmings of the^wicked' against the doa» 
trines and duUes of the gospel, he brought with him mto 
the mhnatty a knowledge <vi^cb cooli never haiKa been 
gaindd from books alone. A knowledge of the human 
heart is as truly necessary to the preacher as that of the 
Holy Scriptom*' In this important sdenee Mr* Hs^^nss 
was'eiceeded b^ none of his contemponones* He had 
stncHed his own heart with tears and on his knees. 
This knowledge of men and thinge it ef tnestunahle 
worth 'to 'the orator, and espeoiaOy la die Christian 
orator, whose most diihcuU work is to expose the de- 
ceitfiil windings and doublings of the haaoan heart.

Hie dieoeiimi beiog thus fiiU cf Omiie 
bearing the sanction of a " Thus saith the Lord,** 
awakened great attentjonr—took a deep hold upon the 
ioiil:--ipietced the ^iciiedefcHee^Hpyaaed ^ aflbcriciMh^ 
and produced convictions of the truth and importance 
of rehgion, which failed not to inspire a congrej^on 
with It de^ iDteteel in their peetor^ end with great if^ 
spect for his character. 

He was remariabie for his. simplicity. 

His style was neither , vulgar on the one habd, nor 
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florid on the other. It was plain and neat- His words 
were chosen with special reference to carrying home 
truth forcibly to persons of every variety of intellect. 
He often referred to the original Scriptures, — not, how- 
ever, to make a display of learning, but to present some 
new and important thought. His discourses, while they 
interested persons of the most cultivated intellect, were 
perfectly within the comprehension of the most ordi- 
nary capacity ; and even children could comprehend 
every part of the sermon, and remember it distinctly 
for years. ' . ' " % • • 

ions were usually taken from the com- 
mon occurrences and objects of life, and were managed 
with such felicity that every one saw and felt their 
power. What Quinctilian has said of a discourse, pri- 
ma virtus orationis perspicuitas* was in the highest 
sense applicable to his sermons. 

He was distinguished for his animated delivery, 
' He had studied no rules of elocution, and was far 
from being an accomplished orator. Occasionally he 
adopted an obsolete expression, and his pronunciation 
was that of the last age. It was apparent, however, on 
his entering the pulpit, that he felt conscious of his aw- 
ful charge. He possessed not only a kind of poetic en- 
thusiasm, and knew how to employ the most lively 
images as his subject required, but the tones of his 
voice were natural, familiar, and insinuating. His man- 
ner was modest and deeply impressive. Sermons often 
fail of producing effect from the cold and hfeless man- 
ner in which they are delivered. "How happens it,'* 
said a bishop to a stage-player, " that you treat of fic-

Extract of a letter from Rev; Simeon Parmalee^ 

Westford, New-York : — 

• • For the last twenty-eight years I have knoWn 
IHile of thai ercr nenftOcaUe man, Rererend Lemuel 

Haynes, except from ooK^enal intenriews ; h^ce I 

must depend on memory for what 1 may state respect- 
ing him. No man, however, not 6ven nny own father, 
has more perfect standnr^ in my recolleclioa than that 
alfecuonate and extraordinary man. My native place 
was within ten miles of his residence at West Rutland. 
He was a most intimate friend of our beloved pastor, 
and often exchanged polpita with -him on the Sabbath. 
The fact was always annoonced on the preceding Stbr 
bath, and he never frnled of seenring a crowded aseem* 
Wy. Hence, from a child,4 entertained the most exalt- 
ed views of the man, and nothing would induce me to 
be absent when he was to sup})ly the pulpit. While 
yet a careless youth, I well remember that J regarded 
It as a serious evil to find myself belated so as to de- 
prive myself of the first prayer. There was something 
m the looks, manner, and gtotine of the man that chain- 
ed nry attentfam, and i nqi reese d my youdifiil mind with 
ifae uou^ht that he was somediing moie than fanmaa. 
I often passed the* Sabbath with a sister, who, with her 
husband and some of the children, were members of 
his church ; and my visits were a source of great pleas- 
ure, as I could enjoy the luxury of hearing Mr. HRyncs 
on the Sabbath. Alter making a profession of rehgion, 
which was in early hfe, I became more intimately ac» 

rlnted with him. - While studying divinity, I spent 
most of one season in hia family, and enjoyed the 
pmOege of sitting under his ministry. One pecoliar 
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character of his talents in the pulpit was great sol^ov*' 
nily. When Jie ascended the pulpit, it was wilh » 
gtavity which seejned to indicate that he felt the ama- 
zing weight of his charge as m ambassador of God to 
dying mea* His solemn countetiftiioey with an eye 
quick and piercing, at onee hntbtd-d^ery ^in£r like ler- . 
ily iii Liic assembly, and compelicd all lo feci tliat llicy 
were in God's house. His readincr was somewhat old- 
fashioned and monotonous, butpecuharly impressive. 
His prayers were inimitable. Tney were expressed in 
language peculiarly solemn, aal revarentialy and hmn- 
ble. He seemed to fe^ like- a guilty offender «pon his 
kneea beforo the great SorarQign of the universe, plead* 
ing for giulty woi|xii» Mameu the most guilty. He 
seemed to sigh* fc^ a more humble spirit, <men cluing 
his prayers with such an expression as liiis, — ' When 
our poor services here are ended, oh, lei us sit down iix 
that world of eternal humiliation, where we shall serve 
thee more acceptc^bly.' Wlien notes lor special prayer 
weie presented* he was wonderful in introducing tfaieia 
ia 8U(Ai a maimer as to bring the subjects ia the moat 
mowiog mamier befovp the ejfi of the congregatton* 
Hii eympadiiea weie aDedmmanly atxeiig. Beth hiu 
matter am manner in preyed were original. He waa 
the least formal, in ihc lamily and in the pulpit, of any 
man I ever heard. He often commenced family prayer, 
in which he was always short, with a passage of Scrip* 
lure like tiie following, — *It is good lo give thanks unto 
thee, O God.' In prayer and in preaching, it may be 
•aid of him thai he was like no one else. His choice 
of a text was peculiai^* « Hia plana weie.pngioaL He 
waa mighty ia^the Scriplwres, and he couU quote them 
from memory, referring to chapter and terse. Thia 
practice gave limi no small share of popularity. I have 
heard him often on important occasions, when called to 
preach at the funeral uf tlistujguished characters, or at 
ordinations, when he rarely came up to hinofelf- He 
shaoe brighteat in his own pulpit. Hii gestures were 
ieWf and those not the moat graceful. jSut these waa 
an eamestneBS in hia manner, aiMl loeikh and language,

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which told on the confldences of his haarenr* HiB duk 
courses were plain to be undemoqdf «ieeediiig prfto* 
Ucal and pointed. Few men have at conunaiid a greater 
fund of useful knowledge than he ; and it traa 90 man* 
aged as to render his sermons both useful and enter* 
taining. Not merely the common people, but all 
classes were delighted in listening to his ingenuity* 
Though possessed of rare wit, he seldom employed it 
in the pulpit. Tears were much more conamon than 
smiles in the congxegatioi]|. At a meeting of ministers, 
if an accidental sermon was called for, it almost uni- 
formly fell on Mr. Haynes to be lEhe preadhen". 

HIS. UaT BieKKBSS AWD DEATH. 

It was the prayer of John Wesley, ^^Lordf let me 
not liTC to be usefess.** Mr. Haynes lircd to a good 

old age, but not one day too long. His powers of use- 
falness continued in such a degree that he officiated 
in ihe ministry till within fire nidnths of his decease. 
And tiiese months, though marked by severe suffering, 
were distinguished for 'sweet submisrion, and a hope 
fidl of immortality. 

■ After taking a final leave of friends m Granville, 
Massachusetts, he returned i|i August to his beloved 
Hock in Oranvine, New-York, and continued bis pas- 
toral labours, as usual, through the year. Early m the 
year following he penned his last sermon from diese 
words : ** And scrre him day and night in his temple.* 
He was now contemplating the "saint^s everlasting 
rest,'' a subject on which be htd oben dwelt with 
great delight, and which, as he drew near to eternity, 
was unquestionably invested with new interest. His 
mind was elevated with heavenly contemplations. 

* Thepre^ident of one of our colleges, hearuig him preach on Judas't 
fldHBf Calri■^ nmrlud, that thm 
eooise than dir he had mr heaid.**

departure was at hand. Early in March a species of 
gangrene appeared in one of his feet, which tbreatea* 

'ed speedy' diBsolutioii. Far three weeks he experi- 
enced extreme anguish day and night.. There was 
then a mitigation of the violence of disease, and he re- 
siAiied bif peetioral leboun. On the. 7th of Apiil he • 
preached at the funeral of a young man from 2 Cor. v., 
1 : " For we know that if our earthly house of this 
tabemade were dissdlvedy we have a builduig of Grod, 
a house not made with hands, eternal in the heavens.'* 
His aspect was of such a death-like paleness, that he 

wwemed, in a aenae, to be preadung his own fdneral 
sermon. For several weeks, though at the expense of 
great suffering, he met^ his congregation twice on the 
lioid's day. His last sexmon deliTored in pubUc was 
from Luke iv., 16: " And, as his custom was, he went 
into the synagogue oa the Sabhath day." . ' 
• He now bade furewell to his pulpit, and retired to- 
the bosom of his family to die. And he retired ladea 
with the blessing of multitudes, whose gratitude, con- 
fidence, and affection he caxried with him to his grave. 

In May he was confined for the most part to his 
liouse, but still- had strong desires to preach the gospel 
* lo Us fsUow^neii. To a brother in the ministry he 
made the following remarks : " I am strong in the be 
lief of the same doctrines, and wish to die preaching 
the > same gospel, which, for more than fifty years, I 
have proclaimed to mankind." * - 

In tliesc externally aiHicting circumstances, the Sev* 
eread Mi^ JadiMMtf Dorset, sayiB.-"- 

. " It is worlhv of remark, tliat such was the affection 

and wpjifBthf .4jj^a^\^, ^h\Kch^8 iioic Mr. Haynes, when 
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compelled by infirmities to resign his work, the Rut- 
land Consociation, in June, 1833, appointed a com- 
mittee of their own body to see that this aged servant 
of God should be carefully provided for, and not suffer 
any privation which could be prevented. And, as soon 
as this committee notified the churches that there was 
need, ample relief began to flow in from the churches, 
and continued for a season even after his decease." 

It is a just saying of Logan, "that afflictions, sup- 
ported by patience and surmounted by fortitude, give 
the last finishing to the heroic and gracious character." 
Mr. Ha)mes was one of whom it might be emphati- 
cally said, "1 have chosen thee in the furnace of 
affliction." From his birth "he had been set as a 
mark for the arrow." While he was distinguished in 
every period of life by rich expressions of Divine 
favour, his cup was mingled with draughts of severe 
suffering. But it was apparent that each successive 
trial carried him forward in meetness for the world of 
glory. 

Mr. Haynes did not die suddenly, but had time for 
self-examination and prayer. He could deliberately 
. review the past and look forward to the future. He 
did not suffer a wreck of intellectual powers, but he 
was calm and collected even to the last. His death- 
bed was a scene of triumph. His whole deportment 
showed that he was familiar with heaven. 

As summer months advanced, the gangrene spread 
in his diseased limb, and the only hope was in ampu- 
tation. In July a council of physicians was called, his 
own son being one of the number, and the result was 
not to amputate. About this time he writes to one of 
bis sons at a distance, and the leXter carries with it 



this letter he says 

• * • " l^Iy situalioii IS aiuch as it has been — I 
think not very cncoura gins'. I am in liie hands of 
God, and in a measure reconciled to his will ; and it is 
iniMiMUe to detenmne wliat wiU be the issue of the 
dSM^Tl hope I csB say, « The W imfim, hies- 
sed be hk natne*' Bm yoft see .vrhat poor mak I 
jpake of writing— ehonld be glad to see you aU befioore 
I die — I comimt it all to God. Oh ! remember your 
Creator ! Let not the fasiiiuns of the world divci t 
your minds irom eternit) ^ 

Your dying father, 

lid July, iS33." 

This letter being iinishedy the hand that wrqte it laid 
down tbe pen lor ever. 

Tbm^ « long aad active USb lie liad besn fiuauHir 
wUh ^the chamber where the good man meets his 
fatef lie had oftaa aUaded to il in the pulpit. Mo 
nun could speak mete tenderly or eloquently of Ilia 
dying Christian. He had aided many a weary traTel- 
lar to ctoae his pilgrimage itt peace, KowiiwaaajaaU 
tcV of panMKud eipeiianoa. 

It is to be acknowledged that his sky was not cloud* 
less* He had aaaaaos of deaertkMi and doobti when daik 
doads obacvued his prospecta of heavenly rest And 
yet, in these seasons of the hidings of his Father's coun- 
tenance, with holy confidence he tmsfced in the Lord, 
and etayed himaelf upon God. If ha was at times com- 
pelled to express his feelings in the language of the 
psaeive Faalmiat, Why art thou cast down, O my 
aeidt and why art thou disqnieled y$iAm met* he 
eould also add, Hope thou ia God» for I shall yet 
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piaisc Iiim, who is the health of my countenance and 
Illy God*'' When the Sun of nj^ousneie sfaooe, hie 
face waa cheered with a snnle, and he longed to defMurt 
and to be with Clirist ui giory. To the Rev. Mr. Clark, 
who resided in the Yicuutyt end often visited him in hi» 
last sickness, he said, ^ I heve been eiamining mysdf 
and looking back upon my past life, but I can find 
nothing in oq^self and nothing in all my past sejnricee to 
recommend me at the her of Jehovah. Christ is my alL 
His blood is my only hope of acceptance. I have been 
praying for^the iaith of assurance, and leel that I have 
almost attained it. ' My pains are great ; but, blessed be 
God, they are not eternal. I long to be in heaven. 
OhI what Uessed company will be there I I shall there 
^eee not only many great and good man whoa I have 
seen and loved on the earth, but I shall there see Henry, 
and Sooity and Guise, and Owen ! I shall see Abrar

ham» and the prophets, and apostles, in the, kingdom of 

glory ! These men I have revered on thfe earth, and 
hope to see and conv^se with them ia yonder brighter 
wovld.'' 

The visits of his ministerial brethren were peculiarly 
refinashing to him. The &ev. Mr. Whiton, of Sakm, 
Us beloved and intimate friend, visiting him, said, 
** You have a claim upon me. I have left my sick 
people to come, and see you. , Shall I stay by yoaf 
" Oh t yes,** said Mr. Haynea, " I want your company 
to all eternity. Do pray for me.** * His daughter hav- 
ing in her hioid Janeway's Best Friend in the Wont 
l^es,^ he requested Mr. Wfailon to read the condtt- 
sion. " And now my work is done. I must leave yon ; 
and whether I shall eier again see jfon cr speak to you, 
I know QOt. My. body ie fraQi and I em n poor ^ring

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great camestndSSy Said, Isn't that good ? Isn't that 
good ' ' ' ' 

^During htt list sickaois I thofoglit it my duty/* 
says Rev. Mr. Wilson, " to make i>ume clTorl to minis- 
ter to his comfort, and to relieve the teiuporal wants of 
his ftmily. la the piosecnliofi of my woik, I lepesU 

edly made the remark that il was }jlcasai:it business ; 
everybody was so ready to give ior the rehel of Mr. 
Htofnes* On carrying to him the eoUection m had 
made, he received it very thankfully, saying, *I bcljovc 
the Lord has sent yoti.' I inquired of lam respecting 
bis hope in Chiist; He yery feehngly replied^ ^ I know 
in whom I have bcheved, and I am not aliaid to imal 
myself m his hands.' ^ 

' At another tiline, fiadittg him em cis ed iwrith coasidU 

erablc paiii, I asked him whether he enjoyed the satis- 
faction of a heart submissive to God. He immediately 
replied, *I hare beeti preaching love to God and sob» 

mission to his will for almost fifty years, and I have no 
idea of imdoing what I have been trymg jto do almost 
my whota Ufe/ 

Some months previous to Ins last sickness, it was no- 
tioed by his family, that m prayer-meetings and family 
worship he often read the Md Psataa of Watts.

protracted and painM iUnassy when 
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^ months of vanity and weKiiomo nights weve appoint- 
ed iiiito iiiin,'' the stanzas of this delightful psalm were 
las solace in the night-watches. Tq those who had at- 
tended him through the night, he.dibea said in the morn- 
ing, "What a happy night 1 have had ! What mani- 
festations of God!s love to my soul I" ' 
Some days previous to his death, a eoiiTersatioii^ 

never to be forgoLLcn, occurred between han and one of 
his sons. The subject was — etermty! On such a 
theme, it is easy to coneeive that a train of solemn and 
highly inlcre sling ihoucrhts would pass from such a fa- 
, ther to his sou. At length the sou said to him, " Fa- 
tiier, is death a tenor to 3rou He ms not surprised 
at the quesLioii. With a benignant smile, and with that 
peace that passeth all uuderstanding, he replied, Sam- 
uel, it has been rising of fifty years since I have been 

preparing for this, and do you think I shall now shrink 
back ] No — no !" He then repeated his fa?ourite hues 
from Gospel Sonnets. . 

Dort blow the phoe, fho spot of groandt" Sec. 

Throughout fats sickness, there was manifested a 

sweet sense of obligation for the kmdness and care of 
Id. family and friend, dnrnt him. Respecting a .istet 
in the church, whose repeated calls affected hiin eren 
to tears, he said, " What an exceUent woman ! ' I was 
Mck and ye Tisited me.' " To her two little daqghtmy 
who were often in attendance, msnifesting their sympsi- 
thy and care, he said, " May the Lord bless these kind 
children 1 May the Loird bless them wM M^atim 
T« lus family, whose tenderness coiild not be exceeded, 
he often said, " I fear I am troublesome," and wept 
wder a grateCol sense of their kmdneas;. 
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' Moniing and enmiiig worship, as it hid beeit ooo* 

ducted in his family, was in soaie sense a foretasle of 
heavoily joyi. The last time fae4ed the £uiiiiy to the 
throne of grace was within. eight dxjE of his decease^ 
and in a sitting posture in his study. He enjoyed his 
usual enlargementi piayiiig rery fervently not only for 
his wife and diiMren, but for the beloredx;Imrdi iroder 
his cai:e, and especially for the impenitent of all classes^. 

He was now rapidly wasting away, and ripening fer 
the wofld of glory. - One morning as he awoke, he said. 

Oh, my dear wife, what a night of consolation I have 
enjoyed ! What dirine msoiifestations ! Oh, I am 
well r He sometimes cdled his family together, €ad 
requested them to sing, the hymn entitled Night 

• > 

''How can I sleep whik angels sing^ 
Aad dl Uie tainto on higfa»'' 

A great part of the time he lay apparently in a irtate 
of insensibility. Once, alter lying some hours in this 
cooditioni he noticed in the room his daiq^ter who 
was not a profesmr <tf religion. Beckoning her to his 
beddidci he took her by the hand, and as he spake to. 
her in wbispen, she wept much. She said .to him* 
^ Father, pray for- me after you get to Heayen." Sud«> 
denly a kind of holy indignation seemed to kmdle in Ids 
iMtuies, and he said, ''No! no! nor eipresaing greet 
displeasure at the unscriptural suggestion. 

On I'hursday, two days before his death, having lain 
quietly thmgh the day, he requested one of his daugh- 
ters to come to his bedside, when he thus exclaimed,-^ 
^ What wonderful views I have had this day ! I have 
be«i hrouj^t to the bocden of the giaTe« Obl.udial 
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▼iewv! Wondoffall Wonderfid! Wonderful! Ihave 

heard singing. Oh I how wonderful ! I ani welL Glory 
ineffable !" He often repeated the ibUowmi; staiim 

» "Now let me rise and join the songi * 
And be an angel ujo ; 
\ My heart, my hauds, my ear, my tutigue, 

I Here's joyful work for you.** 

Two days before his deaths a pious lady, soHcitous 

to know the feelings of llie dying saint, said to him, 
** Mr. Haynes, how do you feel V* Haising liis h^nd^ 
and striking several times significantly on his breast» he 
rephed in a wliisjiLr, for his voice had now failed,— 
" Happy ! happy ! happy and then stretched his 
hands upward, as if longing to depart. 

On the last day of his life, after he had .^eciiu d ac- 
tually to have entered the dark valley, he suddenly re- 
tiyed, and exclaimed with an air of triinsport, — Oh ! 
what beauties I have seen ! Glories of the other world ! 
What joys do I feel ! I have seen the Saviour !" He 
xemained in this state of inward peace and triumph. 
Now, as he was lingering on the verge of heavep, he 
was heard to say, " 1 love my wife, I love my children, 
but I love my Saviour better than all*^ 

At half past three o'clock, on the 28th of September, 
he fell asleep, and one more was added to that great 
multitude which no man could number, who stand be- 
fore the Lamb, clothed in white robes, and palms in 
their hands. Not a murmur could be uttered by sur- 
rounding relatives. God had done all things well. His 
servant had " come to his grave in a full age, hke as a 
shock of com comeih in in his season." 

"He taught U8 how to live, and ah. too high 
The price of kuowiedge, taught us iiuw to die '* 
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Eztrad of a letter ficcm his son Samuel to his bvolber 

William: — • . * - 

Dear BiioTHUy 
r* • All is oyer. Our beloved father is no more. 
May* every murmur be hushed. Has ngft the Lord 
been gracious in that he has continued our father so 

long ? We have heard his admonitions for many years 
— have been blessed willi his society and prayers. Our 
father was happy in death ; his sun set clear. I cuuid 
not forbear calUng to mind the . expre^ive lines of 
Waller, — 

** Hif mtelH weak cottage, tattered and decayed, 
Let hi nmr light through chmkM diseMd had xnadft.** 

He could say but little to us — admimished us to walk 

in the v^ays of wisdom — live in love — implored the God 
of peace to be wilh us.

* * ' * I hare seen lohelr hours, and had painful 
feelings--^mouniing the loss ot a' dear father, who was 

our best friend. 1 stood over him, and heard his dying 
admonitions, lie said to me, "Electa, peace be with 
you, and the God of peace bless you.'* Oh, precious 
words ! T often think of them with tears. And were 
they heard in heaven? And will the blessing of God 
rest on worthless me ? Did not my dear fntlier die in 
a good old age? - Was he not- gathered to his people ? 
Has he not longed to see the good cM patriarchs !-r-lhe 
beloved Baxter ?-^Watts ? — Church ? — with innumera- 
ble brethren in the ministry ? — ^the incomparable Ains- 
worth ? as you heard liim often mention. ■ When I was 
wiping the sweat off from his face, he said to me, "Ohf 
remember these thinffs.'' Th^se words shall I ever 
forget ? His mmd continued sound — his understanding 
elear. I think in theology it excelled. Truly he died 
fh^ death of the righteous. His Maker Jussed his soul 
awEj. In this room I have often met with- him ia 
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prayer. Often^ while watching with bm, he said, We 
will pray.'' The last time I attempted to pray with 

our dear father was when he was dying. I faieeted by 

the side of his bed as he desired. It was pleasing to 
pray once more with our dear father. He appeared 
sensible of what was uttered. 

Your sister with affection. 

During his long illness, the people of his pastoral 
charge paid him the most affectionate and respectful 
attentions. His brethren in the ministry were constant- 
ly resorting to las houi^c, to make inquiries respecting 
his situation, to administer the consolations of the gos- 
pel, or to catch the falling muitle of the departing saint. 

His iuiicral was attended on the following Mondav, 
when a large concourse of peoj lc and several mmisters 
of the gospel conTe&ed. The Reverend David Wilson 
led in prayer before the corpse was removed frnm tlie 
dwelling. The public services at the church began by 
singing the 75th hymn of the 2d book of Watts» 
which had been selected by a favourite L^randc bild of 
the deceased. The Reverend Jolm Whiton preached 
a sermon adapted to the mournful occasion^ from Phil, 
i., 23: "For I am in a strait betwixt two, having a de- 
sire to depart ^d to be with Christ, which is far bet- 
ter.'' The Reverend Mr. Dniry gare a brief sketch of 
the life and character of the deceased. The hymn 
composed by the deceased was sung ajgreeably to his 
request. And they took tip the body, and went and 

buried it. 

The following record was entered on the mmutes of 
the Rutland ConsodaSioii :—

At his grave a plain marble monument i» erected^ 
with a brief inscripliQn* It was not known to his 

friends at the time of its erection, that, although he had 
left but few zecoids of his life, yet be had left, in his 
own handwritittg, the following inscription for his tomb* 
stone, prepared probably when he was in the meridiaa 
of his da]fs :— '

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REMINISCENCES OF THE LATE REV. LEMUEL 
HAYNES. BY A FRIEND.* 

• 

My acquaintance with this extraordinary man com- • 
menced in the autumn of 1819. He was then the 
minister of the Congregational church in Manchester, 
Vermont, and about sixty -four years of age. I had 
heard much of his eccentricities for many years, and 
his celebrity, as the successful antagonist of Ballou 
(the champion of universalism), had awakened my 
curiosity to see him. . » ' ' , 

Being called to minister to a neighbouring congre- 
gation, my curiosity was no sooner gratified than it be- 
gan to be lost in the intimacies of a Christian friend- 
ship, which continued without inJ,crruption, excepting 
by our removal to more distant fields of labour, during 
the remainder of his days. For several years he was 
my neighbom*, my friend, and one of the most esteem- 
ed and venerated counsellors of my youth in the minis- 
try. My recollections of him are, of course, mingled 
with a feeling of affectionate respect for his character 
as a whole, which merges the prejudices of taste, and 
throws an air of comeliness over the person even of 
my departed and venerated friend. I feel incompetent 
to do justice to his rare and varied excellences. Yet 
the existing social •disabilities of the African race in 
this country are such, that it seems especially incum- 
bent on us to hold up, as encouragements to the de- 
pressed and neglected, the example of those few indi»

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viduals who, by the force of native talent and the 
grace of God, bare been enabled to oTeicome all the 
embanainneiile of their oonditkii, and to attain to a 

dcrrrce oi inlcllcctual and moral culture, which places 
them m the higheat circka of respectability and uae&il* 
naaa. Such examples aie dooUy inlereetuig to the 
philanthropist and the Christian. They cast their ra- 
diance onward, like the dawn of the mornings and indi- 
cate die coming of tliat day when, in answer to the 

prayers of the church, and the patient endeavours of 
the benevolent, all the oppressed shall go free,'' and 
Ethiopia shall stretch onl her hands vnto God.'' 

He was cliccrful arid aniial)le in his intercourse ; 
and though often, and most naturally facetious, he 
wtt nuuufestly guatded by a disdidiiied coMcieiice 

against excessive indulgence in mirth, and possessed 
the rare talent of mingling with his wit .and repartee 
die solemn admonitioiis of {ninciple. His ftcetioos- 

riess, indeed, seemed a near neighbour to his piety; 
and while the former was chastened by the latter, 
itsdf was, in retom, rendered more attractive by its 

association with the former. His conversation, there- 
fore, seldom iailed to be instructiTe and profitable, as 
well as amusing* His manners, ' thoogfa respectful, 
were free, and usually unembarrassed. They were 
also plain and antiquated, the reUcs of a former age, 
bat shgfatly modified by die refinements <rf the present ; 
and the style of his thinking and of Ins remarks, both 
in conversation and in writing, would often remind one 

of die days of Cotton Madier and die ""Mogn Ha 

Americana.^ 

His memory was remarkably tenacious of what he 
had Men, heardy tad Mad; wd ha(fuig bad access to but

fsw bookfly* he imaed to have devoumi tlMiPt tU^ and 
to kirfe tumd hui ndnd wtdi die whole of what they 

contained. He had studied the Latin, and was apt and 
ready in quotations bcm the authors be bad read in tUe 
hmgnage. tte wae dio fiuniliar with the Greek of the 
New Testament ; and by the study oi such conunenta- 
xiee as he was able ta procnrey he had eoiidied the 
eiofehoiise of hk memoiy with much of theieanuDgof 
Pool, Henry, and others. He had read Edwards, and 
BeUamy, and Hopkioi, and was fionihai with their 
leadihg Tiews, thonigh not aUe to possess their works. 
Having indeed, as we have ahready intimated, but tew 
bodu upon hie shelf » hk Bieniovy wai^ his libr^ 
Wirti a ndk yariety -of knowledge, not ananged with 
much apparent system, yet each portion of it, familiar 
to himself, ^afae ever ready at his call when oecasiotis 
demanded its nee* 

His mind also was active and fruitful in invention, 
and in the combinations of thought be was eminently 
original: Limited in Ms reading to a nenrow range, he 
was accustomed, in his preparations for the pulpit, to 
depend especially np<Hi the study <rf the Bible, with 
which he had edtrrated a fiuniHarity equalled by few, 
and surpassed By no one whom i have ever known. 
His theology wae accordingly in a high degree bUdical; 
and, a» a oonseqnemje of Ais, both his }Mety 'and his 
teacliing were simple and unencmnbered. He studied 
his sennons with care, but seldom wrote them. His 
notes fo^ the desk were a brief skeleton- iof what he in- 
tended to say. In the*fillmg up of tins outline, he Mt 
and eiidiilHted the entire freedom of an ^rtemponneoiMi

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parts of his discourse were at once linked together and 
rendered replate wilb divine insUucUoo. As a preaciber« 

heard with interest. The topics of his discourses were 
atnctiy evangelical, and less varigud than they probably 
would ham been adttr a difiimiit tiainiiif ; Iwil hie il« 

lustrations of truth were ever-changing, novel, and stri- 
king, while his repUes to the objections of infideUty and 
the eavila ol ikcfilaciMi wat cAeii f^*^^ and pftliAfiji 

Willi tlie keenest irony and the most feUcitous wit. His 
dtacussuma were thus rendered no less eutertaimuglhaa 
imnatdftf and, tboogh Imi aaUom bald a congregatioo 

long without producing a siiulc, either by llic quaintness 

oi hia manner ql the piquancy of his xeioasks, the- pre<» 
domiiiant iDfluence ttf hie pseaching waa to produc* ao» 

leranily of feeling and deep conviction of truth. His 
eccentricities would have been iault^ M^any other man, 
but in him thay weie ao ioherait and eiaatttiai to hia 

character, and his wit was so spontaneous, and came, as 
it were, withoui his biddiuig, 4hat th^y neither interrupts 
ad theeunrcnt of hia own piety,ii^ oAm waakmd die 

religious influence of his discourses upon others. 

It is aii^arenty then, that Mr. Uaynea was at once ^ 
most ecMBtrie and inteiaating aiaiL Bom imder th# 

embarrassments of illegitmiacy, having been, in the most 
condemning sense of that penitential expresiion of thf 
Paahniat^ ^ahapen^ iniquity," he vaa ntfraithakaa 

endowed by his Maker wiili talents of a high order, and 
was early made a subjects of that grace which redeema 
from an ain, and tnnalalea ita tropUea from the power 
of Satan unlo GckL Thus redeemed and regenerated. 
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he left the paths of infamy in which his unnatural pa- 
rents had forsaken him, and, mider the kind hand of a 
protecting Father in heaven, he was trained to fill a 
sphere of distinction and usefulness to which few com- 
paratively of the saints of God on earth are advanced. 
He was an able and faithful minister of the New Tes- 
tament, whose profiting appeared unto all. His learn- 
ing as well as his talents commanded the respect of the 
intelligent, and his unassuming and amiable piety se- 
cured the confidence of both the good and the bad. His 
very colour, which marks the neglect and servitude of 
his race in this country, associated, as it was in the 
subject of these remarks, with his high qualifications to 
entertain and instruct, became the means of increasing 
his celebrity and enlarging the sphere of his influence. 
Among strangers it attracted crowds to hear him, and 
even where his labours were statedly enjoyed, it se- 
cured the attention of some who were holden by curios- 
ity, until conscience became permanently awakened, and 
they were bound by stronger and better ties to the priv- 
ileges of the sanctuary. He was accordingly every- 
where respected for his works' sake, and highly honour- 
ed by his brethren in the ministry. His memory is still 
precious to the several churches which he served during 
a period of nearly half a century, and few of the watch- 
men of Israel have been called from their stations on 
earth with better hopes of receiving "many souls in 
glory as the crowns of their rejoicing."

The second coming of Christ is a source of peculiar 
joy and consolation to the people of God ; it is a day 
in wbich their hopes and expectatiims will be fully an* 
aweied. Tiibidalaon attends the i^ood man while in 
tfiia Ufa ; the aceiiea of dinne Pxondenee aie mystai- 
oMi and many things uj^acoountable and. insignificant 
without e day of jucupnent ; they will then be explain* 
ed and adjusted, to the joy and admiration of all who 
love Ciinsl's appearing. Many of ihe events that take 
place in this life stand in a solemn relation lo the judg- 
ment day, and none more so than the gospel ministry ; 
hence u is that the aUen$ioa of the true seryants of 
X^'hrift in aft anick taken on witb a futuni state. Sl 
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Paul, being detained bom tho church o£ 11ieHMd&ih:«^ 
sends this emsde as a tokm of Us lore and reMpeei to 
them; in wmch he anticipates that blessed peikawheii 

he should meet them at the bar of Christ, which would 

afford such joy and satisfaction as to more than com- 
peiibalc for all their sorrow, more especially for his be- 
ing prevented a personal interview with those to whom 
he wrote. " For what is our fvope, or joy, or crown of 
refoicing ? Are not even ye in the presence of oust 
Lard Jesiu Christ at ki$ coming two 
Tety important ideas suggested in tbe* wends* One is^ 
that ministers and their people most meet each other at 
the day of judgment. Th^ second is, that althoogh 
ministers are often separated from their iicarcrs in this 
life, yet ihe people of God among whorn a pious 
preacher finishes ins work will be a cause or crown of 
peculiar joy and satisfaction at the second conung of 
Christ. ♦ 

Widi resect to the first point, we laay obserre, ta 
gire ns a stfiking contrast betireeft this and iheooiiiing 
worldi we aie in the present state sobject to many vi- 
dssitttdes. 

What changes arc taking place in empires, states, 
societies, and famihes ? In nothing is this more ob- 
servable than in matters relating to ministers and the 
people of their charge. A persecuting spirit, that pre- 
vailed in the apostoUc age, was often a means of part-> 
ing friends, and espeeidly of driymg preachers ueni 
chnrehes* The same canse has had kmnmoe'mewtrf 
age of the chnrch; but if leHgictes societies are sollap> 
py as to escape snch a calamity, yet it pleases the Ofeat 
Head of tlie church, m his sovereign wisdom, to sep* 
arate minisrers and their people by death; this gives 
feehng to a pious preacher, and in some desrree has in- 
fluence 111 every sermon he delivers. That all mankind 
will collected before the bar <tf Christ, to see the v 
great and intricate alByrs of the tmirerse adjusted, is a 
plain dictate of reason' and 8criptiiie ; but that mainr 
mil nieet theie ss ikying mntnal e uneet n s Irith eseh 
other» is evident. More especially ministers and thtf

p6(^ ODce connntetiri f» their chaqj^ doubtless will 
appear in fooie Mmm as diatinct aocietiea, as faariii^ 
partkalar and peraonaL mattera to attend to. Thia 

supposes that they will hare a knowledge of eadi oth- 
er; for without tins, the piuposcs ui tiicir nicchng in 
such a inauner could not be answered. How far this 
w ill extend, or by what means it will be conveyed, is 
too curious to inquire. It seems, unless we are able 
by aome nmna to diatingiuah tboae from others with 
whom wa have bMi intimate in thia life, the designs 
of a ftmire judgment will in some meaanre be friiatn* 
tad. The great end of that day is to illustrate ditine 
truth, or make that appear conspictioue to created intel- 
ligejicc. To effect this, God will make use of mankind 
as instruments; this is the method he takes in this life, 
and doubtless it will he most eligible in the world to 
come, jb'or our acquaintance to be summoned as wit- 
nesses for or against us at this-oouit, will perhaps be 
the best moans to administer conviction* In this way 
the great God oan vpeak in language easy for finite 
cveaturaa to nndetatand. One design of the woiid be- 
ing divided into dkitinGt aoeietiea and eonununities, is 
doubtless to prepare matters for the day of judgment. 
The relation between muiisters and people is such as 
renders them capable of saying much about eacli other; 
in this way the justice and mercy of God will be illus- 
trated) Divine proceadings vindicated, and every mouth 
stopped* It is oisr conduct in this life that vnll direct 
Divine proceeding tdmads us at the final judgment ; 
that the equi^ of God's adminiatntkms may appear^ 
*tia neceaaary that our charaetera be deinrly mvestiga- 
ted. The salvation and damnation of many souls will 
be through the instrumentality of faithful and unfaithful 
watchmen ; this is an idea contained in the charge God 
^ave to Ezekiel, 32d chapter. It will be necessary 
that the motives by which ministers have beea influ* 
eiiced in their ork be brouglil out to view ; tot with- 
out sincadtf of heait they can never ezeoile their office 
wMi any degree ef tnw fiuthfiilneaai and ate a hi|^ af- 
front to God) and a vile impositiott on the peopk. 
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At the day of judgment the doctrines with which a 
minister has entertained his hearers must be cxamjned. 
However doclrii\;il preaching may be discaided by 
many, and such words as metaphysical, abstruse, <Scc., 
are oiien made use of to obstruct tree and candid in- 
quiry ; yet it is eiridont that cup great end tho gi»pel 
mitiistiy if to diaMmiBate rudu mtimenla ; faence it » 
that Paid to ofken etdiiMi TuosAf lo taka iMod to his 
doetrim, Smaad doetriae, aa well as good practioet ia 
necessary to constitute the Christian character : "Who- 
soever transgresseih, and abidcth not in the doctrine of 
Christ, hath not God." — 2 John, 9. 

A careftd inquiry will be made wliether an empty 
parade of learning, eieffance of style, <kc., have baaa 
the main thinga vilfa wiiich a pe<^ple have been enter- 
taioedy tendiog only %o gratify Tam.muEioaity, and Uk fix 
lha MeolkMi a die beam oi tlia malbar* ThiaaMak 
St Fad cmtfamn anch a moda of preaddiiA aod da-^ 
termine not to knovir any thing save Jeaus Christ, and 
him crucified, 1 Cor. ii., 2. Whether vague, equivocal 
expressions liave been used to convey, or rather to ob- 
scure the truths of the gospel, by which any thing and 
almost every thing may be understood. This is caus- 
ing th|B ftnnqpet to gite an uncertain soiind» and has no 
tandeiicy to impraaa or give feeling to the muid, aa ia 
ibe caae with die woada of the wiae, bdng^aa gviadlf 
and notb, Iflck. zii., 11. Whedier to ploiM mea has 
had greater influence in our composing and delivering 
our sermons than the glory of God and ilie good of 
souls. People will be examined at the bar of Christ 
whether thev have not been dealt plainly with; been 
told their characters and dan^per; that tliey are wholly 
«iq)osed to God, destituto of « very thing thai ia holy or 
morally good ; thai thay aio by aalnie under the etnae 
of GpaV hfVy expoaod emty nkoaml to endloaa wo; 
that they aie hopalaaa and kelpkaa in dioaMelvef ; Iba 
•necessity of the renewing influences of the spirit ; the 
nature of their impotence, thai it consists hi an evil 

heart; that therefore they are altogetbor inexcu^iblay

Now God will gi?e their hearers who have been 
toaivected through their iattrumentality as a kind of 
revinaid aad fruit of their tmvail or labour^ Whea il 
appeafTS thai God has made use of the tnie minietnrs

committed to their charge, it will excite wonder, joy, 
and humdity in tlie nimds of pious teachers, that God 
should deiiiii to honour them as inptruuients of such 
glorious work, by which tiiev will be led to adore sov- 
ereign grace and condescending love. As it is often 
> through the painful labours of Christ's servants thai 
aouls arc brought home to God, doubtl^s he will ajK

ahine as stars for ever and ever. 

Pious people will giv'e such account of their faithful 
teachers as will meet with the approbation of God, which 
will be expressed by that heavenly ])laudit, Well done, 
good and faithful servant !" Their mutual accounts will 
be given up with joy, and rnA with grief, Hebrews xitL» 
17. The hopes and ezpeetatkms of such ministers are 
great, as the apostle suggests ta the text— For what is 
our hope, or joy, or -crown of lajoicdng ? are not even 
ye? &c« He speaks of it as the ofrnest hope and as- 
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TbBf leflect wkh pleatnie en the approidniig happ^ 
moment, and when it comes it will greatly gratify thejx 

holy desires. 

• That it will be possible to hold equal cominuiiioa 
with all the saints, especially at one time, in the invisi- 
ble world, perhaps is not admissible. It appears that 
thft wiekfld who have bera aasodatcs in sin here wiU 
be companionit id UmeaU hereaftnr, Luke SB. 

They are to be gathered like the etendnig eooi, md 
tobeboinidiniiifwef toboni* ' It is moie than potei-> 
ble that the righteous who haye lived together in this 
life, Will have a more mUmale accesii to eack other in 
the world to come. 

If it will be useful for them to meet in some sense 
as distinct societies, perhaps it will subserve the mter- 
est of the tmiverse that they in a degree continue sow 
It is the character oC the traeoburch of Christ that they 
treat his miiiislsis withienect in this life» eoreiwting 
tfaena et the nmusters-of Clnist end stemids of- the 
mysteries of God, I Cor. iv., 1. They help them in 
their work, 2 Cor. i., 11. God will in the great day 
reward people for such kindness ; as hereby they ex- 
press their love to Christ, Matt, xxv., 40. This will 
gratify the benevolent feehngs of Clirist's servants ; at 
the same time fill them with holy admiietioii and 
deep humili^^ that what has been done lomcb poor 
atnral ereatur^ should be taken oolioe 
. Mimsters and the ^eodb of their ehaige wiU assist 
each ethe)r, and be umted in bringing a verdict against 
the wicked and impenitent among whom they lived 
while on earth. The saints are to judge the world, 
1 Cor. vi,, 2. One way by which they will do this ' ^ 
will doubtless be to declare before angels and men 
what they know about them, or dieir conduct in this 
. life. An attachment to divine justice will make thifi 
delightful worii. Ministers must declare what and 
bow they faaTe presdied to tfastti, and^die bad inqpxove* 
ment they hare inade of the gospel, so &r as it hsia 
come under their observation; now they have despised 
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■nl nodied the nMuengers of the Loidy coHteiimed 
Us wvd and ordinanoss. Pious besrexs can witness 

to the same things, and in this way the mutual testi- 
mony of godly ministers and people will be strength- 
ened and supported, and Divine proceedings against 
im|)crutcnt sinners vindicated. Thus the church will 
be a crown of joy to her faithful pastor. ' ' 

IMBROVJSMENT.

1* We mty infer from this subject that the gospel 
idinstiy is oi God, and that we ou^ht to seek its wel- 
fare, and use suitable exertions for its support. 

Doth 8(Tipturc and reason dictate that it is of so 
much miporLance, especially as it relates to a judgment' 
day, we may conclude that God would not do without 
it, and we may see Divine wisdom and goodness in the 
iastitution. Nothing mere ooodai^iTe ci Divine glory, 
and salutary to men, than the pm^^hing of the gospel. 
Wilfaaiit diese |^ tidings are proclamiedt the iiKar^ 
mtion of Christ is> yim. Nothing but opposition to 
Ood, and disregard to his glory, will make men indi£* 
ferent to the preaching oi the gospel. A rejection of 
Christ and his ministers has commonly vice and open 
profanity for its inseparable companions. The oppo- 
sition that the impenitent part of mankind liave made 
10 the servants of Chzist, has doubtless in some meas- , 
tte .had its rise from a consciousness that they most 
vest tlmn at the bar of Christy to thm disadvantage. 
. Wo may eomchidey thsl, since the gospel miniaqtoy is 
so very useful, it will be continued to the end dt the 
world. 

2. When a faithful minister is taken away, it ought 
seriously to be regarded. But few ways perhaps that 
God shows greater displeasure against a people than in 
idling his ambassadors home. ' &y this he threatens to 
put ah end to his treaty of peeoo» and become irrecon* 
cikfaie. It may sometimes be tike case Uiat God has 
no more chosen or elect ones among tfaem. When 
Paul and Barnabas were preaching at Antioch, as

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many ss ivqpo (NtbuiM^ to dnnl fifc bdMPidy 

they departed, Acts xiii. All the encouragement for a 
inim.ster to preach among a people, so far as the salva^ 
tion of souls ought to be a motive, is the doctrine of 
election. After the death of a iaUli£ujl minister there m 
less hope of a people. 

We maj fdither obieiTey when it is conridered th«l 
we are to meet them no moie in the house of God, to 
hear them declare unto us the woids-of raconctliation ; 
but our next mtemew will be at the tribunal of Christ, 
to hear them testify for or agamst us, how affecting the 
consideration ! It is more solemn to die than if we had 
never been favoured with the gospel ministry. People, 
whetlier they hear or forbear, shall know, to their joy 
or sorrow, that there hath be^ a prophet among them, 
£zek. ii., 6. 

3. The subject afinda directioB how unaiateai 
should preach, and how a pneople ou^ to heair, 
with death and judgment hi new. It is tUs that makia 

preaching and hearing a serious matter, and rendOT 
the house of God so very solemn. We must soon 
meet before the bar of Chiiist, and perhaps before the 
next Sabbath, to have onr sermons and our hearing ex- 
amined by Him who is iahnit«i in knowledge, and im 
present m every congregation. IKd we always eon- 
sider- these tlungs, it wd^ kl tend to abolish that cold^ 
ness, drowsinsss, sod mdifleraioe» that tod often attend 
the mmisters ttt the gospel, and that feimal spiritwhidi 
is too apparent among hearers. How w ould it check 
that levity of mind and disorderly behaviour that pre- 
sumptuous creatures often indulge in the house of God. 
How dreadful is this place ! — is a reflection suitable 
on all occasions, and moie especiaUy when we meet 
for public devotion. 

4. The surnving widow and children wiU tor a mo* 
ment suffer the word of exhortation* Axe not von in 
some sense his hope aikl joy ? Was it net a reflecthiii 
thai tended to smooth the nigired road through death, 
that he should meet you before the bar of Christ, and 
that you would be a crown of rejoicing in that day 1 If 
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ministers and people arc to meet each other before the 
tribunal of Christ, as havin|S^ special business together, 
then we may coackide that tins will be the case with 
particular |amiliea» sueh as huabands and wives, paianta 
aod ckiUren ; you can aay much about each other upon 
that occaaioiit hsving for ao long a tima oompoaed ena 
ftmily on earth. 

You, who are this day called to mourn, must give 
an account how you have improved his pubUc and more 
private admonitions ; and especially this providence. 
The present occasion, however solemn, will appear 
more so at the great day. Consider, tliat although he 
is gone to veturn ao more, ]rat Oadf the aouroa of eon- 
amtion, ever lives. Hia promises are alwaya new to 
the widow aad fiuheslaaa. That God who gave hat 
taken Urn away* But aCill he Ihraa m another atate, 
and is more useful to the universe than he could be in 
this world. God's people always die in the best time, 
manner, and place. You have orjy time to take up the 
body and bury it, set your houses in order, and follow 
him. Manifest your love to the deceased by preparing 
to meet him, and make his heart glad in the day of tha

Your minister, though dead, now speaketh. He

JDivine Decrees, m micaurageme$U to the use of means, 
delivered at GrwmilUy N. F., June 25th, A. D. 1805^ 
btfcr$. ihfi EwMgelkal Society, ingtUtO^d for tkg 
purpose of Ming pious a^d needv young men in 

acquiring education for the wort of the gospel 

punmtry. 

The whole of this discouise is able, and charac* 
terizes the siuthor as posseaaing a strong iniod and a 
pious heart ^if it be not equal in some things to his 
sermon on universal salvation^ of which it is very 
justly aremsrked, ^ That senuon is oma of dia fiiiasl 
pieces of satire to be found in all the annals of pulpit 
eloquence^" it is not inferior to it in sound doctrine and 
fB^tvi piety/ ' 

The discourse is founded on the 2dd verse of the 1 1th 
chapter of Hebrews : By faith Moses, when he was 
boTOt was hid three mcmths of his parantu, because 
they saw he was a proper child ; and they were not 
afraid of the king's commandment." His object is to 
show, that althouf^ pioos people belioTe and confide 
in the unalterable purpose and providence of Gbd to 
bring about events, yet they will diligently use such 
means as God requires, and that lend to their aocom- 
plishnsnt* To confirm his assertion that the pious do 
beiieve and con&de in God's absolute government, or 
{n his purpose ami prondance, he justly rem$il»

''We find that it has always been ihe pradioa of 
tbe- people of God to acknowledge him ; therefore tt if 
that they attend to tbe external dutiea of religiao» audi 
aa tlie pttblic woraliip of Ood, prayer, and .praise, by 
which they exfHreM tbefar belief and love ot a superin^ 
tending Providence. This was ihe object of the faith 
of those mentioned in my text. They had a iirm be- 
lief in Divine purposes concerning Moses, so as to ex- 
clude ali fear of the king's commandment. The right- 
eous view and hold communion with Gpd in his worksi 
aod cepetr to bia absolute govenunent in times of dia^ 
trets as their only bicUng^place, Paal* zxrii. It waa 
God'a imanQtable pNOueea aad designs that eopported 
Noah, Abfttham, jsaac* Jacob, Moses, Darid, and all 
God's people in all ages of the world. God has ap- 
pointed the Lord Jesus Christ to be king on his holy 
hill of Zion, and has laid the government on his shouL- 
ders ; the pious are his obedient subjects, and it is their 
duty tQ aubmit to him. They are to have the mmd of 
Christ, aa they would not fcurleit th^ interest in hini^ 
Boai« viii., 9. ' Rejoidag in the absolute dominion and 
agency of God Wte a& ioqipcNrtaDt trait, in hie eheractefff 
Luke x., 21: *lh that bonr Jeaua rejoiced in i^irit, 
and amd, I thank thee, O Father, Lord of hearen and 
earth, that ihou hast hid these things from the wise and 
prudent, and hast revealed them unto bab«^s j even so, 
Father, for ao it seemed good in thy sights' ^ . 

In discussing that part of the subject which rehites 
tp the use of m^ans by the people of God^ as connected 
with those e^ente wUeh aie brought about by the^m* 

changeable purpose and providence of God, he says • 

^ this idea is remarkably illuatrated in the conduct 
of the parents of Moses, allnded to in the text ; they hid 

him three months. Their care was excited by the full • 
trust they had in God that he designed him for some 
important work. Their faith was so great as to ex- 
clude all doubt but what God would take care of the 

child, and fiUfil hia own j^iupoac^ in spite of all the do* 
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sijgns of the enemy : * They were not afraid of the 
hinges commandmenV They did not ^ar to exert 
themselTCs to the utmott for the peservatkNH of the 
child, nor that< tlieir meamnes wofda not be sopqeMfiil. 
He was doubtless secreted, end removed from place to 
place, to elude the search of the enemy. An aik was 
invented for the security of the helpless hifant ; every ^ 
seam carefully secured with slime and pitch, that the ** 
babe might have a dry and safe asylum. It is carried 
to the nver-8ide, deposited among the flags^ — an un-^ 
likely place to be found. She chose a place where the 
swelling of the Nile would not be likely to carry it 
aiway. The ark was not commitled to the foaming 
waters, to be ejqfiosed to the TOfadcus momsleis of the 
deep ; but as mtuch eaire was exntcised as tboa^ the 
Kfe of die cbtM wholly depended on their vigilance. 
Miriam, the sister of Moses, must lie in ambush at a 
suitable distance, to watch every disaster, and often to 
run and sooth the cries of the solitary^ mfant. But 
'Moses was not safer when kmg in Jeshurun, encom- 
passed with the thousands of Israel—^was not safer in 
the mount with God — is not safer ^thin the adannft- 
tine walk of the New Jerusalem, than in^te &igs.^ 

* The same sphit of vigilance shone ernispicneoslT 
among all the people of Crod in all ages of me world. 

God revealed unto Abraham his unalterable designs 
concerning him and his posterity; and yet how diligent 
was he in using such means as tended to bring the 
events to pass. By faith he went out ; by faith he so- 
journed in the land of promise, &c. The conduct of 
mac, Jacob, Moses, David, and the psophets iUnstrates 
the same sentim^t. Paiil» m Acli nni«» is a strskb^ 
instance of the tnidi now under consideiation* When 
it was revealed to him that God*s purpose was to save 
aU in the ship, yet his diligence in the use of such 
means as tended to their preservation exceeded all the 
manners. He was evidently encouraged by the pur- 
pose of God revealed; yea, without means, he tells 
them plainly, they cannot he saved. No pieacher ever 
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htM up the decpett of God mem ckariy nid more fre* 

quently than Paul, and none of the apostles were nioro 
laborious; he laboured more abundaiuly than they all, 
1 Cor. TV., to. We derive similar ideas irorn tlic doc- 
trines and examples of Him who spake as never rnau 
•pake. The purposes of God with respect to the de* 
bverance of tne Jews from the Babylcmish captivity 
«timd up the saints to prayer, Dan, ix., 2. The cer^ 
tetntj of the incamatioii of Christ excitad OldUTastap 
mailt saints to prayer for the accomplishment of it ; and 
this is wlial God greatly approved. Tlic parents of 
Moses have a place in the sacred canon, whose hiik is 
highly applauded. 

** Faith in Divine purposes w^ill excite the people of 
God to the diligent use of means, as he has appointed 
them as instrumants by which he will abcomplish his 
designs, and hm commanded tham to be workm to» 
letter with. him; indeed/ widiOQt the exertions of men^ 
il is impossible* Ibal tiiey should take plaee* God re* 
▼ealed to Abraham that his seed should go down into 
Egypt, and at such a lime be delivered; but this sup* 
posed a series of second causes, all depeiidaiit on the 
lirst cause; without them liie event could not take 
place. One was the edict of Pharaoh to destroy the 
male infants of the Uafasews ; that Moses should be 
bom; and bid three months ; that he should be sduca* 
ted at Jhe expense of the Kioff of Egypt; that the 
£|[yptiaiis should be viabed wiu ten plaguea, &c. I 
mi^t with propriety make the same raimak with re* 
spect to the deliverance of Israel from the Babylonish 
captivity, and the l)irth and death of Christ. Thepeo* 
pie of God consider themselves as active instruments 
to bring about his holy dcsio:ns ; and arc, in a good de- 
gree, cured of that uaresHonahifi temper of mind that 
will dedooe mmatuml consequeiiees from oertain prem* 
ises, in oider to gratify a licentious conduct. 

** The frisnds of (mdaligfat insogifvaiin^ their obe> 
dienoe to Mm. The use of means affbtds mem oppor« 
tonity to glorify God and commend him to others. If 
lovd and obedience are dduEhtful exerci^e^ to the s^intsL 

fi ' ' ^ 
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then to express them wiii be pleasing. As God cannot " 
«dubit any true Tirtue or moul ej^celkace without pur- 
miiig a ^f&okf wo neitfaer out we; uoleee ve regard bis 
win and interest, and aie workers together with him. 

Th» mod man, iadeedy will see eii0U|^.to employ 
his head, his heart, his hands, and his leoiporal inter- 
est, in liic service of God. The reason that so many 
can find but little to do for God is> on account of a 
slothful aud indolent heart, that .refuses to labour.'' 

The author concludes this taluahle discourse in the 
feUbwing animated stndna of ftorrent seal in ibe cauae 
of benoTolence and salvaticm by Christy tbroDj^ the 
means of the ministry of the gospel. 

The subject, so far illustrated, sets the design of the 
insiitmion to which our attention is particularly called 
on the present occasion, in an important point of light. 
It is to aid pious and needy young men in acquiring 
education for the gospel ministry* A remarkable 
spirit ef teal and Hberality in the cause of God has 
been eaciled in the noindaof di0 pwas isi Tarkras pszts 
of the Chrislian world* 'Miasioiuutiea haTe been aem 
ent among the heathen, and to our new aetdements ; 

and their labours have been crowned with abundant 
success. People, while watering, have been watered 
themselves. The conversion of thousands, I believe, 
has been the effect of these benerolent exertions. 
The desert.and the solitary wiUeraeas have been made 
to blossom as the lose. Recent instances of the tro» 
pUes of Divine grace in some parte of Africa hate 
flsade ^ the «ity of ear Ood. The Mends of Christ 
« bott sides die Atkntie haive united in this glorioua 
cause ; but much still remains to be done. 
' " People Within our reach are perishuig for lack of 
spintual food. The harvest is great, but the labour- 
ers are comparatively few. The number of those quali- 
fied to carry the bread of life to the dying is inade* 
qoate. Oar toissioiiary eiertioBs must be ^nfealfy inp 
|ieM, unlM ftes, ingeaiens^ and hssnaft mm bs 
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found to engage in the service. Our Evangelical 
Society virtually embraces the same object of those 
connnonly called missionary societies, as i^ecessary and 
subservient thereto. Whatever funds are raised, un- 
less proper preachers can be obtained^ tbey cannot be 
lendered mehl. Tbat a competent degree of lit^nory 
acqniiements 10 necesiaiy and indispenaaUe m thoae 
who engage in mimsterial kboun, nose will deny wbo 
have the importaiice of the woric on their minds. The 
patronage of those who love God and the souls of men 
is earnestly solicited. We hope you will not witliiiold 
that pecuniary aid which the urgency of the c^e re* 
quires. 

^ I stand here this day, my friends and hrethreny to 
plead for thooeands of poor perishing, dying fellow^ 
mortalsi who need the mad of life ; whdee criea and 
distresses odl far compaasioii, beyond the groaning 

Israelites. Who, that knows the love of God and the 

terrors of eternal death, but longs to run to their relief? 
Satan, the potent and imperious prince of darkness, has 
long since issued his cruel and bhiody edict against the 
church of God, to des^y and exlernunate it from the 
earth. 

'*We stand this 6sy to plead the cause of that Jesna 
who sits'.tipon the bory bill of Zioo, with pardon in bin 
hands, and!^ whose delight is wkh the eons of men ; aand 

who is now calling for your assistance. We plead the 

promises and predic lions of God's word, that may en^ 
courage yonr hope and trust. Be not afraid 01 the 
haughiv mandate of the prince of darkness, for it shall 
be made to subserve the interest of Christ's kingdom* 
Qod requires exertions as much as he did for tlie pres- 
erration of Moses, or the deliverance of Israel out of 
Eg3rpt. It is sacrificing the 4sause of Ood and die im< 
mortal 8oal$ of ^en to withhold* Is there not an ion 
propriety in oar bearing the name of Christians, mileia 
the love of Christ constrains us? Is it not an important 
trait in the chnracters of the godly, that they took joy* 
fully the spoiling of their goods ? That they suffered 
the loss ot all mngs, that they might vrin Ohiist and 
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nevolence do we find in the word of God ; especial^ 
ill llie blessed Saviour of the world! *That, though 
he was rieh^ yet for our sake he became poor, tiiat we, 
throiiizli his |)Overtv, might be rich.' Can there be a 
more deljgbUul empioyment this side heaven than to 
wrest souls from the jaws of deatk and heU, and to wai 
the Uenad newt of salvation to a periahin^ world ? 

^ To promote the felidtj of the univme la the happi« 
nesa of the ledeemad in glory ; and tfaia wfint among 
Christians is hearen begun on earth. If your hearts 
do not glow with holy allection towards perishing sin- 
ners, bv which you are disposed to do something for 
their rehef, von have reason to fear and tremble that 
you have no inheritance among the saints m iigku 

The design of our institution ia fax from being new t 
6odV people have in all ages^ in a meatiire, drunk inta 
Ae lame spirit That annl of a man. Dr. Doddridn^ 
in describing objects of Cnritlian benevokoce and uIk 
erality, observes : * I would particularly recommend to 
you the very ntiportaiU and noble charity of assisting 
young persons of genius and piety with what is neces- 
sary to support the expense of their education for the 
ministry, in a proper course of grammatical or aca- 
demicai studies.^ Consider that you are God's stew* 
iidsi and that all your property belongs to hiai» and 70a 
•le to lise it in his service. That he call easUy make 
up, if he sees fit, what year libetali^ impart^: and if 
you * cast your bread upon the waters, you shall find 
it alter niariy days,' Ecclcs. xi., 1. It we withhold 
shall we not rob God, and incur his righteous displeas- 
ure ? who will soon call ns to give an account of our 
stewardships ! Remember the maxun of the wise ma% 
* There is that scatteiethf and yet increaseth ; and there 
is that wiihboideth niore than meet, but it tendeth to 
poverty/ Pzov« xi«, Since this spirit of liberality 
MS slms so eottqmioiisly ia num^ Chris- 
titti «CRrid» I tbtnk we have oad mamfiBst tokem of Divine 
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i^ipfdbation. God has pomd oiit Mi sjpnrit in such 

copious effusions as to make iL obvious that it is * an 
odour of a sweet smell, a sacrifice acceptable, well- 
pleasing; to God.* Let us not be weary in well-doing, 
for we diiaii yet reap ^ more pieaUiui liarvest if we hmt 
sot. 

" If we delighl in giving, God will doligiit ia mraard- 
iiig« * Bmg ye all ttie titbes into the storehouflo— and 
pi076 mo now hevewith, sailh the Locd of bovts, if I 
will not opon yoQ the windows of hearen, and poor 

you out a bicssmg, that llieie shall not be room enough 
to receive it,' Mai. iii., 10. We may make a proles- 
sion of religion — tell mucli of our regard for God ; but 
words, as one observes, are cheap things, and are by 
no means the test of our sincerity. How many of this 
chamder are to be found ( who^ when objects oi cfaari^ 
are presented^ that call for a mttance of their atore, liker 
the yodng miser in. the gospel, go away sorrowfiDiy haT* 
ing large poaseasiona* 

" My Christian friends and brethren, you will be far 
from pleading exemption from duty by having recourse ' 
to the reason nigs of a licentious world, *that if God 
has determined all things, our endeavours are unneces- 
sary;* this, I trust, has been sufficiently reprobated in 
the foregoing discourse, as betraying an unbelief of the 
doctrine by which you profeas to be influenoed, and 
that yott are mesmd by carnal principka. Conaider 
that you are we only ooea that yim heartily engage in 
tfris cause ; * For out cf 2wn ahdl go forth the law, and 
the word of the Lord from Jerusalem,' Isa. ii., 3. 

"Perhaps the conversion of ereiy soul is the effect 
of the church's travail and exertions. Are there not 
thousands at the present day that are castin? in their 
mites ; and in this way sending a morsel of the bread 
of life to standngy perishing aoula ? Surely it is a rich 
and valuable treaanry, that wiU lefond m infinite and 
, eternal reward to . all true adrenturers. What by 
distinguishing yourselvea by withholding, you dioald 
not be admitted to their society hereafter, nor taste of 
the rewards of the righteous ?

Upon becoming acquaint- 
ed witli salvation, she thus exclaims : * What a pity, 
what a sin it is, that you Europeans, who have for so 
many years enjoyed in great abundance the heavenly 
bread, shoukL keep it all to yourselves, and not spare 
one Httle cnimb io the million of poor heathen P Ad- 
ding, ' You may depend upon it, you should not hare 
A» toss fer yomselves by giving seme to them; but 
the Lord Jesos would bless you and give you the more.' 
She also observed that, ^ Could we but conceive fully 
of the miserable situation of the liollentots, we would 
certainly feel more compassion.' 

"Ye that are strangers to God, remember, that it is 
more blessed to give than to receive. We wish you 
to put in with us — we wish you the reward of the 
liberal. It is tme, that unless love to God and tho 
tools of men direct you, your seurvices, however greats 
urill be tet mm M&tions^ and displeasing to the Most 
High, thobgh yo«r interest deroted may be the oocamon 
of the salvation of thousands yet unborn. It will be so 
with the professors of religion, if tlie glory of God is iiot 
their object — ^they will lose their reward. There IS as 
much propriet}?- m calling on the \vicked to engage in 
. this duty as in any other. You are under obligations 
to repent, to love God, and to ejqpress it in all those 
ways he has appcnated and commanded.
